1 am assured 
tha-i , d(‘H])it(* tht' weigld ot iK years, the Soci(d\ eontirmes eiier- 
indically to ])ursue th<‘ reur>'(' sot tor it by its illustrious fovuider, 

I 1 ) 
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and that it extends its enquiries with energy and zeal to whatever 
is performed by Man or produced by Nature within thp geo- 
graphical limits of Asia. I am also especially glad to hear that, 
in Edition to its normal activities, the Society has instituted a 
series of Discussion Meetings for the particular benefit of members 
of the Defence Services, and I am confident that these meetings 
are a contribution to the war effort, of which the Society may 
justly be proud. I take this opportunity, therefore, of sending 
to the Society an expression of my good wishes for its future 
and for the successful prosecution of its work during the ensuing 
year, and I hope that before long I may have an opportunity of 
seeing personally something of this work and of meeting those 
who perform it.’ 

The President then said: ‘Ladies and Gentlemen, Voting 
papers for the election of Council for 1944 and for the election 
of an Ordinary Fellow will be distributed to all the Ordinary 
members present. I request the Ordinary members present to 
put their voting papers in the collection boxes which will be sent 
round to them.’ 

After the distribution of the voting papers, the President 
appointed Khan Bahadur AsaduUah and Dr. Suniti Kumar 
Chatter] ee to act as scrutineers. 

The President then called upon the General Secretary to 
present the Annual Report for 1943, who did so. 

The messages of greetings were then read by : — 

(1) Prof. A. V. Hill, F.R S., M.P., Secretary, Royal Society, 
London, on behalf of the Royal Society. Prof. Hill presented 
also to the Society the autograph letters of the Prime Minister 
of England and of General Smuts from South Africa. (2) Dr. 
F. K. Li of China on behalf of the Chinese Academies. (3) The 
Hon. Dr. Sir Baron Jayatilaka, Kt., K.B.E., LL.D., M.A. 
(Oxon.), Barrister-at-Law, Representative of the Govt, of 
Ceylon in India, on belialf of the Govt, of Ceylon. (4) Sir 
Jadimath Sarkar on behalf of the Bangiya Sahitya Parishad. 
(5) Ma Tin Nyan on behalf of the University of Burma, 

The President called on the General Sexuetarv to read 
messages of greetings from other institutions and individuals. 

Thereupon the General Secretary read messages of greetings 
received from Dr. Kunnangara, Minister of Education, Ceylon, 
and from the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and others. 

The President then read his Annual Address. 

After the reading of the Address, the President announced 
the result of the Council election. 

The President thanked the Society for re-electing him as 
President for 1944. 
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JThe President then made the following announcements: — 

1 .* Election of an Ordinary Fellow. 

‘I have now the great pleasure to announce that, having 
received the report of the scrutineers, I declare 

Dr. Girindrasekhar Bose 

. duly elected an Ordinary Fellow of the Society.’ 

2. Elliott Prize for Scientific Rej^earch. 

The President annouiK^ed that papers from two candidates 
had been received during the last year in competition for the 
'Elliott Prize for Scientific Research’, whicn was for Geology 
and Biology (including Pathology and Physiology). The referees 
to whom their papers had been sent for opinion had stated that 
none of them really dealt with subjects likely to ‘develop the 
industrial resources of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa’ in accordance 
with the conditions of the Prize. The Trustees concurred with 
the opinion of the referees and decided not to award any prize 
for the past years. 

The prize for this year would be for ‘Mathematics ’ concerning 
which notification had already been pubhshed in the ‘Calcutta’, 
‘Bihar’ and ‘Orissa’ Gazettes. 

3. Barclay Me'tnorial medal. 

This medal is bestowed every alternate year on a person 
who, in the opinion of the Council, has made conspicuously 
important contributions to Medical or Biological Science with 
special reference to India. The medal for the year 1943 is 
awarded to 

Rai Sir Upendranath Brahmachari Bahadur, Kt., M.A., 
M.D., r.S.M.F., F.N.I., F.R.A.S.B., a former President 
of this Society, 

in recognition of his consphniously important ( ontribution^ to 
Medical Science wuth special reference to India. 

The Pi esident presented the medal to Sir U. N. Brahmachari 
expressing his hearty congratulations. 

4. Sir William Jones Memorial medal. 

This medal is awarded triennially to a person who, in the 
opinion of the Couiudl, has made conspicuously important Asiatic 
Researches, with reference alternatively to (1) Science including 
medicine, and (2) Philosophy, Literature and History. 

The medal for 1943 was for Philosophy, Literature and 
History and is awarded to Sir S. Radhakrishnan, Kt., M.A., 
D.Litt., F.B.A., Vice-Chancellor, Benares Hindu University, 
for his conspicuously important researches with reference to 
Indian Philosophy. 
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The President handed over the medal to Mr. O. C. Gartgoly 
who received it on behalf of the recipient. 

5. Indian Science Congress (Calcutta) Prize. 

This medal is awarded, whenever the Science Congress 
holds its anmial session in Calcutta, to a person, who in the 
opinion of the Council, has rendered conspicuously important 
services to the Indian Science Congress or to a member of the 
Indian Science Congress who has made conspicuously important 
contributions to Science*. 

The medal for the session held in Calcutta in 1943 is 
awarded to 

Prof. S. P. Agharkar, M.A., Ph.D., F.N.I., 

Sir Rash bell ari Ghose Professor of Botany, Calcutta 
University, ' 

for the important services rendered by him to the Indian Science 
Congress Association as its General Secretary from 1924 to 
1935. 

The President presented the medal to Dr. Agharkar 
expressing his hearty congratulations. 

6. P. N. Bose Memorial medal. 

This medal, which is to be bestowed on a person, who, in 
the opinion of the Council, has made conspicuously important 
contributions to practical or theoretical Geology with special 
reference to India, is being awarded for the first time this year. 

The first award of this medal was made to 

Sir Lewis L. Fermor, Kt., O.B.E., D.Sc., F.R.S., 

in recognition of his conspicuously important researches on the 
Archaean roc;ks of India. 

The President handed over the medal to Mr. W. I). West of 
the Geological Survey of India and requested him to transmit it to 
Sir Lewis Fermor with the Society’s and his hearty congratula- 
tions. 

7. Dr. Bimaki Churn Law Chid medal. 

This medal was instituted in 1943 to be bestowed annually 
on a person who is considered to have made conspicuously 
important contributions to any one of the following subjects:— 
Hi8tor>% Geography, Philosophy, Religions, Ethnology, Folk-lore, 
Fine Arts and Architecture with reference to India, from the 
earliest time down to the thffteenth century A.D. and Bengali 
Languages, Literature and Philology. 
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The first award of this medal was made to 

Prof. Suniti Kumar Cbatterji, M.A., D.Litt., F.K.A.S.B., 
Kumar Guruprasad Sinpb Professor of Indian 
Linguistics and Phonetics, Calcutta University 

for his conspicjuously important contributions to the Bengali 
Languages, Literature and Philology. 

The President presented the medal to Dr. Cbatterji expressing 
his hearty congratulations. 

The President announced that in commemoration of the 
160th Anniversary of the foundation of the Society, the following 
distinguished scholars had been elected Special Anniversary 
Honorary members of the Society : — 

1. Prof. A. V. Hill, F.R.S., M.P., Nobel Laureate, 

Secretary of the Royal Society, London. 

2. The Hon’ble Dr. Sir Baron Jayatilaka, Kt., K.B.E,, 

LL.I)., M.A. (Oxon.), Barrister-at-Law, Repre- 
sentative of the Govt, of Ceylon in India, New 
Delhi. 

‘1. Dr. F. K. Li, Ph.D., Fellow of Acadejnia Sinica, 
Cluing^ ing, China. 

The President declared the Annual Meeting to be dissolved 
and invited the members to continue in the Ordinary monthly 
meeting for the transaction of routine business, and the visitors 
to inspec^t the exhibits in tlu^ hall. 

MESSAGES. 

Sir Henry Dale, President, Royal Society of London, sent the 
following' message : ^ 

I am asking Professor Hill to transmit tlie cordial greetings 
and friendly sentiments of the Fellows of the Royal Society of 
London to the Members of the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
We have the confident hope that one of the results of Professor 
HilFs visit will be to strengthen tlie lionds of understanding 
and true comradeship between our Indian colleagues and the 
men of science of this country. 

Sir Baron Jayatilaka read the following nmsage : 

I am deeply indebted to my friend Dr. Kalidas Nag, the 
General Secretary, for the honour of being invited to speak on 
this important and interesting occasion. My first duty is to 
offer on behalf of the Ceylon Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society 
and myself our hearty congratulations to the Royal Asiatic 
Society of Bengal on the completion of its 160th anniversary. 
This long lease of life which the Society has enjoyed is m itself

no small thing, testifying as it does to the continued loyalty 
of several generations of members. But when that long period 
of existence is associated with a splendid record of ‘Service to 
truth and humanity’, as your General Secretary has well- 
expressed it, one cannot help being filled with a deep sense of 
gratefulness to that great man whose genius and love of Oriental 
leaniing were responsible for the foundation of this Society, 
and to the distinguished scholars who in his time, and in later 
years, laboured in this new field revealing to the world vast 
literary treasures which had previously lain hidden and unex- 
plored. I need not repeat here the various activities under- 
taken by the Society, and the scholars, both European and 
Indian, who were asiiociated with those activities during its 
past history. 

One important fact .that should be borne in mind is that 
the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal was the first institution of 
the kind established for the purpose of investigating the learning 
and the culture of Eastern lands. Even the Royal Asiatic; 
Society of Great Britain (;amc into being some foity years after 
the foundation of the Bengal Royal Asiatic Society. It has 
also been the precursor of similar Societies in India and else- 
where. One of these Societies is the Ceylon branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society, founded a century ago. I have had the good 
fortune of being a member of this Society for about forty years, 
and also the honour of being its President for about four years. 
I am therefore in a position to testify to the very large amount 
of valuable research work the Ceylon Society has done in the 
field of history, language and literature, customs and traditions 
of the Island. 

I would take this opportunity to refer to what I consider 
a matter of great importance, especially to scholars and peoples 
inliabiting the Buddliist lands in South-Eastern Asia, such as 
Ceylon, Burma, Siam, Cambodia, etc. This morning I was 
told by Di‘, Kalidas Nag that your Society had in its possession 
a large collection of Burmese manuscripts brought from Burma 
seventy or eighty years ago, and also a small number of Sin- 
halese manuscripts. These documents have lain all these 
years without being examined to find out what they contained. 
In Ceylon, too, in temple libraries and in private possession, 
there are numerous manuscripts wrhich have not yet seen the 
light of day. In these circumstances, would it not be possible, 
I ask, for this Society to initiate co-oj)eration witli the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Ceylon so that these manuscripts may be 
examined, catalogued, and in the case of such of these as may be 
deemed worth publishing, prepared for publication ? For 
this purpose it may perhaps be necessary to form an Inter- 
national Text Society. I do not propose to discuss here in detail 
the constitution of such a Society. It may be noted here that 
such an International Body exists today in the Maha Bodhi 
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Society, which operates successfully in th(' sphere of religion. 
I venture to think, therefore, that the formation of such a 
Society as I have indicated is feasible, and is likely to produce 
beneficial results. In that hope I would submit this proposal 
for the consideration of all who are interested in the cultural 
co-operation between India and Ceylon.

ANNUAL ADDRESS, 1943^. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

In accordance with long -established custom it is now' 
my privilege to address the Annual Meeting of the Society 
and to accord our cordial welcome to ^ all members and weli- 
wishers who have gathered here this* afternoon. We have 
amongst us two distinguished guests whose presence we greatly 
value. Prof. Hill has brought with him a special message of 
good wishes from the Royal Society of Ix)ndon. The mission 
that lias brought him to India is closely associated with the 
work which this ancient Society has aecomj>lished for generations 
past. I sincerely trust that his visit wiU be followed by a well 
co-ordinated and effective poHcy of collaboration "netween men of 
science in India and the State resulting in rapid scientific progress 
and economic and industrial development of this great country. 
Wo have also amidst us today a distinguislied representative 
from China, Dr. Li Fang Kuei, w^ho has come to Calcutta with 
messages of greetings from the Academia Siniea and the Sino- 
Indian Society tc^ our Society, thus forging another link of 
fraternity between two ancient civilizations which have lived 
from time immemorial as friendly neighbours, each influoncing 
the other with the fruits of its imperishable genius. 

The Society completes this 3"ear the 160 th ,year of its 
(existence. Its illustrious founder, Sir William Jones, was 
actuated lyy a passionate zeal for the advancement of knowledge 
and he saw, w ith the vision of a seer, tJie manifold o] 3 portunities 
for original investigation and research open to scliolarly men, 
specially those from the West w'ho camelo serve their careers in 
India whether in the sphere of ojfiicial adniinistiatioii or of 
c^ommercial enterprise. He pla<*ed before* his contemporaries 
and his successors for all time to come a magnificent but most 
ambitious idi^al for unfolding the culture and civilization of Asia, 
making Calcutta a living centre of Asia’s intellectual activities. 
The memorable words that he then uttered amply bear a rejicti- 
tion after 160 3^ears, serving as they do to enable ns to take 
stock of our a(;lu('Vt‘ments and to remind us of the unlimited 
field that yet remains to be covered before our founder’s ideal 
can be worthily atiairsed. 

Defining the object of the Society' being to enquire into the* 
histor^^ and antiquities, arts, sciemx^ and literature of Asia, Sir* 
William Jones jwoceeded as follows: — 

‘You wdll investigate whatever is rare in the stupendous 
fabric of nature; will torreci the geography of Asia by new' 
observations and dis(^oveiies; will trace the annals and even 
traditions of those nations wiio, from time to time, have 

( 11 ) 
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peopled or desolated it; and will bring to light their various 
forms of government, with their institutions, civil and 
religious ; you will examine their improvements and methods 
ill arithmetic and geometry — ^in trigonometry, mensuration, 
mechanics, optics, astronomy tod general physics; their 
systems of morahty, grammar, rhetoric and dialectic ; their 
skill in surgery and medicine, and their advancement, 
whatever it may be, in anatomy and chemistry. To this 
you will add researches into their agriculture, manufacture, 
and trade; and, whilst you enquire into their music, architec- 
ture, painting, and poetry, will not neglect those inferior 
arts, by which comforts and even elegances oi‘ social life are 
supplied or improved.’ 

To give emphasis to these details, Sir William Jones added: 

‘If now it be .asked, what are the intended objects of 
our enquiries within these spacious Mm its, we answer, Man 
and Nature : whatever is performed by the one, or produced 
by the other.’ 

Himself a scholar deeply versed in Western and Eastern languages 
and schools of thought, tlie clarion call given by Sir William 
Jones was responded to by generations of scholars and adminis- 
trators, some of whom held the highest offices })oth under the 
East India Compaiiy and the Crown. One has to turn the 
pages of the Society’s Ih-oteedings and Journals during the last 
one century and a half and oiu- is struck by tlie manner in which 
knowledge spread in various branches of history and antiquity, 
language and philosojJiv, science and m(‘dicine. In fact, the 
pioneer work of stimulating original investigation in both 
letters and science, since the advent of British rule in Incb’a, 
stands to the credit of our Soc iety. It was at first (;ons])i(;uously 
served by Westc^rn scholars, some of whom, after their retirement 
from India, went bac k to their native land and carried on their 
activities in furtlierance of the cause of learning. The encourage- 
ment given to the* cause of Asiatic research, with special referemeo 
to Indian culture and civihzation, kindled tiie intcJlcctiiftl 
powers of many a brilliant Indian scholar of r(‘j)ute, thus coin- 
ciding with the mo\ emeiit of progressive expansion of Western 
education in this country. The history of our Society indeed 
records India’s solid contributions to the^ progress of human 
civilization. 1 cannot but here stress a characteristic feature of 
our activities. The men who have come to our Society from 
generation to generation have belonged to various rac^es and 
schools of thought, some of whom have had sharj) differences in 
opinion and outlook amongst themselves, others following 
occupations widely divergent in character; but when tliey came 
into the rooms of the Society they left behind them ail extraneous 
controversies and differein^es and were actuated by one common 
ideal and that was how best to stimulate the intellectual activity 
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of .the country and to glorify the sacred traditions of truth and 
knowledge. Historically speaking, our Society^ which vras unique 
of its kind at its inception, gradually witnessed the formation 
of other learned bodies and institutions de\roted to specialized 
research in particular branches of knowledge, some of Whom 
were the direct outcome of the ‘mother’ Society’s ejBForts. 
Calcutta and Bengal thus became the seat of the Indian Museum; 
the great scientific Services organized by the Government of 
India, Geological, Botanical and Zoological; a vast and progres- 
sive teaching and research university; the AU-India Institute of 
Hygiene and Public Health; the Indian Association for the 
Cultivation of Science, a fine achievement of non-official efforts 
in the field of scientific education; the Indian Science Congress 
and the National Institute of Sciences; tire Bose Institute; the 
Visva-Bharati, the international university embodying the 
ideahsm of Rabindranath Tagore and various other institu- 
tions. Similar intellectual activities also spread in other parts of 
India affecting the domains of both arts and sciences and Indian 
scholars have deservexily earned recognition throughout the 
civilized world. 

Notwithstanding such a natural development of India’s 
intellectual and (uiltural life, there still remains a paramount 
need of a Society such as ours. In the first place, it continues to 
afford a meeting -ground of scholarly men, old and young, wholly 
engaged in the pursuit of knowledge, following diverse branches 
of study in different organizations. It also brings them into 
contact with others who, while following administrative or 
business careers or belonging to some other learned professions, 
seek an opportunity not only to imbibe new ideas and knowledge 
but also to make their own contributions in some department or 
other. It is this latter class of non-specialists who have helped 
in no small measure to develop the love of Asiatic culture and 
civilization through the agency of this Society. In the second 
place, our Society claims to its credit a rich and valuable library 
divided into four sections, namely, General, Sanskritic, Islamic 
and Sino-Tibetan. Apart from its value as a reference and 
research library in various branches of indological and scientific 
studies, it has a particularly rich collection of manuscripts 
ranging from the seventh to the nineteenth century. Our total 
strength of manus<Tipt8 in the Sanskritic languages is about 
27,000 representing a variety of subjects such as literature from 
the Vedic time, philosophy, law, grammar, history, geography, 
astronomy, mathematics, medicine, art, architecture, music, 
theology and religion. At least 10,000 Sanskritic MSS. still remain 
uncatalogued and under iphered. Similarly, in the Islamic section 
we have more than 6,000 manuscripts ranging from the twelfth 
century to the nineteenth, covering an equal variety of subjects. 
Some of the manuscripts apparently formed part of the rich 
collections of Mughal Emperois whose autograph they bear. 
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More than 1 ,200 Islamic manuscripts stiU remain to be catalogued. 
Our collection of coins, from the early Hindu to those of Indo- 
Moslem rulers, numbers about 20,000; but this section has not 
developed on account of the policy adopted by the Society, 
nearly forty years ago, to hand over its coins to the Indian 
Museum. Our collection of copper-plates, numbering 40, ranges 
in date from the third century to the eighteenth and some of 
them constitute important landmarks of Indian history. During 
the last two years we have carried on with vigour and earnestness 
our scheme of completing the catalogues of our manuscripts 
without which deeper investigation can hardly be undertaken. 
Many of our rare collections have been removed from Calcutta 
due to war emergency and our task of reorganization will not be 
fully completed until the return of normal times. In any case if 
the Society is to do full justice to its large and valuable collections, 
it must be enabled to engage an adequate band of scholars and 
experts who will develop a well co-ordinated plan of translating, 
editing and publishing special memoirs on the rich treasures thet 
the Society possesses. It is thus and thus alone and not by 
merely making the Society a storehouse of antiquities that we 
can worthily contribute to the advancement of knowledge. Our 
publications, including our Proceedings, Memoirs and Journals, 
suffered for some time for lack of proper publicity. The recent 
catalogue brought out by the Society has promptly demonstrated 
the keenness of the demand for our publicjations from scholars 
far and near. We are thankful to Government for the modest 
grant they have made for publishing our catalogues and 
manuscripts. The funds at the disposal of the Society do not, 
however, permit it to engage a large number of scholars to 
develop our utilization branch. If the task is to be completed 
within a reasonable period of time, our funds have to be generously 
supplemented both by the State and the public. 

Li the third place, the So(?iety, though remaining a learned 
one, must continue to be a well-equipped and functioning centre 
from where new information and kjiowledgc may be disseminated 
to the public in various fields of intellectual activity, social and 
economic, literary and scientific. The Society by its scheme -of 
publications and public lectures must play an important part in 
bringing home to the people at large the fruits of investigations 
of scholars and savants. Without in any way allowing itself to 
become a macdjinery for propaganda, it may thus cilevate the 
intellect of the people it serves, broaden their minds and sharpen 
their curiosity. The Society readily organized special courses of 
Discussion Meetings, intended for civilians and members of the 
Allied Forces, where distinguished lecturers regularly speak in a 
non-technical manner on some a8pe(;t or other of Indian culture 
and civilization, as part of the Society’s war services. 

The future of the Soc^iety depends on the zeal and devotion 
that its members and well-wishers may bring to bear on its affairs 
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consistent with the great ideals of its founder Limitless was 
the scope of activities propounded by him : it is for us to adjust 
them with due regard to our ever-changing conditions and 
environments. Today the war has placed human civilization on 
its trial. Throughout the chequered history oi mankind; there 
have been eras of remarkable progress and achievement often 
mixed with tragic clashes and conflicts reviving the barbaric 
impulses of the jungle-man. The ancient hiotory of the East 
records many an achievement of the Asiatic peoples in the 
domains of arts, science and rehgion. Indeed the greatest 
rehgious prophets of the world flooded humanity with light from 
the Eastern horizon. But history also records that, for centuries, 
the East witnessed a decay of economic and scientific progress, 
and it laid greater stress on philosophy and rehgion, on hterature, 
art and architecture. The West illumined itself and the rest of 
the world by great and starthng discoveries of science and it 
felt glorified at the apparent mastery of Man over Nature. 
Science revealed to the human mind the great mysteries of 
Nature and her infinite capacity to do good to suffering humanity. 
Science, however, was not permitted by man merely to serve or 
(uilightcm humanity, irrespective of race, creed and colour, but 
it was wedded to a pohcy of devastating greed and exploitation, 
both national and imperial, leading to distrust and conflict, and 
upsetting the peace and security of the world at large. The 
Second World War through which we are passing today, costing 
the fives and happiness of millions of combatants and non- 
combatants, will be a meaningless sacrifice unless the peace that 
follows it is based on fundamental ideals of equality, justice and 
liberty. A war to end war there may never be. But is a peace 
to end war beyond the contrivance of mortal thought ? The 
safety of the world lies in the elimination of ideas of the ever- 
expanding spirit of material conquest and of domination and 
exploitation of one race or country over Another. The world is 
lar^e enough for all of us to stand by the maxim — live and let live -* 
and to inaugurate tlie establishment of a confederation of free 
countries, each liaving the liberty to develop itself on the basis 
of its own culture and traditions and contributing its share to the 
spirit of Man wliich rec ognizes no barrier of race, religion or 
colour. Every country must learn the supreme value of giving 
all possible scope to its scholars and thinkers, men of letters and 
science, who will not allow their intellect and freedom of thought 
and opinion to be sacrificed at the altar of State politics. The 
greatest antidote foi tyrarmy is a powerful and fearless public 
opinion which scrutinizes men and things from a detached point of 
view and speaks with knowledge and authority whenever the 
occasion demands it. This Society, unique of its kind, has 
striven to embody within itself the best that the West and the 
East can give and on this synthesis the future happiness and 
security of the world vdll ultimately depend. India wfll have 
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to pass through her period of post-war reconstruction and this 
Society will, I hope, be enabled to play its appropriate role. 
Bearing in mind the soul-stirring words of our illustrious Founder, 
let us march along the path of truth and knowledge and contribute 
to the best of our ability to the growth of that unity in diversity, 
that spirit of mutual respect, trust and understanding among 
individuals and nations which must form the foundation of a 
new world-order dedicated to the cause of progress of human 
civilization.

THE ROYAL SOCIETY. 


Address delivered hy Professor A. V.Hill, M.P., F.R.S., ^^'ecretary 
of the Royal Society, on the ^rd of February, 1944, on the 
occMsion of (he 160^^ Anniversary of the Foundation of the 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal, hy Six William Jones. 

T am very honoured by the invitation to give before the 
Royal Asiatics Soc iety of Bengal, on the 160th Anniver.sary of its 
foundation, the memorial lecture to tliat great man — Sir William 
dones, tlu^ founder of the Society. 1 am not, alas, an historian 
or scholar, but I know— or think I know — tliat the Royal Asiatic 
Society is tlie oldest learned society in the East and is, although 
seemingly still in the hey-day of its youth and strength, the 
parent and grand-])arent of many of the scientific societies in 
India: of three of wliich, the Indian Science Congress Association, 
the Indian x\cademy of ScieiK*e.s at Bangalore and the Physio- 
logical Socifdy of Indij , 1 am now proud to be myself an honorary 
membei*. If 1 am ignorant of history and literature it is an 
intellectiial ignorance only, an incapacity of my conscious brain 
to fumdion adequately in those fields: for emotionally 1 have a 
dee]) sense of these things, a reverence for the memorials and 
records of human struggles, aspiratiojis and achievements in 
the past and an admiration for those who can themselves con- 
tribute to and appreciate these great branches of knowledge. 

This aj)ology is the more necessary because my time has 
been so full since 1 received the invitation to give this lecture 
that there has been little opportxaiity either to look up the 
history of the subject of my talk or to learn something 
closely of the founder of your Society. You have asked me to 
speak about the Royal Society, ‘The Royal Society of Loudon 
foi* Improving Natural Knowledge’ to give it its full title. The 
subject should be easier than most he(;ause I have a long con- 
nection with the Society, but I have had no boolrs of reference 
by me and most of what I have to say must come from memory. 

It happens that I am a member of various learned bodies 
of considerable antiquity. Some years ago I attended the 
booth Anniversary of the Foundation of King’s HaU which 
was one of the Colleges from wlii(;h later Trinity College, 
Cambridge, was formed. More recently I attended the 40()th 
Anniversary of the Foundation of King’s College, Cambridge. 
The American Philosophical Society ‘held in Philadelphia for 
improving useful knowledge’ (celebrated its 200th Annivei'sary 
last year. The Ordnam^e Board, of which I am an Associate 
Member, can be traced back directly to a founder who fought

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at Agiiicourt in 1415. All these and many other sueh eonnec- 
tions with our forefathers give one a soUd foehng of reverenee 
and pious satisfaction when one thinks how weU those great 
men of distant days laid the foundations for their successors. 
Of none of these societies is that more true than of the Royal 
Society which was given a Royal Charter by King Charles II 
in 1662. Indeed a list of its first and early Fellows, containing 
such names as Christopher Wren, John Evelyn and Robert 
Boyle, ‘the father of chemistry and the brother of the. Earl 
of Cork’, even today ’provides a source of admiring study to 
those who have the time and the capacity for contemplating the 
origins of our modern science. 

I supj)ose that no learned academy in the world can boast 
of a longer continuous existence than the Royal Society. At 
its foundation it obtained not only a Royal Charter from tlie 
King but also a silver mace which is still pla(;ed in front of tlie 
President when the Society or its Council meets; though at 
present for safety it is hidden far away. It owns a Cliarter 
Book in wliich the Charter is written, followed by the signature 
of practically all its Fellows from the start to the present day. 
Although a Royal foundation the. Society is in no way a State 
institution or a Government body. Its business is in the hands 
of Officers and Council elected by its Follows. Its Fellows arf^ 
nominated by the Council and elected by the body of Fellows 
themselves. It receives no subvention from the Government 
a])art from the grant of free ac commodation at its ])resent home 
at Burlington House, Piccadniy. Such monies as it receives 
from Government are expended in promoting scieiK^e, in assisting 
other learned societies, in aiding scientific ])iibhcation and in 
promoting international congresses. 

This freedom from Government control or Government 
subvention gives the Society a freedom of actioji and an inde- 
pendence which are denied to many national academies of 
science. From its earliest days, however, the advic.e and helj) 
of the Ro}al Sociedy leave been sought by the Government. 
Among the earl^^ Fellows were many civil servants or juiblic; 
officials and it was natiu*al that they should discuss at the 
meetings of the Society 2 )roblems related to their departments. 
Thus Viscount Brouncker, the first President and the holder of 
high office in the household of Charles II’s Queen, conducjted 
important researches in gunnery. Samuel Pepys, tln^ (;ons- 
cientious servant of the Admiralty and the author of the Diary, 
sought exj)ert advice on naval architecture and the culture of 
trees: both vital matters at a time when England was striving 
for the mastery of the seas with the resolute sailors of the Nether- 
lands. All throng}) its long history the Royal Society has had 
rather special connection with the Admiralty, and a few years 
ago, when at the request of the Government the Royal Society 
bought a ship for Oceanographic work in the westenr waters

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of the. North Atlantic and sent her to Bermuda, the Admiralty 
allowed our ship to 'wear’ the blue ensign. 

The reluctance of the State, manifested even *ip to the 
present day, to provide adequate fiianoial *r>,id for scientific 
research was an early concern of the Society. Though a consi- 
derable sum of money had been spent on the establishment of 
the Royal Observatory at Greenwich, founded at Charles TFs 
instigatioji for ‘finding the longitude for perfc(iting navigation 
and astronomy’, the Government refused to provide the ‘Astro- 
nomical Observator’ Flamsteed with thd necessary instruments. 
A number of Fellows of the Society came to the rescue and lent 
him such instruments as they themselves possessed. 

The fortunes of the Royal Observatory were keenly followed 
by the Society and in Queen Anne’s reign its Presidenfc and the 
nominees of its Council were appointed as the ‘constant visitors’ 
to direct the S(!ientific work of the Astronomer Royal and to 
advise the Government on the provision and care of iiistruments. 
This link between the Society and tlu^ Royal Observatory 
remains unbroken, though the constitution of the Board of 
Visitors has been modified. 

During the greater part of the eighteenth century the So(;iety 
collaborated with the Admiralty on ‘the problem of the longi- 
tude’. In the closing years of the previous century Halley 
made two vr yages to study the variation of the compass. In 
1749 the 8o(iety awarded the Copley- Medal — ^its highest honour — 
to Jolin Harrison, whose skill as a maker of chronometers later 
earned for him ricli rewards from the ‘Board of Longitude’. 
The Society took an onorgetic 2 )art in the i^reparations for 
observing the transits of Venus in 1761 and 1709, obtahiing 
from the Admii’alty men-of-war for the transport of the scientific 
observers and frojii the Government substantial grants for 
the ]:)ur 2 )ose of ^n'oviding instruments and* maintaining personnel. 

The expedition to observe the transit of Venus in J769 
was led by LieuteJiant, later Captain, James Cook, R.N., who 
ah-eady enjo} ed a high re|)utation for the accuracy of his survey 
of the 8t. Lawrence ri^'er in Canada. He was accompanied by 
the astronomer Charles Green and together they tested success- 
fully the now system of fixing a shqj’s position by direct daily 
observations. After the observation at Tahiti of the transit of 
Venus Captain Coolc, in accordance with his sealed orders, turned 
his ship, H.M.S, Endeavour, southward to search for ‘the 
continental land in the South Pacific’, which many sailors and 
scientists were convinced existed in the higher latitudes here. 
Cook’s use of the new navigational methods enabled the En- 
deavour to shape her course with an accuracy unknown to the 
older school of navigators. 

Though Cook hhaself was convinced that ‘tlie so-much- 
talked-of Southern Continent’ did not exist, the Admiralty 
with the concurrence of the Society organized two further 
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expeditions iinder Cook’s leadership finally to clear np tiie 
mystery. It was during the voyage of 1772-5 that Cook was 
convinced that he had found a cure for scurvy — the disease 
which decimated and more than decimated ships’ companies 
in the 18th centur^^ This was the first discovery of vitamins. 
The Society admitted him into the Fellowship in 1770 and 
in the same year awarded him the Copley Medal for his account 
of the precautions taken to preserve the health of his men; 
only one of them died of scurvy during the three years’ voyage. 

During some of Cook’s voyages he was acH^omjjanied by 
Sir Joseph Banks, who afterwards for more than 40 years was 
President of the Society. Banks was aji anctestor of tlie late 
Lord Brabourne whose family still ]>reserves Banks’ diary. The 
Society owes much to Banks, but his long presidcuuy must in 
the end have become a tyranny, for after his de.ath it was decided 
that no President should remain in olHce in future for more than 
five years. In more recent times Sir Michael Foster, Professor 
of Physiology at Cambridge and Member of Parliament for 
London University, remained Set^retary for a vcny long time 
and, history re])t'ating itself, the Society afterguards adopted a 
standing order that no Secretarv' should hold oflk*e for more than 
10 years. In the Society ’vS apartmejits thei<^ is a famous ])or- 
trait of Sir Joseph Banks, showing him with a glolx' of the 
earth. Last year by a fortunate chaiicc^ tJiis glol>e was found 
in Somerset. The Society immediateh’ scTit an agent to verify 
til at it was the obj(‘ct realljy shown in tlie portrait and ac(|uired 
it for £3 ! 

1 have wandered rather fa.r from the eaidy days, but being 
no historian and being without re(tords h(U‘e it would b{^ dangerous 
for me to say too much. 1 rec all, howt^ver, tin* early experiments 
made l>y the Society on blood transfusion and liow a pint or 
more of blood was injected into a man. Tfn^ \'ictim cho.seu was 
‘an indigent student of divinity’, who apparently was ready 
to earn a fee that vav. H(' was allowed to choose the kind of 
blood to be pum])ed into him and scdected shecji’s blood with 
some reference to ‘the laint* of God'. Anyliow no disaster 
seems to have jiappened and the indigent divinity student 
survived the ordeal. TJiere are stories also, I know not of what 
substance, of how King Charles II tried to trick the Society by 
a question. It is saicl that he asked why if one filled a glass 
bowl to tire brim with water and then put a gold fish into it the 
water did not run over. Apparently there was some diseussion 
of the cause of the alleged phenomenon, but at last some follower 
of St. Thomas said he would like to see it for himself. No 
exjJanation was then found necessary. 

One of the first Secretaries of the Society was John Wilkins, 
Warden of Wadharn College, Oxford, later Master of Trinity 
(k>iiege, Cambridge, and still later Bishop of Chester. Wilkins 
was the author of a thesis on Noah’s Axk in which, accepting 
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cdmplcitely the story in the Old Testament, he set to work to 
calculate the amouiit of food that must have been required for 
all the animals taken aboard that vessel. The carnivora had, 
of course, to live on meat and Wilk'n« calculated everything 
in wolf or sheep units. Tlie main snpjhy of food, if my memory 
serves, was hay; the sheep ate the hay and the lions, tigers and 
wolves ate the sheep. It is all worked out with drawings and 
(^al filiations complete. 

The other Secretary at the Foundation was John Oldenliourg 
who not having satisfactory Britisli nationality was at one time 
interned when England was at war with the Netlierlands — ^just 
as happened to other people in 1940. During that period a 
pajier was jiubhshed, of which he did not a])prove; on blood 
transfusion, if* my memory serves. When he was hd out of 
gaol he succeeded in re(;alling nearly all the copies of that pap(*r, 
but one or two are still in existence as a record of his internment. 

Newton, of course, was President for many years, but 
apparently his eminence prevented his long tenure from having 
tJie sam(‘ effect as that of Joseph Banks had later. Newton 
was my predecessor in being Member of Parliament for Pamliridge 
University; at the same time I believe as lie held office in the 
Society. 

The Society fToin its earliest days supported the view that 
s(‘i(‘iKUJ mint i)e international in character. The papers of 
Leeuwenhoek, d('S(aabing liis microscopical observations on 
living (‘ells, were }>ublisln‘d by the Society; and many of the early 
Fellows maintained a lively correspondence witli ffjreign scientists 
some of whom were admitted into the Fellows! ji]). The Foreign 
Mtmibership itseffi* was established later. In 1713 the Queen 
fU’dered ‘her Ministers and Governors that go aliroad’ to act 
as the Soc;ictv\s correspondents and this arrangement resulted 
not only in the f^ollecdion of a considerable body of scientific 
data (nit also in impoTtant additions to the Socaety’s faucais 
re])ository of raiities’. Ten years later the Council appointed 
an Assistant to tlie SecTetarics to condiifd foreign coiTes])ondence : 
[tf‘ was tlic })re(*ui'sor i)f the Foreign Secretary, wliose function 
it is to maintain the foreign relations of the Society. 

This inter(‘st of the Society in international relations among 
scientific p(M)])Ie has continued right through its history and the 
Society now acts to advise H.M. Government on all matters 
connected with international scientific congresses and gatherings, 
contributions to international scientific undertakings, the 
appointment of British members on international scientific 
hodit^s and so on. ft has also always been concerned with 
maintaining the ai^adiunic freedom of scientific men and in 
relieving diffi(nilti(^s diu' to international disturbances. When, 
for example, in 1933 a(‘ademic refugees began pouring out of 
Germany as a result of Nazi persecution Lord Rutherford, who 
Jiad earlier l>een President, and other Fellows of the Society, 
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took a very active part in founding the Academic Assistance 
Council in order to relieve these peoples’ difficulties and distress 
and to enable them to (continue with their work. In its early 
days the Academic Assistance Council had a home in the apart- 
ments of the Koyal Society. 

To return to earlier history, in 1750 the Society at the 
Govc^rnment’s request e.nquired into and found a remedy for 
gaol fever. Its s<‘ientific ])restige did much to ensure the early 
passage into law of the Bill which substituted the Gregorian for 
the Jidiaii Calendar (1751). It recommended Lord Baltimore 
and Penn to employ Mason and Dixor) to settle a long standing 
dispute between Maryland and Pennsylvania, the result being 
the famous Mason-Dixon Line (1763). In 1772 it advised on 
the best t\qie of lightning conductor for the ])rotection of powder’ 
magazine, the majority, ainonir whom was Benjamin Franklin 
(a Fellow of some years- standing), rec ommended the use* of the 
‘pointed' conduedors, A j^rotractcnl controversy ensued. King 
George IIT, detesting Franklin because of his (*ham]>ionship 
of the carrse of the American colonies, attempted to induc*e the 
Society to accept the minority recommendation of ‘blunt’ 
(ondu(*tors, but the President, Sir John Pringle, I’eminded the 
King that it was not in his power* ‘to reverse^ the laws and 
operations of nature’. As far as the So(*ietv was coTicern(*d 
Geor-ge ITT does not appear to liavc* i’t*sented the rebuk(\ thougli 
he clung to his project and had ‘blunt ’ conduc'tors fitted to 
his palace. Tn 17<S4 he r*cadily agreed to ])rovide funds to 
finance a geodetic* sur*vey for the puT'posc* of (‘sta.blishing a 
trigonometrical conncH'tion bc*tw(‘en thc^ of)S(‘rvat()ries at Green- 
wich and Paris in order to determine the* difference of longitude. 
The beginning of a general survey of Great Fffitain was made 
in 1791 and the first ineh-to-the-mih* sheet of the Ordnance 
Survey maps was issuetl in I SOI. In all this the* Society played 
its part. 

Bcterring back to Benjamin Fr\anklin, it may be recalled 1 
that it was he who founded in 1743 the* Amej*i(*an Tdiilosophi(‘al 
vSocic'ty, the oldest learned society in Ameri(*a, 81 years younger 
than the Boyal Society but obviously founded on its model. 
His signature occurs witlr others in our (harter Book and his 
c^ertificate as a candidate for elec*tion always attracts Ameri(*an 
visitors when we show it at the soirees of the Society. 

The Society has many records of its earlier days, inciluding 
the manuscri])t of Newton’s TVincipia, a num])C*r of his instru- 
ments, his death mask, lockets of his hair and other objects 
conne e ted wdth him. It has also in its library the gre^at collection 
of ] cooks given to it in its very early days, known as the Arundel 
( ’ollection. Among these are some srrpremely b(*autifid volumes 
representing the earliest efforts in ]>rintiug. Our library has 
nevt ‘1 l>een really tacikled by a librarian of the modern school 
and during the turn-out whic:h we have been forced to make* 
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si?tce the war ])es:aii, in order to put our valuables in safety, 
wo have eome upon a number of records, iotters, etc , of the 
greatest interest. We intend as soon as conditions allow to 
make a considerable effort to ensure that our library is properly 
surveyed and its treasures recorded and made known. If there 
be any Americans in my audience today they may like to know 
that two y^ars ago we found a letter from Cotton Mather of 
Massachussetts, thanking the President for his election. I 
think he must liavr^ been our earliest Fellow in the American 
(!outinent. He is said to have introduced vaccination for 
smalhpox into America away back in the i7tli or early 18th 
century (my memory may be at fault as to the exact time). He 
is ( (‘rtainly unic/uc in one fac t that l)e was the only Fellow of the 
Royal Society of whom it is recorded that he took r. personal 
and active part in the burning of witches. 

Tlie library is unique in one respect: it is probably tlie most 
complete library in tlu^ world of the proceedings and transactions 
of beamed societies, bodies and institutions. That provides it 
with a s]>e(‘iai role and we have many irreplaceable sets of journals 
of tlie other h'arned bodies. Tlie value of tJiese and of our 
other possessions made it necessary for us, when war came, to 
remove them from danger away from London, and the contents 
of the library ha\e been stored either in Wales or more parti- 
<ailar]y in th( very strong and safe Bodleian Library at Oxford. 
We have also an invaluable collection of portraits of s<dcntific 
men including tliose of nearly all our Presidents. These also 
have b(*en removed to a safe place. Some damage may result 
from the movement, but we sliould not have been justified in 
keeping them where they might so easily have been completely 
d(‘stroy(id. Two and a half years ago, in fact, a very large 
(merman mine fcdl within 100 yards of the Royal Soedety’s premises 
and many smaller ones have fallen near.' 

The 8o(-ietv has always rigorously held to the view thai its 
fuiudion was in relation to natural knowledge, and it has consis- 
tently refused to (^ojisider as coming within its scope the other 
lirancdies of knowledge which are dealt with by sucli a Society 
as yours. This has probably been wise, and it is certainly wise 
today when kuovdedge in all fields is grooving so ra})idly. At the 
end of the nineteenth century a strong movement was evident to 
get the Society to rake literature, philosoplyy, the humajiities and 
the social b( deuces also under its wings. Tins was resisted, and 
the 8ociety took the initiative in obtaining a Royal Charter for 
tlie newly founded British Academy which was planned to do 
for those other subjec ts what the Royal Society has done for 
natural sciences. The British Academy has not yet acdiieved 
the yiosition people then hoped, though it is a body of great 
distiiK'tion in its membe^^rshi]). 1 feel myself that it has not 
sufficdently realized the- great need for a body of its standing to 
take the same active part in forwarding the interests of the 
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other forms of knowledge as the Royal Society has taken in 
respect of science. 

I have several times spoken of what the Society has done in 
advising the Government on scientific matters, but the expression 
is not strictly accurate. The Society advertises in every volume 
of its transactions a statement to tiie eifect that the Society as 
a body never expresses an opinion on any matter of ajt or science 
which is brcnight before it. It is always ready to nominate an 
expert committee to advise, but the advice is given by the 
committee and not by the Society as a whole. Nor in publishing 
a paper does it express any opinion as to the validity of the results 
claimed. When a pajier is received, communicated by a Fellow, 
it is submitted to referees: if they agree that it should be 
published it goes to the printer, if they do not, after various 
precautions it is rejected or withdrawn. Often the rcTerees 
have suggestions for modification. No doubt the Society, or 
rather its referees and its officers, occasionally make mistakes, 
but on the whole justice is done and a high standard is main- 
tained in the Society’s publications. Some years ago an author 
demanded to have his paj)er published without being considered 
by referees and 1 was forced to remind him that if God Almighty 
happened to submit a paper for pu])lication it would go to 
referees in the usual way. He sent it elsewhere. 

The Society’s public activities in the nineteenth (‘ontury 
(‘overed a wide field. It impr(‘ssed on the Admiralty the desir- 
ability of fitting out expeditions for polar exploration (1818-19). 
The geographical results obtained in 1818-19 wore disappointing, 
but the magnetic observations of Edward Sabine, one of the 
Society’s scientific observers, were of the greatest im])ortance. 
Sabine played a leading part in laying the foundations of the 
s(‘ience of terrestrial magnetism, which occujiied tlie attention 
of the Society during ‘the first half of the nineteenth cent ury. 
Supported by the British Association it successfully persuaded the 
Government to finance the establishment of magnetic* observa- 
tories at Greenwich and in other centres of the British Empire 
and during the 1840’s and bO’s a number of magnetic^ expeditions 
were sent out to various paHs of the world in order to obtain 
the data for ‘a magnetic map of the globe’. 

Other subjects in whic;h the Society co-operated during the 
nineteenth century were these: the causes of an explosion at the 
Westminster Gas Works; the operation of gas undertakings 
with special regard to public safety ; measuring the* tonnage^ of 
slops ; the use of coal tar and copper sheathing for men -of- war; 
tlu^ desirability of the Treasury financing Babbage’s machine for 
(;al(‘ulating and printing mathematical tables. The Society 
also took a prominent part in the movement which, at the 
beginning of the twentieth century, led to the establishment of 
th(^ National Physic^al Laboratory, over tln^ work of which the 
President and (buncil — through an Execjutive Committee 
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appointed by them — still exercise (jonsiderable control. All 
appointments to the three Government Research Councils 
(S(^ientific and Industrial, Medical and Agricultural) founded 
since 1914 have nov' to be apf)roved by the President. . 

Many learned societies regaid election as a kind of prize 
for services rendered, or a consolation prize for old age. That 
lias never b(‘on tlu^ view of the Royal 8of;icty. The ymr^iose in 
election has always becm to get men in the prime of life, who 
by their active work, influence and interest can forward the 
objectives whuli the 8o(‘ietv has at heaVt. The average age of 
some academics makes them useless for active work and ini- 
tiative. In the Royal Society some groups are elected younger 
than others, but in the mathematical and physi(^al groups tht^ 
median age of election is under 40 and’elefdions in the early 
thirties are frequent. The view always is tliat if a man is 
o])viously worthy of election for his intellectual eminence and 
scientific acihievemeut he should be elecited now. Of our present 
21 elections pe?' annum, ojk^ is in the spccaal category by which 
men of eminence in pulilie aflairs or distinguished in other 
branc^hes of knowledge may bc^ brought in, on the grounds that 
they ^either have rendered conspicuous service to the cause 
of S(4en(!(^ or are s ic'h that their election would be of signal 
benefit to the soriety’. Of the remaining 20, two annually are 
intended to lie deleted from among scientific men who by tlieir 
work and influenc'c as beads of big scientific* undertakings, etc., 
have forwarded scientific knowledge otherwise than direcdly 
by their own hands. The remainder are now ('looted for the most 
part from among })rofessional scientific men : though the first- 
c'lass amateur is equally eligible. 

I have said ‘scientific men’ and before the passing of the 
Sex Disqualifications Removal Act it would have been impos- 
sible, without an Act of Parliament to 'change the Charter to 
have elected women. By that A(;t, however, it is now the -ase 
that ‘man’ includes ‘woman’, so that women are eligible 
for election. Their candidature requires only — as with men — 
that six Fellows should j)ropose them names in wiiting. This 
year, for the* first time, women have beeii proposed and one may 
hope that in futures women will be regarded as normally eligible. 
I’herc^ are nor many women at present of the required scientific 
standing, but ahnost certainly there are .sc>me, aiicl there is surely 
no reason for excluding them. 

Although its title is the Royal Society of London the Society 
is in (‘fleet an imperial scientific body, with connections through- 
out the various countries of the British Commonwealth. Those 
connections have ]>een greatly strengthened in recent years 
partly by the election ol a.u increasing number of Fellows outside 
the United Kingdom and partly owing to the ])resencc in London 
during the war of a large' number of scientific people from the 
Dominions. In 1941 tin* Society took advantage of their 
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presence tlierc to found a British Commonwealth S(^ience Com- 
mittee, whi(*h during the following 18 months held frequent 
meetings and discussed future collaboration in sc^ience between the 
different parts of the Emj)ire. It issued its report last spring. Of 
the present P\*llows of the Society totalling now about 450 some 
10 per cent are normally resident in other countries of the 
Empire, though many resident now in Great Britain liad their 
original homes in those other countries. 

The connections of the Royal Sodety with other (‘ountries 
also are considerably, ^lot least througli its foreign members 
among whom are the most distinguislied scdentific men in all 
parts of the world. Their number is limited l)y statute at present 
to 50, though many Fellows of the Society feel that with the 
rec'ent great growth in science througlmut the world this number 
could proj^erly be considerably iji(T(‘ased. Foreign members are 
Fellows in all respects except that thew do not j>ay subscriptions 
and may not vote; and the Society always )u)y)es that they may 
take part in its affairs. The connection of tlu‘ Royal Society 
with the National Academy of Scien(*e in Washington is rath(‘r 
close. Most of the foreign members of thc^ National Academy 
are either Fellows or foreign members of the Royal Soc*iety, 
and more than one-third of the Royal Society’s foreign nu‘mbers 
live in the U.S.x\. Moreover, a f(‘W years ago the National 
Academy and the Ro^al Soi it^ty arranged a }>lan by whidi in 
alternate^ years the Academy invited a Ft;llow of the Society 
to come and lecture in Washington and the Society invited 
a member of the National Academy to comc^ and lecture in 
London. The Pilgrim Trust })rovided the financial nutans for 
implementing this proj(‘ct, wliicth as time goes on will pioAc 
increasingly valuable to both sides. If there' were in India a 
single national scientific l)ody generally admitted and acceptc'd 
as thc' National Academy of S(nenc(\ th<^ Royal Socnc'tv, 1 am 
sure', would be proud and glad to c;ollal)orate with it as it dex's 
with the corresponding academies in other countries. 

In 1938, a few montlis before th(‘ Munich crisis, tlu* (huncil 
of the Royal Society asked its President to a])j)roacli the Prinu^ 
Minister of that time, Mr. Nc'ville Chamlx'rlain, calling his 
attention to two great national needs in the scientific field, in 
case of a national emergemy which seenuxl Ukui to be immi- 
nent : — 

(1) of some kind of register of scientific ])eople by wbieli 

tlie national services <tould be fed with ap]>ro}>riate 
scientific yiersonm;!; 

(2) of some kind of scientific eommittei' to advise the 

Government at a high level on general scientific 
policy. 

That was still in the days of ‘appeasement’ and before the 
need of science in tlu' national machinery was so well reitognized

as today — and nothing was done. Unfortunately in public 
affairs one (cannot get aTiything done by merely saying it oni c. 
One has to go on saying it day after day until people are sick 
and tired of it. That is why scientifii- people, who like raying 
a tiling (rlearly and precusely once only and leaving others to 
judge the validity of their claim, are often so averss to taking 
part in jiublii; and political affairs: indeed those scientific men 
who go round advertising their own wares are generally looked 
at askance by tlieo'r (tolleagues. In the matter, how^ever, of 
applying sciem^e to public affairs the national safety and pros- 
perity require that one should go oil sa;/ing the same thing over 
and over again until one is heard, and in the two respects just 
mentioned the Offhers of the Royal Society and tlieir colleagites 
(continued to follow the matter up until both objects were finally 
sei'ured. 

In January 19J9 the Central Register of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service was instituted, by which profes- 
sional, technical and scientific; }>ersonnel were brought into a 
single organized plan to make them av^ailable if and when the 
emergency anived. The Royal Society organized and carried 
out the construction of the j)art of the Central Registc^r dealing 
with scientific peopl e with much help from other societies and 
institutions. Finally this w^as handed over to the Ministry of 
Labour by which it is now worked. May T here incidentally 
remark that one of tlie needs of India, now that the w'ar will be 
pa ssing eastwaml and in view of the great technical developments 
likc'ly to occur in India in the future, is for a similar register by 
wdiich the available scientific and te(hnk;al talent may be made 
more fully and quickly available. 

In the other matter, that of the scientific polic}^ committee, 
nothing ha})pened till the autumn of 1940, when the Mar 
Cabinet Scientific Advisory Committee was set up under Lord 
Hankev as Chairman, working under the general guidance- ol 
tlie Lord l^resident of the Council. This Committee has had a 
consideral)le quiet hifluence in scientific developments and in 
Ifelping to guide tlie (h)vernment scientific poli(;y: its membeus 
are the three jirincijial officers of the Royal Society and the three 
ScHTctaries of tin; Researcli Councils (I).S.I.R., M.R.C., A.R.C.). 
These tw^o major changes, probably of permanent value in our 
national scientific' bset-up’, arose directly through the inter- 
vention of the Royal Society and probably would not have 
arisen — at any rate so quickly — ^in any other way. This result 
is in accord with the historical function of the Royal Society in 
relation to the Government of the United Kingdom. 

Another activity of the Society, again in accord with our 
traditional interest in international relations, arose after the 
sudden internment of all 'enemy’ aliens in Great Britain during 
the summer of 1940. Among those who were thus interned 
were a number of able sdentific^ people, nominally enemies, but 
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in fact for tlie^ moat part devoted to oiir cause. The President 
of that time, 8ii* William Bragg, took the initiative in approaching 
the Home Office, and after some ])alaver (aided, T admit, by 
Questions in the House on the ])art of the Secretary !) the Horae 
Ofli( o agreed to consider applic ations from the Royal Society 
for the release from internment of ]>eople with scientific attain- 
ments whose work could be valuable in one way or another to 
tlie Oountry. Other bodies followed suit for ])eoph^ in other fields 
of activity. Unchu’ tin's plan some Innidreds of scientific refugees 
were I'elc'ased from internment and tfie Royal Society (and the 
Socicdy for the Prot(‘ction of Science and I^earning which aided 
it) made many friends and got much gratitude from those whom 
in til is way it had tlie, privilc^ge to aid. 

One of thf‘ satisfactions of being, as T am, an Officer of the 
Royal 8o('iety is tlie unlimited friendly hel]) one can always get 
from Fellows. The Society is small enough in members to be a 
family and most of the Fellows are eminent (‘uougli to be coni- 
])aratively well known. On the Oouncil at any time there will 
ahvays be some who have ])ersonal knowledge of any Fellow 
named. In a family it is customary for members to h(‘lp one 
another and that is the Oharac'tcu* of tlu^ 8ociety. As 8ecretary, 
T have continually had to ask lu‘lp from Fellows — hedp often 
involving str(*nuous woik of various kinds, invariably and 
cheerfully given. That is the virtue of a small Society of limited 
membcTshi]) but of very higli standards in elocdion. 

The functions of the Rovid 8o('i(dy and of the British Asso- 
ciation are quite different but com}>lem(‘ntary. They I’cqu’c^sent 
the* two different princiffles requirecl in Government and 8o(aety, 
that of aristocrac y- ami thnt of democracy. By aristo(*racy is 
meant not n^hat the word commonly Tru‘a]is today — inheritcHl 
wealth and oj)portunity — but the existou'c of power in tiu* hands 
of tlu^ best people. ln*8ciem*c we know^ and eveayone admits that 
one NcoGon, one* Maxv'cll or one* Rutherford (to take' th(‘ field 
of ])hysic‘s only) is worth— sc ientifi(‘ally spcaiking — tcm thousand 
o]-diua.ry men: and it is in the frank rcs*ognition of this priuci]>lc 
that the Royal 8o< icty maintains the* higlu'st ])osRiblc‘ standarcts 
in its annual ek'ctions. Its influence is in that sensc^ ‘aristo- 
cratic’, Topresenting thf‘ aristocracy of high intellect and attain- 
ments. T[if‘ democ‘ratic ideva, however, is equally impoi tant and 
t he British Association and its cwresponding hodicis, sucli as the 
Amcuic au .\ssoc iation for the Advancement of Sciemee, or the 
Tndicn Sciemee (Vmgress As.soeiation, witii their wide member- 
ship, hav(‘ an (equally im]>ortant function to fulfil. In Science 
as in a soc ial caunmunity the twdn ideas of a true aristocracy 
and a genuine democ rac'v must T>e combined if we are to prodm^e 
an edfusent, oi* even a workable, system. 

T})(^ Royal Society lias considerable funds of its own and 
tlu*sf‘ seem likely to incTease as time goes on. Our invested 
funds amonnl at ])resent to a)>out one million pounds, a large 
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jmrt of which arc? research funds for specific subjects. Th< \se 
funds are expended, on the advice of various committees, 
laigely in maintaining reseaicli ju'ofessors, fellows and students, 
but also for general purposes. The k-'ociety would like a much 
more spacious home tlian its present one, and 1 gather that the 
President in his Annivt^rsary Address on tlie 3()t}i of November 
lasd emphasized — apparently with some ])ublic ap|)roval — the 
need for better accommodation and pnunises. In Washington 
the National Ac ademy of Science has a nolde home on Constitu- 
tion Avenue. Your National Academy of Science in India must 
iind a iiome some day on Kingsway at New Delhi. It is well 
to treat Science with digjiity, as learning in general is treated 
in the noble nviv*usities that wo see in many countries including 
India. After all wliat is more dignified hi Ihe world tlrni learning 
and knowledge — except perhaps courage aud self-sacrifice ! 

1 have talked more' about the abnormal activities of the 
Soedety in times of emergency and less ab(;ut its normal activities 
in time of jieac'e. That perhaps is bec ause? fi\ e years of my own 
SecTetaryship, out of the eight 1 have servc?d, liave been times 
of emergency. In ordinary times we iiave a vark?ty of functions: 
the publication of scientifii pajiers ; the reading and discussion 
of scientific^ coniiunnications ; the? maintenance of a library ; 
the distribution of funds for researcdi, publication and the 
relk‘f of clislfcss among scic?ntifi(; jieojde and their relatives ; tlie 
appointment of committees to deal with a variety of subjc‘cts — 
oc*ean()graph\ , (‘X[)editioiis, marine biology, meteorology, neuro- 
log}', international relations, mcslical Fcsearcli, troj)k?al diseases, 
science in the PiKific I’C'gions, engineering and ]>])ysical research, 
tlu‘ National liiysicai Laboratory, eclipses, mining and a great 
variety of other subjects. 

The? Hocici;}' also noimnatc?s re})reseutatives on a^ number 
of juiblic or jirivate institutions and so sec‘s that 8cionc?(? is 
represented in im})ortant national or cultural interests i'or 
example, in the British Museum, the* xMeteorological Office, 
various universities and great public schc:)ols, various research 
institutions, bodies anci associations, several Ooverrunent 
Departments and so on. When an int(*rnational sc*ientific 
occasion oc'c-urs, or when some foreign academy ^auganizes a 
c'c^lebration, it- is the Royal Society whk?li sends delegate's and an 
address to it. It also awards Medals for great services to science. 
The greatest sch'iitific distinction in the? world is that of the 
Copley Medal viii* h is awarded ‘to the living author of such 
philosophical researc*h as may appear to the Ccmncil to be most 
deserving of that iiononr: no limitatioii being imposed either of 
the time within which the research was made or of the particular 
country to which its author may belong’. 

Well, I have told cmougli about the Royal Society’s multi- 
farious activities and comething of its past. There was a time 
when the Royal Society was the only learned society in the 
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ITnited Kingdom : riow there are a multitude of others. That, 
liowever, do(^s not take away from, hut rather (uirielies, the life 
and activities of the Royal Society its(;lf. It is able to act as 
an elder brother or sister of these newer bodicvs and a large family 
is always more interesting — if mon‘ noisy — than a small one. 
It is peril a})s in this role of elder brother or sister to all these 
other societies that the Royal Society today finds its most 
pleasant and natural t‘61c'. That is a role which the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Bengal also gac^efully fulfils: all honour to its 
founder today !

There is rm stem in the species (‘xhibitod, but the 
inconspifuions stock ramific'S v/ithin the bark and which the minute 
branches perforate but scarcely rise abov’o the surface, appearing as 
a 2 lip]>e(l cup; the mah' flower sessile in tlie cup, partite, the 
female flower pe(li<*cllod. Found on tr(^Gs of Potu.s* excrlm from 
.Kiimaon Hiinaia\^as and wostwardfi to Kashmir and Nepal about 
10 , 000 '. 


(3) Hmahyan Podosternonucem. 

Podo.stemonaceai’ are a grouj> of acjuat c- jdatits, growing on stonen 
in rapidly flowing tropical streams, aiuiiial <»r jicreiinitil, ncmy species 
of which are known from India. Until recently tlaur pr(»senc(^ from 
the Himalayas has not been recordfsl.

(J) An exact replicxi in bronze of the stainette of DionymSy the 
so-CAilled 'Narcissus listenhig to the Echo'] the original 
is in the National Museum of Naples, and was discovered 
during the excavations at Uerculaneum. As to its date it 
may well be one of the better examples of the survival of the 
Hellenistic tradition in works made^ during the Romiin 
Period, i.e. jwevious to A.D. 79.

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As many of tlie institutions of Xaplos wp're destroyed b}’' the 
Germans wlien tlioy evatMiatod tho <^*lty last year, it is possible that 
amongst those was the National Museum, in which case the unique 
collot^iion of bronzes lorminjjr the 8’T^.aeological collections has 
perished. This excellent rej/lica in metal therefore has ah added 
value since this w anton act of desecration may have been perpetrated.

The (‘Xhibits displayed are of minerals produced or pr(>S})ected 
by the Ch'ologicid Purvey of India to help in the War effort. Particular 
ellorts ha.\x^ hern made to loca-te and doveloj) thovso minerals wdiich 
were urgently ne eded after tlie loss of Burma, or whidi could not 
easily ).»e ' nported owing to dilliculties of sea transport. 

(1) Lead and Zinc. 

Load find zinc ores W'ore w'orkod around Zawar in Mewar State, 
Rajf)ut{j.na, for about 400 years. The mining ceased in the early 
part of the 19th century, but tlio reason for this is uncertain. De- 
predations by the Bhils is the usua.l reason gi\^cn. This may have 
l)fH>n tile (aiuse, but it is diflicuJt to believe that tJio Maharana would 
not Rul)S(^( jiieritly ha\e opened valuable mines which for centuries 
liiid pr()vided him with the sinow'S of war for his battles against the 
Moglnils find Mahriittas if there had been any prospect of their liill 
yielding him a good revenue. Probably the value of load, silver <»-nd 
zinc foil considerably in tlio early 1 Dili (•entury, and tiie mines by 
that date liad reacheil a dojith (about 390 feet) w liero further w'orking 
wal l lout any inacliinery or explosives w as consid(a*ed to bo too 
difllcuit. 

'J’lie ancient village of Zawavr is now in ruins. Littie remains except 
tlie ancii’iit tmnpli's built of marble, find the great lieajis of earthen- 
ware pots in which the minors are reiiutod to lia-ve smelted zinc. 
Nearby great inonuds of bhick slag show' where some rninerid, ])robfib]y 
loiid, wais forim riy sracltofl. In the ores now worked the percentage 
of silver is small, but the jirosent Maharana is determined that silver 
was the cliief product of the mines in ancient days. The abundance 
of silver nocklju'cs of antique jiattern worn by the Bhils in this 
region sujijiorts ins \ iew, find indeed it is very probalilo that the 
surfa-co ores liid contain this mineral in much larger amounts than 
are found now'. 

Tlie |>rost'nt operations a,ro still in the prosjiecting stage. So far 
they have show'ii a lingo tjuaullty of ore with 4% zinc, and a small 
amount of or© eontahiing S% zinc and 2% lead. It is lioped, how- 
ever, that much larger a, mounts of the richer ores will bo found m 
the course of prospecting.

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( 2 ) Sulphur. 

Before the War India’s requirements of sulphur, for the manu- 
facture of sulpliiiric acid and for use in sugar refining, were obtained 
mainly from Italy and Japan. 

It had long been known that sidpliur occurred on tlio volcanic 
moimtain of Koh-i-Sultan on tlie l)orderB of Bahichistan and Persia, 
but it was not until the end of 1940 that it w^a.s showTi by the Geolo- 
gical 8urA cy of India that the quantity of sul}»iiur Avas considerable. 
Mining was begun towards the end of 1941, and up to the end of 
1943 over 30,000 tons of sulphur ore, containing over 15,000 tons (»f 
free sulphur, had beer! desj)atched by rail to India. 

( 3 ) Wolfram. 

With the loss of Burma and Malaya it. became imperative to try and 
locate sources of wolfram in India. Ilie wolfi’am of ( ’hhc'ndajaithar, 
in the Bankura district of Bengal, though known for many years, 
was never worked until the niidtllc'' of 1942, when the Geolcvgical 
Survey of India prt'specti'd the area. The ore occurs in cpiartz 
veins in schist, but mirH'ralization is sporadic. Bp to tlie eml of 
1943 aV)Oiit 4() tons had been produced. Most of this luis been sent 
to Tatcnagar for the manufacture of ferro-lungHten,

About of the w'or)<!‘s requirements of good quality sheet 

mica (without whicli the could ncvt be fought) is sup] died from 

Bihar. vSrnaller quantities are als<» minedi in Uajj)utana and Madras 
(Nelloro). The Geological 8urve\ oi’ India iias ]icl])ed in the })rod\i(‘- 
tion of mica from thes(' Ihree arear., and 'ui - its own miiu‘ and factory 
in Bill nr. 

The exhihitfl show’ the rnioi as it occurs naturally in the ])eginatite, 
and the finished product a.s it leaves the skilled hands of the Bihari 
cutters and sorters. 


( 5 ) Beryl. 

Beryllium has of lab^ become of increasing importance in the manu- 
facture of bprA, Iliun>-coj)per alloys. The ability (vf this alloy to stand 
high stress has made it of parti< ular vadue in the manufacture 
springs, wdiile it is also used for making non-Hparking tools. 

Beryl is w idely distributed in tlie mica-bearing pegmatites of Kaj- 
pjutana, Bihar anrl Madras, and sornedimes huge crystals one or two 
feet in diameter and several yards king arc' Ibund. 

It has lieen collected from theso throe ai'cas by tlie Geological 
Surv€i 3 ^ of India for shijiment to the U.8.A. 


( 6 ) Tantalite. 

Tantalite, coliimbite and samarskito are rare minerals of closely 
related cornpoeition. The metal tantalum offers groat resistance to 
corrosive acids, and is used in radio valves and for rectifying apparatus 
for the conveision of alternating into <lirect cui’rent-. 

These rare minerals liave been foimd in small quantities in Madras. 
Bihar and Mysore, and jiartieularly in Kajputana, usually in asso- 
ciation w'itli mica-bearing pegmatites. So far about IJ tons have 
been collected.

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(7) TItenardiie {Sodium sulphate). 

Formerly nearly 2.000 tons were imported into India from Japan 
and Europe. It lias now be»jn found a hed u idv-r the salt pans at 
Didwaim, dodhpur State, wliere d has ja-obably aecunmlated over a 
period td at least 150 years. It is estimated that there are 250,000 
tons, and it has m)\\^ replaced all imported sulphate.

Aluminium in India. 

The sample aluminimii ingot exoioited is from (he fh’st ahmimium 
to be made in India, and was produ<-ed on tiie Oth March, 1945, at 
the Ahiminiuoi Kediietion Works »>f the AlLaniiiium Production 
Company ot India Liinitful iji Travancore* State. Since that date, 
tliese Works iiavo been in lull eornmeivial production of vhgin 
aluminium ingot. 

The wSanjple of ahnninium siied exliii)ited was rolled frtmi aluininimn 
• produced in Tndia at the Belur Rolling Mills of tjie same Company, 
which iuive been in commercial oj)eration since August 1911, and 
Miiicli are at prt^sent engaged in rolling <du]fiiniam slieet for aircraft 
anil other War ie(|uiremciits. These Rolling Mills are now being 
ex])anded for the production of strong alloy (dural Lunm) sheet. 

India possesses ample resoiirce.s of tlie ore of alnminiiiin — bauxite — 
large de])i>sits being found in Bihar, the Central I^rovinces and Bombay 
Presidency. The first stage in the production of aluminium (ionsists 
ol' tlio crushing, ( akuning and chemical treatment of the ore, thereby 
uliininatiug impurities such us silica, ferric oxide, etc., and extracting 
the pure aluminium oxide, or alumina. The sei'ond stage is an 
electrolytic })ro(^ess, in wliich electric current is passed tlnough a 
bath of molten c-ryolito, into which alumina is led and reduced to 
ahnninium and oxygen, the molten alurniniiun collecting at the 
bottom of tlic batli and being ilrawm off at intervals to bo cast into 
ingots. 

The reduction process requires largo amounts of electric pow'er, 
the availability of which is a jn'ime factor in the establishment of an 
aluminium industry. In the case of the Alupurarn Reduction Works, 
power is supphed from the Travancore (State Hydro-Electric (Scheme. 
In producing 1 lb. of aluminium, approximately 4 lbs. of bauxite, 
3/4 lbs. of carbon electrode and 10 kilowatt-hours of electricity are 
consumed. 

India is now producing its owm supplies of aluminium, and has 
amj)ie resources of bauxite ore and of olectrii? power. Further 
expansion of this production is already planned and provided for. 
Modertj Rolling Mills are busy rolhng tl'is alurniiiimn into sheet — 
the principal li>rm in which it is used by the fabricator. Largo 
fabricating plants exist in the principal cities, lormorly mainly 
engaged in utensil manufacturo, but ra w fabricating ahuniiiium 
for its manifold wartime uses. The retuim of peace, with mcreasing 
industria-lization, will bring in its train the extensive use in this cormtry 
of aluminium in fiio homo, in transportation, in industry and in 
architecture — in sliort, wherever a metal possessing strength with 
liglitness and a pleasnig liriish can bo effectively used.

Terracotta Figures from Ohosi, District Azamgarh, U.P. 

Within the last forty years Indian terracottas of early date have 
been foimd at many important sites, such as Mohenjodaro, Harappa 
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Patalii)iitra, Kosara, Bliita, Sankisa, Basarh, Besnagar, Nagari., 
Buxar, Laiiriya-Nandangarh and recently at Ohosi. An important 
series found by Pandit Kameshwar I)ayal, Deputy Magistrate, near 
Ghosi, District Azamgarh, U.P., in an extensive and high mound, 
forty to hfty feet in height and about 117 bigfias in area are now on 
display. There are also indications that the place must have been 
a large settlement representing nuiny periods. Bricks of Maurya 
and Gupta j)eriods and beads, coins, etc., w(^ro also found at this 
site. 

The collection is la,rge and consists for the most part of figurines, 
both human and animal, the former easily constituting the majority. 
Among human fi<njriru*s. it i.‘^ the female that is dominating and most 
interesting, being oi' difTon'Fit types. Animal figurines include lieads 
of the ram and elejdiant that had a]){)a.rontly formed parts of toy- 
chariots a.s elsewhere. The animal ligures bear also the stamping 
of designs such as wheel, leaf, etc., on their body. Human figurines 
include many of high antiquity com|)arable in some respects with 
the Indus Valley terracottas, withers of IMaurya and 8unga date, and 
others still later, Kushana and Gu}>ta ; while a few bearing sculptural 
tondencios have to be assigned a later Giqda o^ (‘\'en mediaeval 
date. Thus at least six types can be made out belonging to six 
different periods anti the site may very well bo taken to r(']n’escnt 
or form piwt of a large settlement spreading o\’er many periods.

The family have got the hSanads’ (Royal* Ciiar ter) gianted by the 
Great Mugluds, in tlieir ]>osseKsion still bearing the Imperial Seals of 
Kmperor ‘ Aiiranzob-Alamghir-Gazi-Badshali as well as bearing the 
Royal Seals of tlie inflopondent Rulers of Bengal, in recognition 
of the services (edacutional) rendered by its members of those times. 
The family have got a ‘Kursinama’ (genealogical tree) bearing Royal 
Seals. 

Tiiis book shows a superb pieo#:* of calligraphy, testifying not only 
to th(^ copyist’s wonderful patience, but also to his love of the 
Great Holy Book. 

Th(' original c^vvors of tlm book were all eaten up by worms and 
repairing has bec!i done in May 1043.

8 . Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

I, Library, 

The majority of the rare and vrdua]:>lp possessions of the Library 
had been sent out on account of the emergency conditions and the 
items exhibited are merely illustrative, and not exhaustive, of the 
ricdi and varied collections wdiicli ha\a been built up during the 
past 100 years. 

A. General Section. 

Journal — Sir William Jones, the Founder of the Society, con« 
templated the pubhuation of a volume of ‘Asiatick Miscellany’ every 
year, but no attempt was made to get out such a periodical during 
the first three years ^^f the Society’s ctireer. The Society having no 
funds of its owti iit tlH> time, Mr. Alanuel Cantopher of the Hon. 
East India Company's Printing Office undertook such a juiblication 
as a private speculation and the first volume was brought out in 1788 
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undor the name ‘Asiatick Researohos", instead of what the Founder 
had originally suggested. By 1797 five volumes came out mid the 
work created such a sensation in the literary world that editions of 
it were brought out in difieront countries of lluropo. Looking to the 
rapid and profitahlo sale whit'h the first five volumes met with the 
idea was taken up by ti e Society in 1798 to bring out tlie ‘Researches’ 
on its ovm account. This publication ceased after the 2()th volume 
in 1839 and the Society formally dropped it in 1842. 

The form of the ‘Asiatick Rcjsearches’ was not suitable for short 
notes on new and im]M>rtant discoveries and ideas, whicdi were 
necessarily left out, however interesting these notes miglit be. For a 
time these found y^lace in the ‘Quarterly Oriental Journal’, which 
Dr. Wilson started in 1821, and in the ‘Transactions of the Medical 
and Physical KSocietv Both the pulilications wore, howev’'er, dropped 
in 1827‘ 

A substitute for tliese w'as provided in 1829 by J. D. Herbert in a 
monthly publication,,. which he started under the name of ‘Gleanings 
in Scienc'e’. The Society heiuditted by this ])ublication so far that a 
precis of its monthly Proceedings, wdiich had lieretofore bc'on pre- 
served in MSS., was regularly pulilished in this Journal. 

In 1830 when .J, D. Hc'rhert left Calcutta., Janu\s Prinsep, instead 
of dro[.)y>ing the publication, proposed to change its name and call 
it ‘The Journal of tlie Asiatic Society The sanction wa.s gi\'en in 
March 1832, and tiie first issue of the Journal ayifioared under the 
caption of ‘Journa.l of the Asiatic Socic'ty of Jk'ngal’. 

This Journal superseded the ‘ Itesearchc's '. In 1 84 2 the ‘ Researches ’ 
was finallA' dropped and the ‘.Journal of the A.siatic* Society of Bengal ’ 
w'as officially taken over by the Society.

This inscription in Sanskrit records a grant of some land by King 
Damodaradeva, son of Vasudeva, in the Visaya (district) of Parauayi 
within tho rnandala (division) of Samatata, which was under^ tfxe 
jurisdiction of tho bhukti of Pundravardhana. It is dated ! 1 50 Saka 
era . corresponding to 1234 A.D. One other copperplate of Damodara, 
dated 1165 ^aka era (1243 A.D.), is known to have boon discovered 
from the Chittagong region (vide: J.A,S.B., Vol. XLIII, 1874, pp. 
318fl.). On tlio first side at the top there is an engraving whicli 
exhibits a figure fighting with and trumpling upon another — perhajis 
a representation of some episode in the hie of Krsna, and on tlic 
second may bo seen a flaming Cakra (iliscus — a characteristic symbol 
of Visnu) on a cressoent supported on an elaborate pedestal. 



ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1943. 


The Council of the Iloyal Asiatic Society of Bengal has the 
honour to submit the following roi)ort on the state of th(3 Society’s 
affairs during the year ending 31st December, 1943. 

The So( ifdy lost by death Sir John Herbert, formerly 
Governoi’ of Bengal and a Patron of Uie Society. It was he 
who, at the time of assumption of olfice as Governor of this 
Province, took the trouble of bringing back to the Society the 
famous Bhowal (X)pi)^>r])late from the India Offic'e. It may be 
mentioned also that, through the kmdnoss of The Lady Mary 
Herbert, ton of our most valuable paintings were kej)t in •''afe 
rnistody at Govcrnimmt House in Darjeeling as a precautionary 
measure against Air Raids. The Society passed a vote of 
condolence on tlie death of Sir John Herbert at tlie Ordinary 
Monthly Meeting in December. 

The C'JouTicil recorded witli sincere regret the deaths of 
Messrs, Johan van Manen, C.I.E., and K. C. Do, C.I.K., I.C.S., 
who were associated with the Society for several years, the 
former as General Seer votary from 1923 to 1939 and the latter as 
one of the • >ldest Life Members since 1895.

Gupta wlio was temjwraril}^ transferred to the Lil)rary as an 
assistant was later placed in the Publication Department to be 
in charge of Sales. Mr. B, C. Bose, M.A., who was a(-ting as 
an assistant in the Library, since January when lie supervised 
the bringing down of over 12,000 volumes from the toj) to the 
ground floor, as preca\d.ion against Air Raids, was ajrpoiuted in 
Mr. GujJa’s ]>lace temj)orarih' on a salary of Rs.Vo per month. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Trin Chen, our Sino-Tibetan 
clerk since 1939, was in indifferent health for some time, atid lie 
died in service in December. None has Ix^en appointed in his 
place . 

During the year, tlie Council took up the question of the 
cataloguing of bocjks in the Englisli Section of the Library, and it 
was decided to prepare both author and suliject catalogues for 
the printed books acquired in the English Section of the Library 
before 1934. To give elfect to this reccnnmondation ol’ tlie 
Library Comniitteo, i\lr. Sivasankara Mitra, iM.A., was a])])ointed 
cataloguer on a salary of Hs.iOO jeer month, subject to an 
average montiily output of 6t)0 volume^. 

Suhordinate Staff . — In tlie subordinate staff tlie usual minor 
changes took place. The (Council had to dispense with the 
services of the office Duftry, Sk. Chunna, as a disciplinary 
measure. In addition to the two bearers now working in 
the Library, the Counc:il decided to employ one more bearer 
temporarily to assist in the reorganization work of the Library 
with special reference to our ‘Periodicals’ Section. 

Correspondence. 

In spite of the Avar and curtailed aettivities of many offices 
in India and abroad, the number of letters re(.*eived during the 
year was 1 ,893 and issued 2,342. Of incoming letters, several 
were liooli: orders, and a number of letters were issued in con- 
nection with the Discussion Meetings. Regular Monthly Meeting 
notices and Discussion Mc^eting notices were issued to members 
and visitors, in addition to invitations to the General Lectures.

Library. 

The year 1943 lias been a year of serious and earnest re- 
organization ill tlie Lilirary. A dennite sckeme of ckissification 
and (•atalogning of printed books in the General Section was 
pursued. As a first step the preparation of Authors and Subjects 
Catalogues of books added to the General Section of the Library 
during the period 1934-1942, i.e. after the last issue of the printed 
catalogue, w^as taken in hand and completed under the super- 
vision of Mr. P. C/. Bose, Deputy Librarian, Calcutta University 
Library, who was deputed for the purpose by the University 
Librarian. Books added to the General Section in the above 
period have been, as far as they could be picked out from the 
shelves, entered in a new Aci^ession Register of standard foiin 
and. classified according to Dewey’s Decimal Scheme, classifica- 
tion being limited to broad divisions w'ith such expansions as 
are required by the special character of the collection. Books, 
n^hus classified, have been further individualized wuth Cutter- 
Sanborn Author marks. The sheaf form of catalogue, which had 
been adopted in previous years, was continued. 

After the completion of this work, tlie preijaration on the 
above lines of Authors and Subjects Catalogues of all the 
printed books ac'quired before 1934 has been undertaken as a 
special work and is being continued. The total number of books 
thus classified and (catalogued under the above two heads is 2,502. 

The Sanskiitic and the Islamic sections also wore included in 
the reorganization scheme. A definite plan for the preparation 
of brief catalogues of the manuscripts in the Society’s possession 
was drawn up by Mr. S. K. Saraswati, and work w^as begun 
in the two sections accordingly. In the Sanskritic section the 
Indian Museum collection of manuscripts, which had been lying 
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practically unexplored since its accession eight years ago, was 
taken up and 4,943 manuscripts have been catalogued during 
the year. In the Islamic section 160 manuscripts have been 
catalogued and if work be continued on the lines adopted, it 
may be hoped to get together up-to-date catalogues of all the 
collections in the different sections within the next year or two. 
The main stock and the chief resources and spetnalities of the 
Library can thus be placod before interested people for utilization 
in the best possible manner. 

The large collection of coins, lying dumped in big bundles in 
a steel cabinc^t in tlie Sanskritict section, was examined and a 
preliminary sorting, with a view to a detailed study, has been 
made. 

A new and useful feature introduccHl this year is the ixssiie of 
regular classified bulletins, month by month, of now accessions 
in the Library. This has proved immensely helpful to readers 
and has an added advantage in the fact that books are being 
classified and catalogued immediatel}' tlmy are ro(*eived, thus 
avoiding accumulation of work in this respect. The number of 
books thus (*atalogued is 302. 

Mu(?h of the success of the reorganization scheme is due to 
the entluisiasm and sustained mterest of Sir John Lort- 
Williams. Thanks are due also to Dr. R. C. Majumdar, C^hair- 
maii of tlie Library Committee, for liis i^xpert help and active 
co-operation and to Khan l^ahadur K. M. Asaduiiah, Librarian, 
Imperial Library, for his kind advice and general assistance in 
lendhig necessary reference books. 

General Section . — Exclusive of periodicals, there wore 242 
new accessions during the year, against 132 in 1942. Of these, 
73 were purchased and 101 were received as ])rosentationB. The 
remaining 68, including some very rare and old volumes, were 
recovered from discarded }>a])ers and under tlu^ instructions of 
the Library Committee wore rogistcued and catalogued. On 
account of the international situation tlioje lias been a further 
drop in the number of periodicals received — a cause that was 
also responsible for a limited number of purchases, tlie majority 
of our ordei’s to foreign countries still remaining unexecubd. 

Three new journals were added to the Library by ex- 
change, namely, (1) Journal of the Numismatic Society of 
India ; (2) University of Ceylon Review ; and (3) Journal of the 
Ganganath Jlia Research Institute. 

The total number of volumes lent out during the year was 
900, against 569 last year. An improvement in this cbrection 
was due, in a large measure, to the increased facilities for use of 
tlie Library as the result of reorganization. Members and non- 
members also made an extensive use of the Library in the rooms 
of the Society, the total numter of such issues being over 650. 

Sanslcritic Section . — In respect of printed books there were 57 
new a(^ceBsionB, against 1 7 last year. Of these, 15 were purchased

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aad 42 were received as presentations. There has been no 
accession of manuscripts during the year. 

The total number of books lent out was 116, against 56 
last year. Manuscripts lent out to different mstitutions and 
individuals numbered 8 and several such requisitions could not 
be met on account of the MBS. in question having been sent 
away for reasons of security. Books and inam> scripts used 
within the rooms of the Society totalled 184 and 135 respectively, 
recording a distinct improvement over last year’s figures. 

In connection with the preparation of a catalogue for the 
Sanskrit manuscripts which are nou included in the catalogues 
already printed, Pundits Jagadish Bhattacharya, Ramdlian 
Bh attach arya and Nani Gopal Bhattacharya were engaged 
temporaril}^ as cataloguers on a remuneration calculated at the 
rate of 118.25 for every 100 manuscripts ».‘atalogued. The work 
started in September. 

Islamic Section , — ^There have been only three new accessions 
of books in this section, all by presentation, against one of the 
])reviou8 3^ear. No new manuscript was added to the section. 

The total number of books lent out was 93, against 46 last 
year. As in the previous year only 1 manuscript was lent out. 
IBooks and manuscripts used in the rooms of the Society 
numbered 95 and 22 respectively, against 73 and 22 in the 
previous year. 

During the year the Council took up the question of the 
cataloguing of manuscripts belonging to the Islamic section 
which was at a standstill after the death of Dr. M. Hidayat 
Hosain, and it was decided to entrust the work on an honorarium 
basis to Drs. S. A. Imam and A. B. M. HabibuUah, both of the 
Calcutta University, to the former the catalogue of Arabic 
manuscripts and to the latter that of Persian manuscripts. 
They will start work early in 1944. 

Sino-Tibetan Section , — A complete list of Tibetan and 
Chinese collections was made during the year. The Tibetan 
collection consists of 481 volumes in MSS. and x^dograplis, and 
represents a complete collection of the Kang}nir and the 
Bstangyur. The strength of the Chinese collection is 146, 
including the complete Tripitaka series. 

Binding and Repair , — Altogether 778 volumes were bound 
against 961 in 1942. The drop is due to the scarcity of necessary 
materials, resulting in a corresponding rise in the cost of binding. 

Manuscripts repaired in the Sanskritic and the Islamic 
sections numbered respectively 49 and 104, against 128 and 131 
in the previous year. Tiio repair work was stopped under the 
instructions of Dr. S. N. Sen, Keeper of Imperial Records, until 
the formulation of a comprehensive and approved scheme for 
the preservation of manuscripts, books, etc. in the Society’s 
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Library. It is a pleasure to note that such a scheme has been 
di'awn up and approved by the Government of India, which has 
piovuded for an additional aimual grant under this head in 
next year’s budget. It is hoped that the scheme will be in 
operation from 1944. 

Book Reviews . — Several books were added to the Library as 
presentations under this head. Every effort is being made to 
meet our obligations on this count by bringing out the arrear 
reviews as soon as possible. 

Pervnanent Library Endowmeyit Fund . — The total of this fund 
is now Rs. 17,863-3-8 in 3J% Government Paper. 

The above shows a general improvement in the woi‘k of the 
Library in its different sections. In spite of the unsatisfactory 
condition prevailing iif previous 3 ^ oars, and the serious disloca- 
tion caused by air raids, the definite programme of reor- 
ganization inaugurated this \^oar and carried on by a loyal and 
efficient staff under the diiecdion and supervision of the Library 
Committee and the Council, has ahead}" resulted in a marked 
improvement in the working of the Libraiy and further 
progress is expected in the years to come as the new programme 
approaches its completion. 


Finance. 

Appendix III contains the usual Statements showing our 
accounts for 1943. No (rJiange has been made in the form of 
theii’ pi esentation.

During the year Rs. 1,600 were received as admission fees 
and Rs.610 as compounding fees. The total amount of Rs. 2,210 
wiU be transferred to the permanent reserve by conversion of 
Government Paxier {3|f%) belonging to the Temporary Reserve. 

The Government of Bengal maintained the 20% cut in some 
of the grants made by them to the Society. 

The Government of India maintained tlie 50% cut in the 
grant for the Arabic and Persian MSS. Fund (Statement No. 5) 
which closed with a debit balance of Rs. 153-1 -6. 

The Government Securities, shown in Statement No. 25, 
are held in safe custody by the Imperial Bank of India, Park 
Street Branch . During the year there was an appreciation of the 
Securities, thus increasing the book assets of the Society.

Tiie complete volume of the Jourvul for the year has been 
published and distributed to members. The volume is composed 
of four mimbers (2 Letters, 1 Science and 1 Year-Book).

Introduction of Vajjalaggam. 

The Introduction to the Prakrit anthology Vajjalaggam, 
written in 191(> by Julius Labor, was discovered, while rearrang- 
ing the old files, in the galley proof stage and bearing correcdlons 
by that eminent scliolar. The Bibliothe(‘a Indicui Committee has 
orden^l the re-issue of the book witii this Introduction and an 
Index prej>arod by Dr. Manomohan Ghosh. This has boon sent 
to the press. 

Publication of a thoroughly revised Price List. 

In response to repeated enquiries, the preparation of nv up- 
to-date and thoroughly revised price list of Society's j)ublications 
was luidertaken by Mr. D. Burman in February and was issued in 
June. It was greatly appreciated by the members and well- 
wishers of the Society. This price list has been piiblislied after an 
interval of 14 years, the last one having been jminted in 1929. 

Reorganization of the Publication Department. 

In pursuaiu e of tho report submitted by Dr. N. Dutt and 
adopted by the CoTiucil in July, tho task of soiling the Society’s 
publications has been transferred to the Publication Department. 
His report was based on the sto(jk valuation statement i)re- 
pared by Mr. D. Burman, M.(yom., which revealed that a large 
portion "of the publications was tending to become dead stock. 
Dr. Dutt recommended (i) reduction-sale for six months ending in 
January, 1944, (ii) advertisement in important journals, and 
(iii) distribution of the new price list to learned Societies and 
Universities. With the sanction of the Council, immediate 
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effect was given to these recommendations. The result was 
prom])! and encouraging. Sales now are more than five times 
higher than during tlie past two years. This increase in sales 
naturally liquidates the Society’s old and decaying stock. The 
additional revenue thus earned may be re-invested in new 
books or in reprinting important old works, stimulating thereby 
the cultural activities of the Society through its research 
publications. 

A thorough stock-taking of the Society’s publications was 
undertaken in August and has been completed. 

Air Raid Precautions Fund. 

As stated in the last Annual Report, this fund was started 
by H.E. Sir John Herbert in 1942, and the Council are grateful 
to those members of the Society who have generously contri- 
buted to this fund. The total amount collected under this head 
was Rs. 8, 688- 10-0 during the last two years. The fund was 
closed towards the middle of the year. The amount realized 
was allocated ])roportionately to the three separate funds 
from wliiclj money was drawn at the beginning for meeting the 
A.R.P. expenses of tlie Society. It may be mentioned that 
the Council are grateful to thto Government of Bengal for 
a special grant of Rs.4,000 made for the purpose. During 
the year additional A.R.P. measures were taken by way of 
erecting baffle walls around c room on the ground floor with the 
object of making it a shelter for the e:n])loyees of the Society 
in the event of Air Raids. 

Cultural Activities. 

(a) Ordinaby Monthly Meetings. 

These meetings were held regularly with the exception of 
the recess months, Stqdember and Octol)er. The average atten- 
dance was 16 nnunbers and 5 visitors. The maximum atten- 
dance was in February and August with 89 monrbers and 14 
mem])er.s and 22 visitors respectively. 

The meetings of June and July were devoted mainly to the 
symposium on the ‘ Early History of Bengal on the basis of 
recent researches ’ opened by Dr. R. C. Majumdar. 

TIuto wer'e no special meetings of the Medical Section but 
our Medical Secretary, Dr. J. B. Grant, is ever active, (50-operat- 
ing with various offi(;ial and non-official boards of Medical Aid 
during the War.

(dningking, on tliis onr 160th Anniversary, is not only in keep- 
ing with the ])ast traditions of our Society, hut a happy augury 
for its future. Amidst tiic storm and stress of the Second 
World War of this ceutiny, wc‘ cannot help ho])ing for a wider 
and deeper diffusion of cndturc' and the growth of a new 
liumanism assimilating all that is essential and elevating in 
tlie civilization of the East and tiie West. Our S(‘c iety never 
tolerated tbe idea of eiiltnral isolation, but boldly invited inter- 
national (‘olJabo!*ation in tlie field of -^cdoiice and Letters for 
over a century and a half. It has therefore legitimately earned 
tlie title of the National Academy of this vast sub-continent, 
the cradle of one-fifth of humanity. Granted sufficient reposes 
and resourc es to carry out our cultural programme, we may hc^jie 
that Avith the daAvuing of durable peace, our Royal Asiatic 
Society of Bengal will grow into a leading Centre of Intellectual 
Co-operation in the East ‘-ollaborating with our sister academies 
of tlie West and will vindicate the claims of research in the 
domain of Truth and Bt‘auty canonized in the Science and 
Literature of maixkind.

Recommendations of tiie 160th Annivwsary Special Committee of 
14-5-43. At the outset, the Genonvl Sotfretary, submit itsl to the meeting 
letters received by him, containing resoJutioiis of tlu* Indian Science 
Congress Association, Session, Calcutta (19111), in connr'ction witli 

the IbOtli Anniversary of tiio Society, from the D('puty Director-General 
of Archaeology, dated tlu' 2411) February, 1943, and from the Gemu’al 
Secretary of the Indian Science Fongre.ss As.sociation, dat(‘d the 4th May, 

1943, together with a letter dated the Ttli May, 1943, from Mr. W. D. 
West, a member of the CoiiunitK'C. 

After discussion at len<.d'h. thi- Oommitteo felt tluit the lODth Anni- 
versary of the Society l*e celobrated in Home form or otlaa* in 1944 in view 
of tlie resolution adopted by the ('ouncil at their last .meeting on tlx' 19th 
April; but owing to the abnormal conditions existing at the pre.sont time 
it is not desirable to have tlie celebration on a grand scale in January 

1944. The eelobratioii should ho jxistponod till January 1946, which 
would bo suitable, as in that yoi^r falls the bi -centenary of the birtli 
of Sir M'illiarn Jones. Meanwhile preparations for the celebration in 1946 
may be taken up. 

It was resoh ed to submit the following programme for the celebration 
in 1944 for consideration of tl»e Council: — 

(1) A series of leciuros sltould be started, the first of wluch lie on 

the loth January, 1944, being the day of the 160th Anni-

(ommemorate the ctmleiiary of Jame.s Prinsep, a mo(ial 
or a prize, to bo called after birn, should ho instituted hy 
the »So(;iety to be awarded armually or biennially, for 
meritorious contributions to the study of Anci(mt Indian 
History, including epigraphy and arcluw^ology. An attemjit 
sljould also b(^ made to raise funds, but a modal or a prize 
would be decided u]>on after sufficient amount has been 
eolleeted for the jiurposo. 

(3) That a (Commemoration Vkiluiue should be publisVied showing 

the [irogres.s of scientific research in the domains of arc'haoo- 
Jogy epigrajiliy, numismatic'-s, linguistics, natural sciences,

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etc., during the last 60 years i quent to the publication 
of the Oentciiary Volurno in 1884. The slips that have been 
prepared for })ublication of the Commemoration Volume 
for the 150th Aniiiversary, in 1934, should bo supplemented 
by farther slips containing the publications issued by the 
Society up to date.

Mr. S. W. Kemp 
on behalf of the Scien(‘o Congress wrote to Dr. F. H. Gravely (General 
Secretary, A.S.B.) on 19-1-J6 requesting tho A.S.B. to tako charge of 
tho funds of the Indian Science Congi*ess (about ono thousand rupees).

5-3-17, J. L, Simonsen wrote to the Gen. Secy., A.S.B., relating, ‘The 
Science Congress %vill willingly pay half the cost inc-irrod in printing 
the Proceedings’. 

(The position appears to have been tliat tlio A.S.B. ac(!e].tod the 
Proceedings of the Congress as suitable matter for inclusion in their own 
Proceedings, and supplied reprints to the Ind. 8c. Congress for distribution 
to their members for whicli they j)aid half the cost of printing.)

Session's. The ('ouneil of ilie A.8.B. could not print the Proceedings 
(d the 7th (.\>ngress and so they were published by the Ind. 8c. Congress. 
The Proceedings of the 8th (CUd. 1621) 8ession‘ could not be j)uhJishod 
U}) to 11)22 a.H there were no funds available with tlio Congress for the 
})urpoKe. Kyentually, a donation from Sir li. N. Mookorjoe, President of 
the 8th Session, cnal)led publication. 

The Proc(!edings of the Otli Sfvssion (Madras 1922) wore published as 
a part of the Proceedings of the A.S.B. on the 50 : 50 basis. 

From the iOth (Lucknow 1923) Session the Congress Proceedings were 
])ublisht‘d se])arai( ly, though the A.S.B. still paid half the ('ost. Tlio 
Congress Ih'ocoei lings were not sent to all members of the A.S.B., but 
were sufijiiied to such mesuhers as a.sked for these. 

The Ih'oceedings of t)ie llth to 14th Sessions (1924-1927). As the 
(Congress was beeoming a larger body its Proceedings were becoming 
])ulkier and the .A.S.B. liad to pay a larger share which w^as Rs.SOO in 
the year 1927. 

The finances of tlio Science Congress having improved in the mean- 
w'liilo owdng to the increase in membership and tlie large subventions and 
grant-in-aid received from the Indian Universities and the Indian Insti- 
tute of Science, Bangalore, the Council of tlio A.S.B. resolved to charge 
the whole of the cost of the Proceedings to the Congress. Tlc‘ salary 
of. a wlioletime clerk (Rs.hOj p.a. was also paid by the Congress to the 
A.S.B. Tlio A.S.B., on the other hand, made a grant-in-aid of Rs.250 p.a. 
for*th(‘ years 1928, 1929 and 1930. After this year contribution w^as 
stopped just as the Imiversity contributions w^ore also stopped. 

The Science Congress has regularly paid Rs.GOO p.a. as cost of ollico 
expenses and in 1930 paid Rs. 1,200 and in 1934, Rs. 1,000 for the purpose. 

This shows tlia,t from the years 1928 onwards the Proceedings of the 
Congress ha\’'e been published at tlie cosi of the Science Congress, and 
any unsold copies belong to thorn. Tlie same is the case for the unsold 
f-opies of the year 1920 (7th Session). 

Tlie same position exi.sts for the years 1923-29, though here the A.S.B. 
has paid half the cost. One might perhaps sliare the unsold volumes in 
equal proportions. 

Tlie reprint \'o1i.iih’S of tlio lirst four years, if they should have been 
published by the A. 8. B., hclung to them. 

Report and rocoinmendation of the Sub-Committee appointed by the 
Council to look into the ciuestion of owmership of the Proceedings and 
other publications of the Indian Science Congress Association : — 
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*On the 15th September, 1943, we were appointed a Sub -Committee 
consisting of the ex-offtcio members (President, Hon. Treasurer, General 
Secretary), Sir John Lort-Williams, Br. S. L. Hera and Dr. S. P. Agharkar, 
to look into the above matter and report to the Council meeting in 
November. A meeting of this Sub-Committee was called for Tuesday, the 
16th J?ovember, 1943, at 5 p.m., but only wo tliree could be present. 

Our report on tiie ownership of the Proceedings and other publi(5ations 
of the Congress and roconunondations with regard to their disposal are 
as follows: — 

(1) The question of o\morship of the publications to bo settled in 
accordance with the recommendations in Dr. Agharkar’s note, reading: 
“ The Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal <*an rightfully c laim only the unsold 
copies of the l‘rocoodings of the first four Congresses and half the (copies 
of the ProoecKlings of tlie 5th, 6th, 8th, 9th, 16th, 11th and 12th (1925) 
Congrc'sses.” 

(2) The question of disposal to be settled in accordanc;o witli the 
suggestion made in Sir Jolui Lort- Williams’ note, reading; “ The Society 
has nursed the Associa,tion up to full manhood and has K}jent considerable 
sums in so doing. The time has (;ome for a full separation of the two 
bodies. Wo are ^’ory short of room always and require all our spacio. 
Therc'foro the Association should vactato the space they (xnnipy in our 
premises and remove all stock.s of j)ublications connecdfMl with tlioir work 
and make some reasonable contribution to our funds in res[)(x*t of those 
publications belonging to us and those which are joint pro|>erty.” 

(3) Upon this basis the amount spent by tlio ll.A.S.B. in respect 
of joint property is about Ks. 7,066 ami the amount sj>ont on reprinting 
tlie Proceedings of the first live years is about Rs. 2,566, making a total 
approximately of Rs. 9,566. Jlut taking into c'oasideration tlio fact that 
tlie H.A.S.B. lias nursed the^ Science Congn ss for 25 years from its inceptio/i 
and a.lso the fact that tiie Congres.s will not be able to realize any large 
sum by the sale of tlioir publications immediately, it is ro(x>m mended 
that the publication be made over to the Imiian .Seience Congress Asso- 
ciation on payment of Rs. 3,500, as a lump sum. 

(4) In view of the above, the R.A.iS.B. shall retain the sum (ajiproxi- 
mately Rs. 2,560) they have realized by tho sale of j:mbli cations up to date. 
They will also retain one more coinpleto set of all the Proceedings and 
pu blications. 

(5) The two .special publications (i) Field Scicru'cs of India and (ii) 
Progress of Science in India During the Pa.st 25 Years, including rejirints, 
are entirely the ))ro^)erty of the Indian Science Congrens Association. 
All unsold copies of thc.se publications shall bo made over to th(^ Indian 
Science Congress A.ssociation and Rs. 469-5-0 he credited to the Indian 
Science Congress As.sociation as the price realized by the R.A.S.B. by the 
sale of copies and reprinte.’ Sd. Sir John Lort-Williams, Dr. S. P. 
Agharkar, Dr. Kalida.s Nag. Indian Science Congre^ss Sub-Ct>rmnittoo. 
Dated 16-11-43. 

Council Ord(’r : Adopt. A copy of the report l>o forwar<led to 
the Secretary of tho Indian Science Congress Association reejuesting at 
the same time to make aiTangernents for the {payment of tho amount 
ami for the removal of the ]>ublications as early as convenient. No. 4.

Hora, dated 11-4-43. Kecoimnend to the Couiicii the adoption of the 
modified note, as follows: — 

( 1) (I) As the present printed catalogue of tlxeLi)>rary has l)oon declared 
to be extremely imsatisfactory by sevend exports a frosli catalogue of 
all the printed books, periodicals, etc. (other than Sanskrit, Arai>ic and 
Persian), be prepared. (II) As at present, the sheaf-cataloguo sUould be 
continued in accordance with tlie following princijdes: Tliere shall bo two 
sets of sheaf-catalogues. In the first the sheaves shall be arranged alpJia- 
betically according to the names of authors, with n uniform synUau adopted 
for Indian names, anonyirious jxublications, ]xoriodicalH, etc. In the 
other the sheaves should be arranged according to the ?miin classes and 
broad, divisions of Dewey's decimal scheme, using the Sub-Division, 
Sections, or Sub-Sections only when they are required bj^ the Hp(H‘ial 
character of the Society’s Library. To individualize books within subjects 
Clutter or Cutter-Sanbom Autiior numbers are to be ustMl along with tbe 
classification number in books. The details of the system should bo laid 
do\\m by the Library Committee, and no departure should bo made witli- 
out their knowledge and consent. (Ill) All the jxrinted volunKis shall 
be entered in a new Accession Register of the standard form. (IV) After 
the ‘mechanical preparation’ of books (i.o. cutting the pages, putting 
the call-number, \NTiting the price and date of acquisition on a specified 
page in each, etc.) they shall ho arranged on the shelves according 
to their call-number, with such ‘broken order’ in the sequence as may he 
necessary for special reason. Labels should bo jxut on the side of each 
shelf showing the subjects of books placed in them. (V) Itlach book 
should have a pocket at the bm;k of the front cover with a card in it and 
a date slip pasted on the next page. The cards of books lent should 
be kept in the office, arranged according to call -numbers, in order to find 
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out whotiier any book not found m tlio Library is missing or lent out. 
The date-slip, with tlio dates i>f issue noted on it, would €)nable the borrower 
to return it in time and would also indicate the general use and popularity 
of any paj'ticular book. The jo'esent syf tt;m of voncbers for issuing books 
should bo maintained and tljest vouchers uhoidd be kept ari-angod according 
to the date of issue so that undue delay in tVio return of books may be 
immediateJy noted. (VT) There shall bo an annual stock- diking of the 
Library in Doconiber. (VII) In order to expedite the j)roparHtion of 
(aitaloguo and bring tlu' now system into operation, the stall of the Library 
should bo plji, cod, for the time being until a Librarian is a])])oLtitod, in 
ohurgo of tlio flhainnan <>f the Library C!onimitlee who wojild lay down 
j)rograinme of work, and j»reHcriho the duties^ of individual moi£il)ers of 
the staff in order to give olfect tf> the resolutions of the Council and the 
Library ( 'oiiimittce under the general direction of the General iSecrotary. 
(Vni) That coins )je added after inscrijjtions in Library (Kogulation 19). 
(IX) That sey outo slieaf-cata loguos of jainted books and manuscripts 
in tlio (Jassical languages be ]irepared, on a inethod approved by the 
Lif)rary ( oinniitieo.

Consideration of tbo oonfidential note by tbo Library Secretary on 
the re-organization of the Libi-ary staff. 

The Committee .ensiilercd tbo confidential note by the Library 
Soorotarv Bie re-organization of the Library staff and its recommenda- 
tions were submitted before tlio Coimcil hold on the 1st of July m 
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the following memorandum: For the re-organization of tlie Library staff 
it is necessary to distinguish between the staff necessary for normal 
routine work and that required for the following special work decided 
upon by the CJouncil; 

(1) ^Preparation of both author and subject catalogues for the printed 
books acquired before 1934. (2) Preparation of catalogue for the Sanskrit 

MSS. which are not included in the catalogues already printed or in course 
of publication. 

For the normal routine work, the Committee recommend the following 
staff: (1) A Librarian who will be in charge of the entire department 
including printed books, MSS., copperplates, coins and other antiquities 
if any. (2) One Assistant with a knowledge of type-writing. (3) One 
Pandit with a knowledge of cataloguing Sanskrit MSS. (4) One Maulvi 
with a knowledge of cataloguing Arabic and Persian MSS. 

For the special work referred to abov^e the Committee suggest two 
alternative schemes; (1) The arrangement with an -individual, wlio is 
expert in cataloguing, to« complete the whole work within a period of 
twelve months, on a system of contract, on a fixed remuneration calculated 
as follows: — 

For books in European languages, at the rate of 5 books per rupee, 
totalling 118.4,000 for 20,000 books, and for Sanskrit MSS., a roinunoration 
of Rs. 2,000 for 8,000 MSS. (half of the total number of MSS. that remain 
to be catalogued). The agreement is to be entered into only if a respon- 
sible individual be available. He might do the work witli the help of 
assistants selected by him; it being a condition that the work should be 
done to the satisfaction of the authorities of the So(*iety. (2) In case 
the above arrangement be not found possible a cataloguer l)e aj)p{)inted 
for books in European languages either on a salary of Hh.KH) a month 
or upon a piece basis; it being expected that the work should be finished 
in the course of tliree years. Similarly a Sa.iskrit J^andit witii a knowledge 
of preparing catalogues should bo appointed on a salary of Ks.OO per 
month or on a piece basis; it being understood tliat tlie work is to bo com- 
pleted within the period of three years. 

The Committee recommend that the work sliould bo done under the 
supervision of the Librarian and further, if necessary, the opinion of 
an outside expert be obtained, and no j^ayinent should bo made until the 
authorities are satisfied that the catalogue has been prepared on the 
right lines. 

As regards permanent sLiff the Cojmnitteo make the following 
recommendations; — (1) That the prasent fSanskrit Ikmdit be place* 1 in tht^ 
grade of Ks.GO — 5 — 80, (2) That Mr. N. Guptfv be continued in the 

Library as a typist until such time as his services can be more usefully 
employed in the General Section. (3) That Mr. S. K. Roy be iimuf3diately 
re-transferred to the General Section and a Librarian be ap])ointed in 
his place to supervise the work of the whole department. His duties 
should be : (a) to supervise the Library of printed books ; (b) to be in general 
charge, and supervise the preparation of catalogues of both printed 
books and MSS., and also to take proper steps for the preservation (fl' 
manuscripts and safeguarding them against damage and deterioration ; 

(c) to supply information to outsiders regarding printed books and 
catalogues, and to advise the Coimcil on all matters concerning the proper 
safe-keeping of books and MSS, and the expansion of those departments ; 

(d) to make proper arrangements about the listing and safe-keeping of 
the coins, copperplates and other antiquities, art -treasures, and old 
documents belonging to the Society and to keep a proper Stock Register 
of the same, and to report on them from time to time, suggesting remedial 
measures, if any; (e) he would be responsible for tlie proper arrangement 
of the books and MSS., files, etc., and supplying information concerning 
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them whenever roquired. It will he his primary duty to see that our 
responsibilities and obhgati<m8 to the Government and other learned 
institutions which lent us MSS , coins, etc., be faithfully observed and that 
the condition on which those wore lent by them Le properly fulfilled in a 
satisfactory mamier ; (/) ho should also advise the Council as to the pre- 
jiaration of a consoliilated catalogue of all the MSS. and also the feasibility 
of publishing suitable texts or reprints, of books which are exhausted, 
and of which reprinting is desirable from an economic or a scholarly 
point of view ; {g) he should also take charge of the proper reviewing of 
books which are sent to the Society for review in the Society’s Journal. 

1’he Committee discussed the question whether tiiis post should be 
advertised on a salary of about Rs.l^OO, but^after hearing the different 
views expressed on the subject tliey recommend the appointment of Mr. 
S. K. Saraswa^i to this post with effect from 1st August, 1943. 

Mr. vSaraswati has already been serving in the Society for a period 

of h months. Ho has thoroughly investigafed the present position 

of tlie (‘ataloguing of MSS. and the publications of the Society 

and has derived a fair knowledge of the subject. Further he has 

already considerable experience in handling arul cataloguing MSS. 
an<l he possesses liigh academic attainments and his scholarship 
for various branches of Indian antiquities is testified to by eminent 
scholars. He has worked not only with loyalty and enthusiasm but has 
given evidence of his grasp of the whole work of the bibrary depaHmeiit 
wliich is of a complicated nature. It is mainly due to his ungrudging 
labour during the last 6 months that the Society has got now a reliable 
report of the j)res( rit position in respect of cataloguing of MSS. and publi- 
cations, and during the last two months he has not only supervised the 
cataloguing of MSS. and printed books, but has also done preliminary 
work for nmkirig a proper list of the old coins witli tlie help of the Museum 
authorities. Concerning his scliolastic attainments and the practical 
experience he has gained during these 6 months the Committee feel that 
it would not he i)ossible to secure the services of an equally competent 
man on a salary of Rs.2()d or oven somewhat more. The Committee 
tJierefore recomrnend that he be appointed Librarian for three years 
on the follow ing terms, subject to termination yf the appointment upon 
throe months’ notice on either side: 

(1) He be given a salary of Rs.150 — 25 — 200 per month, (2) that he 
he permitted to a(^ce])t a salaried part-time appointment in the Post- 
Graduate Department of t ie Calcutta University involving an absence 
of not more than 3 hours each day on tw^o days a week during the period 
wli^n the University is in session. He sliall not be permitted to take any 
other romiuierativo work. 


As recttrds financial implications it will be seen that so far as pOT- 
inanent staff is com^emed, Mr. Saraswati really replaces Mr. J. C. De 
who was a Librarian on 118.20(1 till December 1042. Other arrangements 
remaining the same, tlie total liabilities of the Society remain as before 
It is therefore iinnocessary to enter into this question ^ len^h. It 
may bo obseiN ed, however, that some economy may bo effected m the 
tong rnn by appointing one Maiilvi instead of two Maulvies for cataloguing 
Vorsian and Arabic MSS., and by substituting for Mr N. Gupta, an 
assistant, on a lower grade of pay. Majumdar, S. P. “T®’

Consideration of the recommendations of the Special Library Com- 
inittee meeting on Momlav, the 28th June, 1943, with regard to the re- 
organization iff the Librag staff.

Tlie mending staff consisted of two pasting diiftries and the total 
of MSS. repaired diiring the last three years wiks 088 only, i.e., an average 
of 229 ])er year. 

Since the visit of Dr. S. N. Sen, Keeper of Imperial Records, in March, 
1943, following the Qnquiries about damaged MSS. from the Department 
of Education, Health and Lands, Govermnent of India, a change had 
to be made in the plan of preservation work that was being carried on 
by the Society. Dr. Son distvpproved of the way in wliich lamination 
was being done and it w'as stopped under his instruction. The Council 
f>f the Society entrusted Dr. K. N. Bagchi, Chemical Examiner to the 
Government of Bengal and a member of the Council of the Society, to 
draw up a ^u>mj)rehen8iv’e scheme for the preservation of MSS., books, 
etc., in the Library of the Society. Dr. Bagchi analysed the different 
recommendations of exports and disc-ussed the subject fully with Dr. S. N. 
Sen wdion he was in Calcutta in Jtdy last. The following scheme is based 
on the recommendations of Dr. Bagchi as a result of his discussion with 
Dr. Sen. Due to war conditions and to Society’s limited means, the 
inauguration of an ambitious project being ruled out for the present, these 
summary recommendations, modest though they may appear at lirst 
sight, are ex])e( ted to ta^'kle effe<.-tively the problem of the damage and 
deterioration of MSS., l>ooks, etc. and their repairs till better times prevail. 

1. Air -conditioned room with arrnngcmcrila for filtration of incoming 
oir and neutralization of corroding agents present in the atmosphere. 

This is a very useful measure, but tcK) expensive for the Society under 
t)je present conditions. As air-conditionetl rooms prolong the life of 
paj>or and intiibit the growth of molds and insects, which ultimately die 
out, the provision of such a room should, however, occupy the foremost 
place in tiie Society’s budget for future expansion when times permit. 

2. Fumigation. 

It is both curative and preventive and as such an indispensable 
nece.ssity. I’be installation of a proper vacuum chamber for fiunigation, 
which cost R.s. 13,009 at the pre-war rate, is ruled out on financial grounds 
and the Society has arranged for conversion of two steel almirahs into 
miniature fumigating (*hambers, the cost }>eing charged to capital expend! - 
tiiro. Provision will have to be made for periodically fumigating all MSS., 
books, etc. with thymol and paradichlorobenzene vapours. Two such 
ciiambors are, however, insufficient for tlie needs of the Society’s Library, 
but in view of the tumte shortage of chemicals which feed such (ihambers. 
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it has been thought proper to eonvert two almirahs for tne present, 
with reservation for more such ciiambers as chemicals become available. 

Arrangements shoald also be made for sterilizing cabinets and almirahs 
by thymol and other insocticudes regularly at fixeil intervals. The use 
of naphthalene and paradi chlorobenzene in cabinets should also be con- 
tinued. The frequency of sterilizing oyierations and of the use of disin- 
fectants will depend, however, on the availability of the necessary 
chemicals. 


3. Lam^fiatmn. 


Lamination is the best and the ideal method of strengthening damaged 
and fragile MS8., etc., and prolonging their •life. It may be done with 
cellulose acetate foils, chiffon or tissue paper with or witliout an adhesive. 
Lamination with cellulose acetate foils fixed by heat and pressure in a 
hydraulic press is the most effective of the laminating methods, in which 
the recurring cost also comes cheaper. But the cost of such machineries 
has been estimated to be Rs. 20,000 at the pre-war rate and is beyond 
our means under the present conditions, 'flie use of cellulose acetate 
foil with an adhesive is also ruled out on account of such foils being not 
available in the market. 

The next alternative is the use of chiffon with an adhesive containing 
insecticides. (Chiffon is now quoted at Rs. 10-8-0 per yard and the rate is 
getting higher dey by day. The repairing of all the damaged and fragile 
MSS. with chiffon, hence, cannot but be considered too expensiv^e and the use 
of chiffon has to be confined only to MSS. in carbonaceous ink where tissue 
paper is not recommended. In such cases too, our minimum requirement 
is expected to coTr»e up to at least 500 yards, i.e., a total outlaj^ of Rs.5,500 
only for chiffon. As the price is getting dearer every day it may be neces- 
guiry to stork the above quota and charge the cost to capital expenditure. 

Under the above circumstances, lamination has now to bo done with 
tlio best quality transparent tissue paper as available in the market, 
except in case of MSS. in carbonaceotis ink. The dextrine jmste, wliich 
is recommended, not being available, arrangements are being made to 
manufacturo a special adhesive from formula supplied by the Imperial 
Records Department.* MSS. and books are to be fumigated before and 
after they are laminated and are to bo kept in disinfected steel almirahs 
containing sufficient amount of volatile insectkddes. 


Meyidinq Section . — The mending .staff at present consists of two 
pasting duftries only. An expansion of the staff is imperative, Scit such 
expansion must depend nowadays on tlio availability of the necessary 
chemicals n.nd materials, which are getting scarcer day by day. Considering 
the oircuinstancos, a .skeleton staff of four members witli an exj>erienced 
head mender may d > for the present. The average output of repair 
v'ork is expected to be more than doubled, as compa-red to that of the 
previous yeans. An experienced mender has to be temporarily requisi- 
tioned from the Imperial Records Department and Dr. Sen is agreeable 
to spare one of‘ his best menders for the purpose. He may be given a 
salary of Rs.40-~-2-~r>0 per month. Tfie salaries for other menders 
sliould be Rs. 20- -1—25 per month per head (Society’s grade for duftries). 

•The tu'o pasting duftries, who have acquired considerable skill and 
experience in repaid and lamination work during the past years, may be 
permanently absorlied in this grade. Two other additional hands will 
have to be appointed, their tenure of service being temporary according 
to the volume of w<u’k in liand.

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Considering the value of the rare MSS. and books, which the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Bengal holds in trust, the institution of a properly 
eqnijjped ostablisliment for the jiresorvation of the old and priceless copies, 
even with a skeleton staff, is a desideratum that liad been long overdue. 

A li^t of binding and mending implements has been obtained from 
the Imperial Records Department.* Considering the financial position 
and the rather exorl^itant cost of such appliances at present only the 
minimum of such requirements has been insisted upon, b\it with due 
regard to tlie volume and quality of work. The ])ractice of binding MSS. 
from outside is to be discarded at once, as it has been found that such 
MSS. are more susceptible to the liavoc^ of insect ]iosts. The cost of such 
tools and appliances may hb charged to capital expenditure. f 

Regarding chemicals and other materials the attention of the 
Govermiient of India is drawn to tlie extreme s(^arcity of such goods. 
We liax'e not been able to get any quotation for thymol and paradichloro- 
benzene througli normal fj'ado channel ami the rates of the black market 
are exorbitantlj' high. No fumigation can be undertaken unless we get 
these two essential chemicals. As the.se are not controlled items the 
Chemicals Tlirectorate advised us to get them thriuigh normal chaimel, 
which, however, has failed. Much of the success of the work depends 
on these chemi(;als and unless tlie Government of India can help us in 
the matter the Society may haxT' to defer this iinportant work till a 
future tlate.

The first point 
to^io Mted is that l.hc sVlionio recommended by the Enquiry Committee 
has never yet been put fully into operation. 

The main recommendation, and the essential ^f""^“*hhar™ of the 
was that two Assistant Secretaries be appointed, one 
Cultural and the other of tlie Busmess activities of the Society. 
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Owing to the heavy cost of other reforms recommended, such as the 
substitution of steel for wooden shelving and almirahs, the wiping out 
of tlie serious arrears in publication, and the improvements in general 
oflSce administration, it was not found possible to provide salaries for two 
Assistant Secretaries. 

As a compromise the Council decided to appoint one Assistant 
Secretary, upon the comparatively low salary of R8.200 — 50 — -500, to 
superintend both the Cultural and the Business activities of the Society, 
under the supervision of the General Secretary, who was expected to be 
able to devote to this task at least one or two hours daily. 

Serious and extensive efforts upon two occasions w'ere made to discover 
a suitable candidate, without success, and we are satisfied tliat it is not 
possible to procure such a candidate unless a very mucli higher salary 
be offered and one sufficient to attract a really first class man wdth botli 
cultural attributes and administrative experience. 

On the first occasion Mr. Seal was appointed. He turned out to bo 
an excellent Business Soc^refary, but did not (daim to bo qualified cultiually. 
When he left the Society’s employment to fill a very inucdi better paid 
post, Mr. De was selected, out of over a hundred ap})licant8, and appointed 
on probation, but he failed to display the requisite business qualifnuitions 
and was subsequently placed in charge of the Library, though he had had 
no previous training in the duties of a Librarian. 

The result of all this has been that the (uilturol activities of the 
Society have been almost entirely neglected, and there has boon a steady 
decline in the efficiency of the staff and general administration and the 
condition of tlie Library is such that it lias been condemned by a »Sub- 
Conamittee in almost derisory terms. 

We have no doubt that there will bo no jiermanent improvement 
imtil the Society is in a position to put in jiraijtico the sclieme rwommendcd 
by the Enquiry Committee end appoint two properly qualified and efficient 
Assistant Secretaries and a trained Librarian, upon ade(]uate salaries. 

In default of that possibility it will be necessary to attract a scholar 
of standing and repute, with sound administrative oxjierienco, some 
knowledge of business, and alile to exercise authority and control, by 
reverting to the practice and offering the status of tv whole-time General 
Secretary, with a suitable salary or honorarium. 

In our opinion it is essential tliat there should bo upon tlie iiremises 
of the Society during all working hours some [lerson or iiorsons qualified 
to receive and attend to visitors, superintend all the activities of 
Society, control the staff, and see that their wurk is carrictl out regularly, 
efficiently and with steady continuity of practice. 

But tlie present state of slathnoss and confusion, iriade(juacy and 
inefficiency necessitates prompt action and adequate control, an<l we 
consider that for the next 12 months, at iea.st, someone should be ap- 
pointed as General Secretary who wdll bo able to devote at Ji^ast three hours 
daily to the work of restoring order out of chaos and exercising general 
supervision. 

We have persuaded Dr. Kalidas Nag to accept this onerous task, 
and upon those conditions, if the Council think fit to appoint him and the 
Society to elect him, and we recommond his apfiointment and election 
and that he be paid a conveyance allowance of Rs. 150 per month to enable 
him to devote the necessary time to the wmrk of tlie Society in addition 
to his other engagements. Dr. Hora has expressed hi.s willingness to 
resign his office of General Secretary as his public work |)reverits him from 
devoting more than a few hours weekly to the work of the Society. 

We recommend also that Mr. Do’s probationary period bo extended 
for one month from the Ist January, 1943, that the consideration of the 
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questions regarding the .itaff anil Library iio postponed until Dr. Nag 
litul (111 opportunity to Jook into thorn and assint ns with his advice and 
experience, that Dr. llorii bo added to the (>>innnttoo and' that we be 
allowcKl two inonlhs within which to make our final rei^ort.

Final Report of the Sub-CommitlC(\ dated 30-1-43. — During the last 
t w o months we have had a full opportunity of enquiring into the working 
<d tlie s^>'steiu of udministratic>n rvommendod by the Spei'ial lOmpiiry 
Committee and the other matters referred to us and w''e liave had tlie 
advantage of Dr. Nag’s co-operation and advice. We are satisfu cl that 
the state of slackness and coufu.sion, inadequacy and ineliicieney lo which 
we referred in our preliminary report was not due to any fimdamental 
<tefocts in the system recommended and adopted for the Library, the staff 
ami. the administ ration generally, hut to factors, some temporary and some 
of longer standing, w lhcli have impeded seriously the suv?cossful wxirking 
of the .system, bliese factors are:— 

( .1) Disorganization, confusion, and partial suspension of \vu>rk as a 
residt of A.K.l’. measures taken to .safeguard our possessions. 

(2) Lack of regular and adequate supor\ ision and continuity of policy 
owing to upset raused by transfers of personnel among Government 
fiervants. 

(3) General slacltuess, indiscipline, lack of co-ordination and in- 
attention to wc>rk of t In.'S .staff, partly due to war scares. 

(4) Inefficiency, unsuitability, and lack of necessary (cultural oqiiij)- 
mont of certain members of the stalT, particularly in the Library. 

( 1 ) Those (A.K-.F. ) measures have now been completed. Partly due to 
iiuxmsistent orders, of the 32,000 odtl volumes of books, etc., ten months 
were spent by the old stafT of the Library in removing some 20,000 to 
tho ground floor, whereas the balance of 12,000 has been removed, un»lor 
Dr. Nag’s direction, in tho single month of January 1943.

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(2) This condition has been remedied by the appointment of Dr. Nag 
as General Secretary, upon the terms recommend^ in our preliminfiu*y 
report. 

(3) .General slackness and indiscipline, etc.*, of many members of the 
staff, both clerical and menial, had gradually reached very serious pro- 
portions. Henceforth a register shoidd bo kept by the Superintendent 
of the time kept by every member of the staff and the Rules about late 
attendance, etc., strictly enforced by the General Secretary. The authority 
of the Superintendent should be strengthened — all complaints, etc., should 
be made to him and brought by him to the notice of the General Secretary. 
Any approach by any member of the staff to individual members of the 
Coimcil should be considered a ground for dismissal. 

(3) and (4) Our task has been simplified to some extent by (a) the 
resignation of Mr. De. (6) The resignation of Mr. Das. (c) The dismissal 
of the temporary Filing Olerk whose services were no longer necessary. 
(d) The headlong flight without notice of all but four of the menial staff 
after the air-raid on 24-12-43. These were the men upon whom we had 
sought to rely for A.R.P. measures. Their work and discipline had 
been unsatisfactory for some considerable time and they were dismissed 
summarily. A smaller number of memials, including cycle peons, on 
shghtly higher pay, have been appointed in their place. 

Booi; Library. 

A modified version of the ‘Dewey’ system of cataloguing, etc., was 
adopted upon the recommendation of the Special Enquiry Committee, 
after very careful consideration of experienced advice. We are of opinion 
that it is fully adequate and eminently suitable for the peculiar neeils 
of our Library. The necessary special registers and equipment were 
purchased, at a cost of Rs.711. so far back as August 1941. We find 
that during the seventeen intervening months very little work has been 
done on the Authors Catalogues, leas on the Subjects Catalogue and some 
of the Registers have not even been touched. For many months nothing 
has been done at all. In such a lamentable state of affairs and in facte 
of such gross slackness, confusion, ignorance and lack of necessary ex- 
perience of those responsible, we are not surprised at the report of the 
Library Sub-Committoo. But the defects are not in the system adopted, 
but in the omission to work it. 

We estimate that with a proper staff and ordinary application the 
Authors Catalogue from 1934 to date can be completed within tlifee 
months. 

Dr. Nag has transferred to the Library Ray, who in the past has 
had considerable experience of work in our Library, and intends to 
transfer Gupta also, who is able to typo. In addition, we recommend that 
Mr. B. C. Bose, M.A., who has been appointed provisionally, be appointed 
permanently as Library Assistant upon the grade of Rs.75 — 5 — 125. 
We recommend also that Gupta, who has been about 19 years in our 
service upon the lower grade of Rs.SO — 3 — 80, plus a personal allowance 
of Rs.lO recommended by the Special Enqmry Committee, be raised tv^ 
the grade of Rs,75 — 6 — 125 with a commencing salary of Re. 100. 

MSS. Library. 

The neglect of our priceless collection of MSS. for many years past 
amounts almost to a disgrace. Since the death of Dr. H. P. Sastri their 
cataloguing has been talked about for a long time, but very little has 
been done and, in our opinion, much money has been wasted. We find 
that two part-time Editors alone succeeded in absorbing Rs. 25,000. We 
undertook, over six years ago, to prepare, witliin 2 years, a catalogue 
of 11,000 MSS. from the Indian Museum, entrusted to us by Government 

8b 
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and the work has not yet been toufiiied. We consider that these heavy 
tasks should bo undertaken fortVjwith and actively and unceasingly 
pursued by cultJirally qualified students tackling particular collection 
and being remunerated, upon a specified project basis, out of the Oriental 
Publication Ponds until the whole work has been cumplotod. We cannot 
afford to got all this necessary work done quickly without some voluntary 
help and we recommend that efforts bo made to enlist promising young 
scholars who are interested in this kind of work, and, in addition, that 
Mr. S. K. Saraswati, M.A., who has been appointed as Library Assistant 
provisionally upon a part-tune basis of 3 hours daily at a salary of Rs.lOO 
per month bo retained upon the same terms for the time being. The 
question of his permanent employment may be considered after six 
months’ experience has been gained. His salary siiould be debited to the 
Oriental I^ublications Fund No. i. 


Audit and Valuation^ Press, Publications, Stocli. 


The insurance of our possessions is in a most unsatisfactory and 
muddled condition, mainly owing to the fact that we have only the vaguest 
idea about their value. A proper valuation, so far as possible, should be 
commenced immediately and a new Policy taken out to cover accurately 
specified properties ancl (jomplete inventories should bo made of all our 
assets. A thorough overhaul of stock is necessary and accurate state- 
ments prepared showing which of our publications have been completed. 
The Press and Publications side of our activities has been neglected and 
lias suffered on account of slackness, lack of interest, unsuitability and 
lack of necessary e(|uif merit of the staff employed. We require constant 
information and advice about the business part of our undertaking and 
guidance about which publications are most in demand, so as to avoid 
hlticking too much capital in slow-selling publications. For all these 
puriKisos v'O recommend the provisional appointment of Mr. D. Burman, 
M.Com., on a part-time basis of 3 hours daily and a salary of Rs.lOO per 
month to date from the Ist of February, 1943. His permanent appomt- 
ment may be considered later. 


It will he ob.scrved that our recommendations are mainly tentative 
and experimental and their success will depend ui)on con.stant supervision, 
trial, coiisiiltation and report. In conclusion tlierefore we recommend 
that this KSub-("ommitteo be re-appomted, to assist the General becretary, 
make interim reports if necessary, and, aftej' six months’ trial, review the 
situation generally, report to the Council on the results of the measures 
taken, and advise about the future. (Sd. C. b. box, bir John 
Williams, C. W. Gunior and Kalidas Nag.)

Figure, 

This is a small but very complete i)ortablo shrine con- 
taining a gilt metal figure, probably representing the Green 
Tara, or the ajKJtheosised form of the Nepalese princess Bhri- 
Kuti, who was instrumental in bringing Buddhism to Tibet in 
sev(mth century A.D. There is a padded silk aureole at the 
back of the figure serving as a cushion when the shrine is being 
carried.

(a) 13 Koch and Tipperah silmr Covrts. 

(i) Coin of Narandrdyana of Cooch Behar (Silver), 

Naranarayana flourished in the sixteenth century 
A.D. and wielded great influence in Northern 
Bengal and some parts of Assam. The present 
coin comes from Assam and is dated in 1477 Saka 
era, correspoiiding to* 1555 A.D. The obverse 
bears the name of the King in early Bengali 
script while the reverse describes him as a great 
devotee of the God Siva. 

(ii-vii) Coins of V ijayandmyana of Tipperah. 

This King flourished also in the fifteenth century ^ 
A.D. and, if we are to believe in the files of the 
Tipperah Raj, carried on extensive conquests in 
the north, east and west. It is dated in 1481 
Saka era, corresponding to 1559 A.D. The 
obverse bears the name of the Edrig in early 
Bengah script and on the reverse he is described 
as a devotee of Kara and Gauri. 

(viii-xiii) Spurious Coins of Vijayandrciyana of Tipperah. 

These are the imitations of th(^ above coins where 
the legends have been reversed on account of the 
fa(^t that, by mistake, the dies have been prepared 
with the legends in positive.

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The General Secretary reported that there had been no 
lapses of election under Rule 9 and no withdrawals of applica- 
tion since the previous meeting. 

In accordance with Rule 48 (d), the General Secretary 
submitted for confirmation by the meeting the final report of the 
Sub-Committee appointed by the Council in November, 1942, 
containing certain salaried appointments, which was accepted 
with certain modifications by the Council at their meetings on 
16-2-1943 and 16-3-1943. 

Final Report of the Sub-Committee. 

During the last two months we have had a full opportunity of enquiring 
into the working of the system of athninistration recommoridod by the 
Special Enquiry Committee and the other matters referred to us and wo 
have had the advantage of Dr. Nag’s co-operation and advice. Wo are 
siitisfied that the state of shw^kness and confuRion, inadequacy and 
inefficiency to which we referred in our preliminary report was not due 
to any fundamental defects in the system recommended and adopted for 
the Library, the staff and the a<lministration generally, but to factors, 
some temporary and some of longer standing, which ha\'(^ impeded 
seriously the successful working of tlie system. Those hwtor.s are; — 

(1) Disorganization, confusion, and partial suH|)cnsii>n of work as a 

result of A.R.r. nu'asures taken to Kiifcguard our possessions. 

(2) Lfwk of regular aiui adequah^ supervision and continuity of 

poli(^y owing to upset caused by transfers of personnel 
among Government servants. 

(3) General slackn«\s.s, iiidiwipline, )‘v<‘k of co-ordination and inatten- 

tion to work (d* the staff, partly due to war scares. 

(4) Inefficiency, imsuitability, and la(*k of necos.Hiiry cultural 

equipment of cerhiin members of tlio staff, particularly in 
the Library. 

(1) These (A.R.P.) measures have now been completed. 1‘artly due 
to inconsistent orders, of the .32, 000 odd v'olumes of hooks, etc, ten months 
were spent by the old staff of the I abrary in removing some 20,(M)0 to tlie 
ground floor, wljerca.s the balance of 12,000 lias l.>eon nanoved, under 
Dr. Nag’s direction, in the .single month of January, 1043. 

(2) This condition has been remedied by the appointment of Dr. Nag 
as General Secretary, upon the terms rocommondtid in our ),>reliminary 
report. 

(3) General slackness and indiscipline, etc. of many members of the 
staff, both clerical and menial, had gradually roatdiod v^ery serious pro- 
portions. Henceforth a register should bo kept by the Superintondent 
of the time kept by every meinlaT of the staff' and the RmIos about late 
attendance, etc. stricGy enforced by the General Secretary. The authority 
of the Superintondent should he strengthened — -call complaints, etc. 
should be made to him and hroxight by him to the notice of the General 
vSef:retary, Any approach by any member of the stfiff to individual 
members of the C’ouncil should bo considered a ground for disinispwil. 

(3-4). Our task has been simplified to some extent by — {a) The 
resignation of Mr. De. {h) The resignation of Mr. Das. (c) The dismissal 
of the temporary Filing ( Jerk whose services were no longer nw^esstiry. 
(ri) The headlong flight without notice of all but four of the menial staff 
after the air-raid on 24-12-1942. These wore the men upon whom we 
had sought to roly for A.R.P. measures. Their work and discipline had 
been unsatisfactory for some considerable time and they were dismissed 
summarily. A smaller number of menials, including cycle peons, on slightly 
higher pay, have been appointed in their place. 
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Book Library, 

A modified version of tlio ‘Dewey* system of 'cataloguing, etc. was 
adopted upon the recommendati< n of the Special Enquiry' Committee, 
after very careful consideration of experienced advice. We are of opinion 
that it is fully adequate and eminently suitalde for the peculiar needs of 
our Library. Tiio necessary special registers and equipment were pur- 
chased, at a cost of Rs.711, so far back as Augiist, 1941. We find that 
during the seventeen intervening months very little work has been done 
on the Authors Catalogue, less on the Subjects Catalogue and some of the 
Regish?r8 have not even been touched. For many months nothing has 
Vieon done at all. In such a lamentable state of alfairs and in face of such 
gross slackness, confusion, ignorance and lacli of necessary experience of 
those responsible, wo are not surprised at the report of the Library Sub- 
Committ€»e. But the defects are not in the system adopted, but in the 
omission to work it. 

We estimate that with a proper staff and ordinary application the 
Authors Catalogue from 1934 to date can be completed wnthin three 
month.s, and the Subjects Catalogue for the same period within another 
tliroc months. 

Dr. Nag has transferred to the Library Rayo, who in tlio past had had 
consi<iera])lc exjierience of work in our Librarj , and intends to transfer 
Gupta, also, who is able to type?. In addition, we recommend that 
Mr. B. C. Bose, M.A., vlio has been apjiointed provisionally, be appointed 
perman(>ntly as Library Assistant upon the grade of Rs.75 — — 125. We 
recommemd also t’.at Mr. N. Gupta, who has boon about 19 years in our 
service up(jn tlic K;wer grade of Rs.50 — 3 — 80, plus a personal allowance of 
Rs.lO rec> *mnionded by the 8pecial Enquiry Committee, be raised to the 
grade of Rs.75 — 5 — 125 with a commencing salary of Rs.lOih 


MSS. Library. 

The neglect of our priceless collection of MSS. for many years past 
amounts almost to a (hsgrace. Since the death of Dr. H. P. Sastri their 
cataloguing has been talked about for a long time, but very little has been 
done and, in our opinion, much money has been w^asted. We find that 
two part-time Editors alone succeeded in absorbing Rs.25,000. We 
undertook, over six years ago, to prepare, vithin two years, a cr^talogue 
of 11,009 MSS. from the Indian Museum, entr\isted to us by Govornmont 
and tlie work has not yet been touched. We consider that these heavy 
tasks should be undertaken forthwith and actively and imceasingly 
pursued by culturally qualified students tackling particular collection 
and being remunerated, upon a .specific project basis, out of tljo Oriental 
Publication Funds until tlie whole w^ork has been coniplcted. We cannot 
afford to get all tliis necessary work done quickly witliout some voluntary 
help and v^ e rtjcommend that efforts be made to enlist promising young 
scholars wJjo are interested in this kind of work, and, in adchtion, that 
Mr. S. K. Sariinsvvati, M.A., who has been appointed as Library Assistant 
provisionally upon a part-time basis of 3 hours daily at a salary of Rs.lOO 
per month ] 3 e retained upon the same terms for the time being. The 
question of his permanent employment may be considered after six 
months’ experionect has been gained. His salary should be debited to the 
Oriental Publications Fund No. 1. 


Audit and Vahmtion, Fres^, Publications^ Stock. 

The insurance of our possessions is in a most unsatisfactory and 
muddled condition, mainly owing to the fact that we have only the 
vaguest idea about their value. A proper valuation, so far as possible, 
should be commenced immediately and a new Policy taken out to cover 
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accurately specified properties and complete inventories should bo made 
of all our assets. A thorough overhaul of stock is necessary and accurate 
statements prepared showing which of our publications have been com- 
pleted. The Press and Publication side of our activities has boon neglected 
and has suffered on account of slackness, locik of interest, unsuitability 
and lack of necessary ecpiipment of the staff employed. We require 
constant information and advice about the business part of our undertaking 
and guidance about which publications are most in demand, so as to avoid 
blocking too much capital in slow-selling publications. For all these 
purposes we rec'onunend the provisional appointment of Mr, D. Barman, 
M.Com., on a part-time basis of 3 hours daily and a salary of Rs.lOO per 
month to date from the 1st of February, 1943. His permanent appoint- 
ment may be considered later. 

It will be observed that onr reconunendations aro mainly tentative 
and experimental and their success will depend upon (constant supervision, 
trial, consultation and report. In conclusion therefore we recommend 
that this Sub-(Jommittee bo re-appointed, to assist tiie General Secretary, 
make interim ref)ort8 if, necessary, and, after six months trial, review the 
situation generally, report to the Council on the results of the measurea 
taken, and advise about the future. 

Consideration of Final Report of the Sub-Committee appointed by 
the Coxincil on 2-11-1942. Order: Accept the majority report with the 
following modifications. Mr. Bose to remain provisionally ap})ointed. 
Mr. Gupte granted provisionally a salary of Rs.lOO irrespective of grade 
with effect from 1st February, 1943.

Mr. Pramil 
Bose, Assistant Librarian, Calcutta University, is aj)pointed to assist in 
the organization of the Library on an honorarium of Rs.300.

In this paper, tlie author has given an account of twenty- 
eight so far unpubhshed specimens of terracottas, reported to 
have been found at Mathura, which are now preserved in the 
Francis Hopp Museum of Asiatic Arts at Budapest in Hungary. 
On considerations of stylistic evolution and analogy witli those 
specimens of terrac'ottas whose ages have been established, the 
author thinks that these may be ascribed to the post-Indus 
Valley, pre-Maurya, Maurya, Sunga, Kushana and Gupta periods. 
The rehgious and secular characteristics of these specimens have 
been dealt with and the stages of evolution which they have 
gone through are also indicated.

The funeral customs of Korkus and the Sedoli rites have 
been descaibed by Hiralal and Russell, and other writers. A 
photograph of memorial tablets has been published by Major 
Gordon. No photograph of the Memorial posts nor any descrip- 
tion of the chambered variety of Mundas has so far been published. 

In this paper, the author describes in detail the Sedoli 
ceremonial and notes the points of resemblance with the Santal 
and Oraoii bone disposal rites. He has also noted details of the 
solid type Munda and of the chambered variety, obser^ c^d by 
him. Photographs of the different types and of a Bengal 
br^akastfia, which is a similar memorial post, are also given in it.

(1-2) Two copper-plate OAnts of Sasanka. 

These grants were discovered, somewhere in Midnapore 
district, about six years ago, and a short account of them mth 
photographs and a tentative reading of the text were published 
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by Mr. Manishi Nath Basu, B.L., in a local paper Madhavi, 
i^hadha, 1346 B.S. (pp. 3~6). They remained, however; 
unknown to most scholars till the exhibitor happened to see 
them in course of a recent visit to Midnapore (April 23, 1943) 
and brought them to Calcutta. Both of them record grants of 
land during the reign of Sasanka. One of these Grants was made 
by the sarmnta Somadatta who was the Governor of Dandabhukti 
to which administrative unit Utkaladesa was also attached. 
The second Grant was made by Mahapratiliara Subhakirtti. 
Both the Grants were issued from the adhikarana of Tavira. 
Both the inscriptions contain dates but the numerical symbols 
used have not been met with before and the interpretation is, 
therefore, doubtful. The date of the record, when finally fixed, 
is likely to throw njew light on the history of Sasanka. 

(3) A new Inscription^ engraved on an Image of Ganesa. 

This new inscription has been recently discovered in the 
village of Narayanpur, in the Tipperah district. A paper- 
rubbing of the inscription was brought to Dr. D. C. Sircar on 
April, 25, 1943, and he has subsequently secured an inked 
estampage. The inscription records that the image w^as set up 
in the 4th regnal year of Maharajadhiraja Mahipaladeva, by the 
merchant Buddhamitra, an inhabitant of Vilikandhaka in 
Samatata. 

The Chairman then {‘ailed upon Dr. R. C. Majumdar to 
open a symposium on the early History of Bengal on the basis 
of recent researches and requested the members present to 
join in the Discussion,

The author analyzes the use by Kalidasa of a type of imagery 
more familiar in Sanskrit than in western poctrv, ^j^mely, that 
illustrating scenes and activities in the material world from 
phases of consciousness, or one psychological experience from 
another. It is suggested that the underlying ground for the 
prominence of this type of simile lies in the introspectiveness of 
Sanskrit thought and literature and in the sense of the equivalence 
on the ])]ane of reality, such as it may be, of the material world 
and personal consciousness. With a view to defining the subject 
for the 'western reader, the author quotes a rare instance of this 
type of sirnih'- in western literature, viz. Leigh Hunt’s sonnet on 
the river Nile: — 

‘ It flows through old hushed Egypt and its sand 
Lihe some gram mighty thought threading a dr earn, ^ 

Brief referejice is then made to the use of the psychological 
simile in the Ramayana and in the works of Asvaghosha which 
are among the most important influences on Kalidasa. The 
author then traces the use of this imagery from Kalidasa, taking 
instances from (a) the simple consciousness of existence, (6) in- 
tellectual processes, such a.s education and memory, (c) the 
experience of volition (where the simile is largely due to verbal 
play on the word^Manoratha’), (d) emotional experience, such as 
affection, and (e) moral conflict. Reference is made to the 
difficulty of finding a dividing-line between genuine similes from 
psychological experience and similes from the conventional 
fields of eroti(; ideas (Srngara) as codified by Vatsayana, or 
from conventional ideas associated with dharma and arthasastra. 
It is pointed out in conclusion that the range of conscious and 
subconscious experience is only one branch of the fiehi of abstract 
ideas on which Kalidasa draws for the ornament of simile in aU 
its forms; and that thife faculty of illustration from the abstract 
to the concrete is distinctive not of Kalidasa as compared with 
other Sanskrit writers, but of Sanskrit literature as a whole 
compared with the western classics. 

In the discussion that followed the reading of the paper, 
Prof. E. R. Dodds of the University of Oxford took part, wo

7'here are four important tribal groups in the U.P. ; (1) the 
Mirzapur tribes, (2) the tribes of the submontane districts, 

(3) the Khasas and other tribes of the cis-Himalayan region, and 

(4) the wandering and vagrant tribes. 

So far, no data on the Blood Groups of the Mirzapur tribes 
who are believed to be racially akin to the Munda-speaking 
tribes of Chotanagpur and adjacent Indian States exist. The 
Korwas are the most j)rimitive tribe in this area and their blood 
groups data are given for the first time by the author. It has 
been found that the Korwas are a more or less inbred group, 
faced with extinction. Their blood groups show a high A con- 
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centration which is highly Rignificant. The paper is concluded 
with a discussion of their blood groups.

2. Harish Chandra Ray.— iJepor/ on a Collection of 
Molluscs from Santal Parganas, Bihar. 

In this paper, the author lias made an endeavour to study 
and group the collection of molluscs obtained by Drs. H. S. Rao 
and H. A. Hafiz of the Zoological Survey of India from the 
District of Santal Parganas in Bihar. It has been found that 
it contains seventeen genera and twenty-seven species. The 
most interesting find is that of a young^shell of land snail from 
the scrub jungle on the slope of Phuijori Hills, about 20 miles 
from Dumka in Deoghar Sub-Division. Ir is tlie type of the 
‘ large depressed variety ’ . 

The examination of the specimens has revealed certain 
interesting facts connected vdth t)ie geogi’aphic al distribution 
of a few species and varieties hitlierto unknown from the area. 

The author has grouped the species and varieties according 
to Kennard and Woodward, and Pilsbry and Bequaert. 

3. B, C. Kitndu. — Anatomy of Jute Stem u'ith special 
reference to Cambial Acthyity and Distrihuiioyi of Fibres in relation 
to Leaf -Trace System. 

In this paper, the author has described the anatomy of 
jute stem in diffeient stages of development. In the young 
stem it has been found that the vascular tissues are not arranged 
in the form of discrete bundles, but tliey form a vascular ring 
from the beginning. The fibres which are all secondary in 
origin differentiate fuliy only in internodes whi(ih hav e ceased 
to grow in extension. Secondary phloem and secondarj^ xylem 
are continually added on its two sides by the activity of the 
cambium. In the secondary jdiloem patches of fibres and soft 
phloem tissue are arranged alternately in radial seriation. The 
product: on of xylem is much greater than that of phloem. 

Mucilage cells and canals are found to be abundantly present 
in the stem, in the pith and in the cortical tissues. Crystals 
of calcium oxalate occur widely in all the tissues except the 
xylem. Tannin in various forms is present in some varieties of 
Cor chorus mpsularis. The j>hyllotaxy is f, but may be | in 
vigorously growing shoot. Each leaf usually has three bundles, 
w&ch enter the stern as a trilacunar trace. An attempt has 
been made to work out the course of the trace bundles in the 
stem axis. 

The distribution of the fibres in relation to the leaf-trace 
system has been worked out in detail. Fibres are absent in 
the bundles of the leaf; but as the bundles enter the stem axis, 
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fibres gradually differentiate in the traces at first towards the 
periphery of the trace and then centripetally towards the inner 
side. When tlie bundles properly take their position in the 
axis, cambial activity completely encloses the trace strands 
and new fibres continue to be formed on the outside. 

In conclusion, the author has discussed the problems of 
fibre differentiation, and distribution of fibres in relation to 
leaf -trace system in the light of previous (iontributions on the 
subject and of his present .study. 

The paper is illustrated by plates and numerous figures. 

The Chairman thanked Dr. W. G. Griffiths and Mr. D.

The following papers were read : — 

1, K. Biswas. — Systerriaiic Position of a Common Tree Fern 
of the Eastern Himalaya with a note on the genus Cyathea. 

Considerable confusion was discovered as regards the correct 
systematic position of many species of Indian and Burmese 
ferns and fern allies during the examination of type, co-type 
and duplicate sheets in Kew, British Museum (Natural History), 
London, Edinburgh and Calcutta Herbarium. It is high time 
that the (correct determination of the species should be 
established. 

In this paper, the author has dealt with one of the most 
common tree ferns of the Eastor?i Himalayas which has been 
considered by different well-known Pteridologists as three 
different species if not four. His study has revealed that there 
exists only one species, namely, Cyathea spinulosa Wall, and the 
rest are mere varieties or different forms which hav^c developed 
under different ecological conditions. The confusion was 
evidently due to mainly herbarium work without mu fill reference 
to the study of the plant in the field at different stages of its 
growth in different localities in India. 

2. M. L. Roonwal. — Note on the colour of the iris, of the 
bare orbital skin around the eyes and of the edges of the eye-lids in 
the Indian Ring-Dove, 

In 1940 the author furnished the available data on the 
characteristics of the three subspecies of Streptopelia decaocto, 
namely, S. d. decaocto (Frivaldszky) (the Indian Ring-Dove), S, d. 
stoliczkae (Hume) (the Kashgar Ring-Dove), and S. d, xanihocyclvs 
(Newman) (the Burmese Ring-Dove). 

During a collecting tour in Rajputana in October-November 
1941, Dr. B. N. Chopra and the author collected a few Ring- 
Doves which made it possible for him to observe the colour of the 
iris, of the bare orbital skin around the eyes and of the edges of 
the eye-lids in fresh specimens. The following observations were 
made on a fresh male of S, d. decaocto shot near R. Berach at 
Chittorgarh (Mewar State, Rajputana) on October 8, 1941. 
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Iris. — The iris was crimson-pink witli a very thin outer 
black ring, the black ring not having been previously* described 
in any of the subspecies. 

Naked orbital shin around the eyes. — The colour uf the naked 
orbital skin was pale grey tinged, in irregulai patches, with a distinct 
bright lemon-yelhw. Hitherto, the yeUow tinge has not been 
recorded in >S^ d. dec€U)cto, but has been considered as characteristic 
of S. d. xanthocyclus. 

Edges of the eyedids. — ^These were yellowish- white ; hitherto 
only red edges have been recorded. 

3. K, P. Chattopadhyay. — Two Indian Rafts. 

In this note the author describes two new types of rafts. 
One is a reed raft in use in Northern Bengal and the other is a 
gourd raft used on the upper reaches of the Jumna in the United 
Provinces. The paper is illustrated by a photograph of each 
type of rafts. 

4. K. P, Chattopadhyay — Bengal coiled Basketry. 

In this paper, the author has endeavoured to treat scienti- 
fically the technique of coiled basketry in Bengal. He has found 
it to be iieculiar to Bengal, which is allied to carpentry, as 
opposed to sewing and weaving that are associated with the 
ordinary plaited basket-work. The method of pinning adjacent 
coils can be compared to the fitting together of planks in carvel- 
built boats. The paper is illustrated by sketches. 

5. S. L. Hoba and K, S. Misba. — On a small Collection of 
Fish from Iraq. 

. A small collection of fish from the Persian Gulf and from 
the Hors and the rivers Shatt-al-Arab, Tigris and the Euphrates 
is dealt with. Of the supposed occurrence of about 50 species 
in these waters, sj)ecimens of only 13 were received from 
Mr. Dimitry D. Belayew, Specialist in Fisheries, Directorate 
General of Agriculture, Baghdad, Iraq . The material has enabled 
the authors to amplify the existing descriptions of as many as 9 
species, and 2 have been found to be new to science. One of 
these is a mullet while the other is a kind of perch.

(6) The General ^crotary sliall call a meeting of the Advisory Board 
in the first week of December every year, at the same time requesting 
the members to bring with them to the meeting the detailed statements of 
the work or attainments of such candidates as they may wish to propose. 
The General 8ecretary shall also place before the lioard for consideration 
detailed statements of the work or attainments of any other candidate 
submitted by a Fellow of the Society. The Board after due consideration 
shall make the selection of a name to be submitted to tlie Council at its 
December meeting. The Council may for specified reasons request the 
Board to re-consider their decision but shall not be competent to substitute 
another name for the one already recommended by the Board. 

(6) If in any year a deserving candidate is not available, the Board 
shall abstain from the selection of any name to be submitted to the 
Council and no medal sliall be awarded for the year. But the interest 
on the Fund should continue to accumulate and should be utilized in a 
subsequent year in awarding two medals to two suitable candidates, if 
available. 

(7) The name or names of the medallist or medallists shall be printed 
in the Calcutta Gazette as well as in the Society’s Year-Book. 

The General Secretary reported that, in accordance with 
Nos. 3 and 4 of the Regulations regarding the award of the 
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said medal, the Council had appo'nied an Advisory Board con- 
sisting of the following members:—

The Chairman announced that, in accordance with Rules 2c 
and 13, Council recommended for election as Associate Members

The Chairman called upon the General Secretary to state 
the grounds on which the recommendations had been made, 
and he stated as follows : — 


‘Mr. Boy is one of our foremost scholars of early Bengali. 
He was for many years in charge of MS. Library of the Bangiya 
Sahitya Parishad, and subsequently he became Lecturer in the 
Dept, of Bengali in the University of Calcutta from which office 
he retired some years ago. Mr. Roy is well-known as the dis- 
coverer and editor of our oldest middle Bengali text, the Sri- 
Krisna-Kirttana of Bodu Chandidasa, a work comparable in 
linguistic and literary importance to the works of Chaucer in 
English, and his edition Ls one of the best examples of how an 
old text should be edited. Since his retirement from the 
University, Mr. Roy is continuing his interest in Early Bengali 
and allied' studies, and is working at a Dictionary of Early Bengali. 
An Associate Membership of the Society will be a very great help 
for this fine old scholar who will appreciate very much the 
facilities to consult the Library. 


Rev. F. A. Peter is not unknown to us— we published some 
time ago in our Journal an important paper by him on Tibetan 
Lamaistic Iconography. Mr. Peter is Swiss by nationahty and 
is from Zurich, and formerly he was connected with the Moravian 
Mission in Ladakh, like the late Dr. Erancke, the Tibetamst, so 
long associated with the Society. He is now in the Canadian 
Mission, and is posted at Palampore in Kangra district in the 
Punjab. Mr. Peter is a Tibetanist and besides is a very good 
artist, and if he can be associated with us, the Tibetan side of 
our research activities will be greatly strengthened.’

The Chairman called upon Dr. Kalidas Nag to read an 
obituary notice of the late Mr. K. C. De, C.I.E., I.C.S , written by 
Mr. L. R. Faweus, C.I.E., I.C.S. 

The following papers were read : — 

1. Mukundamukari Chakravarty and Amiya Bhusan 
Kar. — Observations on two Coccidia Eimeria trionyxae n.sp. 
and Eimeria triangularis n,sp.y from the Intestine of the Turtle 
Trionyx gangeticus Cuv. 

The coccidian parasites described in this paper are supposed 
to be new to science as they do not resemble any known species 
of Eimeria so far discovered, and till now no other coccidian 
parasite has been reported to have been found in the turtle 
Trionyx gangeticus. Tiie authors have named these two new 
parasites Eimeria trionyxae and Eimeria triangularis after the 
host and shape of the oocyst respectively. The paper is illus- 
trated by text-figures, together with detailed descriptions and 
diagnoses of the two species. 

2. Jkanendra Lal Bhaduri and Krishna Chandra 
Ghose. — Notes on the dorso-lumhar Veins in the common Indian 
Toad Bufo melanostictus Schneider. 

In this paper the authors have studied the numerical 
variation in the dorso-luinbar veins of the common Indian toad 
Bufo melanostictus. It is shown by statistical analysis that the 
range, two to three vessels, is the most commonly occurring 
feature. Further, a comparison of the dorso-lumbar veins of 
the described examples, belonging to the genera Rana, Hyla 
and XenopuSy with those of Bufo is made to indic^ate the lines 
of their apparent specialization. Evidence of the origin of 
numerical variability of the dorso-lumbars (^an be adducted from 
Gaupp’s account of the development of the renal-portal system. 

3. D. H. Gordon — Hellenism in North-umt hidia. 

In this paper, the author reopens the whole question of 
Indian Hellenism as well as of the specific contribution of the 
Greeks to Indian art. He closely examines the theory of W. W. 
Tarn in his book ‘Greeks in Bactria and India ’. He also points 
out that there is a strong similarity between terracottas of 
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hellenistic style found in Gandhara and those found in Selucia, 
and he comes to the conclusion that the hellenistic characteristics 
found on the Graeco- Buddhist art objects were not produced by 
any specially imported artists or craftsmen but were part of 
widespread art influences throughout the Middle East as the 
inevitable consequence of the hellenistic dynasties set up as a 
result of Alexander’s conquest. The paper compels a thorough 
revision in the matter of dating the Gandhara sculptures. 

The following exhibit was shown and commented upon : — 

1. Mahfuz-ttl Haq. — Fragment of the original illustrated 
Persian Translation of the Kathd Sarit Sdgara (or, The Ocean 
of the Streams of Story) made at the instance of the Emperor Ahhar. 

Among the Sanskrit works translated at the instance of 
the Emperor Akbar was the famous Kathd Sarit Sdgara. Mulla 
‘Abd-ul Qadir Badayuni, who was entrusted with the work in 
1003/1595, gives certain details about the circumstances in 
which he undertook the translation, in his Muntakhab-ut-Tawdrikh 
(English Translation, \ ol. ii, pp. 415-16). A modern copy of the 
Persian translation, transcribed for Mr. Richard Johnson, 
is in the India Office Library (Ethe, No. 1987). Mr. A. C. 
Ardeshh of Poona has acquired 19 miniatures from the original 
Akbar manuscripts. 

Photographs of the text and the paintings were 
exhibited. 

The Chairman announced the result of the ballot for the 
election of Ordinary Members and declared that the candidates 
had been duly elected. 

The Chairman drew attention of the members to the next 
Discussion meeting on Thursday, the 1 6th December, at G-30 p.m. 
when Mr. M. A. E. Hirtzel, O.B.E., M.A. (Oxon), wouid speak 
on ‘The River Systems of Bengal’ and invited the members to 
attend it.

The Late Mari Albert Johan van Manen. 

Born: Nijmegen, Holland, 16th April, 1877. 

As a youth he was not exactly a symbol of virtue. 

On the contrary, lie gave his parents and teachers a lot of 
trouble. 

In their native town he and also his brothers had the 
reputation of giving vent profusively to tlieir impulsive natures. 
Whatever about Van Manen ’s boyish ways and conduct, his 
mind was active enough. Instead of concentrating on school 
work, he often was found with tlie Koran, tlie Holy liooks of 
the riiinese and otlier reading of this kind. 

As a youngster he already bec ame the Editor of a philatelic 
Magazine'. He also lielonged to tbc' iTgular visitors of the 
‘Haarlem Librar\' Tin* thcui Librarian, Mr. J. W. Enschede, 
influcnec'd Van Manen ’s fn.ture life consideralily. 

Already in this ])eriocl Van Manen was of the parties of 
young artists and thinktus of very advanced policy. Actually 
Van Manen, for the rc'st of his life, remained a Bohemian. 

Later on we find him as a re})orter connected with a well- 
known Daily in Holland. But soon lie r(*alizes his shortcomings. 
He left the iK'WspaperV oflice anci started reaciing very intensivedy 
Latin and Greek, 

Then Tlieosophy, its principles and ten(>ts, takes his fanc'y. 
He started a thorough study of this Dogma and soon was 
invited to translate into the Netherlands language Mrs. 
Blavat sky’s famous book ‘The Secret Doctrine’, 

\'an Mancm found in tlie thcosophic al world a calling and a 
career. His linguistic talents ])avc'd the way for exploring 
folklore of ancient pe()x>les. 

Is it surjirising that Van Mancm was drawn to India, India, 
a fountain of mystic philc^sophy, ancient religions, wisdom and 
mysteries ? 

He arrived in the country of his fancy in February, 1899. 

From 1909-1916 he was aeding as second librarian and during 
the war as librarian of the Adyar Library, Madras (privately, 
not officially). 

He lived in Ghoom (near Darjeeling) from the year 1916-1918 
(2|) for the'purpose of studying the Tibetan language. 

In the year 1918 he was invited by the BritLsh-Indian 
Government to be one of the active members of the AU-India 
Library Conference at Lahore.

During the years ] 918-1921 he was invited by the British- 
Indian Goyeminont to accept the post of Librarian of the 
Imperial Library, Calcutta. 

He accepted in the year 1922 an invitation which made 
him an Assistant in charge of the Anthropologi(;al Section of the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, for the purpose of re-arranging the 
Tibetan collections of 1923 up till date; ])ecame a member of the 
Senate of the Calcutta University. 

He acted as General Sei retary of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal from 1923-1939, which Society, under his Se(iretaryship, 
received Epithet Royal from tlie King of England after her 
150 years’ existencje. 

He was Editor of tlie year Issues of the Journal and 
Proceedings of the Roval Asiatic Society of Bengal from 1923- 
1939. ‘ * 

Was Editor of the Memoirs of Id from 1923-1939. In the 
same time-space acted as Editor of the Bibliotheca Indic a (series 
of articles, written in Oriejital languages: Sanskrit, Persian, 
Ara])i(t, Tibetan, etc. (‘tc.). In this time he was also Managing 
Secretary of tluj Indian Science Congress Assoc^iatioji and Editor 
of their Proceedings. 

He was working in the Censor-office of Calcutta from 1939 
until the moment of his death.

My own testimony to his greatness of intellect must be brief. 
Better read tlian anyone in the antiquities of the country, he 
possesseci a cheerful, facile humour, keen and refined, that 
informed the whole man. 

It must be admitted that many of the papers read here are 
badly delivered and boring to tlie last degree, but, full of philo- 
sophical toleration he attached no importance to his own 
knowledge, for I never saw nor heard a trace of superiority 
or unkindness in his comments. 

When he rose to sum up points discussed, his comments 
were as clear as crystal, as complete as a circle, and as amusing 
as a novel. There was nothing he did not adorn, and I regret 
not having preserved more vestiges of the grace of his conversa- 
tion, He possessed little eccentricities of thought and tempera- 
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ment which seemed to separate him from the rest of the world 
and he will cling to the memory of members of this Society like a 
figure in a dream. 

A lovable character, full of charity of heart and pocket, he 
was often preyed upon without that arousing resentment, and 
it might be said that he was

A Note. 

Johan van Manen was, as everyone who knew him would 
agree, a most remarkable man: remarkable in many ways. 
Speaking for myself, I found him to be in several direct tions 
one of the best-read men 1 have met. Had he cared to set himself 
the task of contributing to some one branch of knowledge by 
means of an actual book, I believe he might have written a 
valuable treatise in the domain of Comparative Religion. He 
was well equipped for such a task, and certainly would have 
regarded it from an unusual angle. Most of those who have 
devoted thought to that subject would seem to have approached 
it from the anthropological standpoint. William James dealt 
with yet another aspect of it in his Varieties of Religious 
Experience. Van Manen, who was deeply versed in the literature 
of the subject, leaned, by reason of his own special ‘niake-u])’ 
to whatever emerged in the form of efflorescence of religious 
‘ideas’. By reason of that special make-up he would have 
produced something of originality in the field I allude to. 

Most people who came across him in the course of his more 
recent employment will have been struck by his talents as a 
linguist. He was what I call a natural linguist. There are 
many linguists — professed linguists — some of distinction even, 
who had not anything like van Manen ’s natural talents.

A student of language he was; but those studios might have 
availed him little had be not possessed a quite extraordinary 
talent for interpreting the speech of Man. He read, wrote, and 
spoke with fluency several European languages besides his own 
mother tongue. In matter of pronunciation he fell short of 
what others attain whose ears are more attuned to musical 
sounds and who are thus more apt at mimioing their fellow 
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creatures. But the basic forms on which a laiiguage is built, 
its grammatical structure, the idiomatic phraseology which 
characterizes a language in the age of its advancement, presented 
no difficulties to him. He could read Latin well and had more 
than the average college student’s knowledge of Greek. He 
was not wholly unacquainted with Russian. As to Oriental 
studies he was not and never pretended to be a Sanskritist in the 
acce|)ted sense ; but he knew the character and structure of that 
important language and to nearly the same extent the corres- 
ponding features of Tamil and of the kindred languages of South 
India. He was for more reasons than one drawn to the languages 
of China, and had some acquaintance with itc more classical 
modes of expression . He would not, h ow^ver, have for a moment 
pretended to scholarship in the Chinese sense of that word. 
But he loved what he had succeeded in extracting, albeit through 
the medium of translation, from Chinese literature; and he was 
particularly interested in the philosophy — ^if the expression be 
pcTOiitted — associated witli the name of Lae Tze. Himself a keen 
and observant student of the ordinary man, van Manen combined 
a zest for cynicism when the same was clothed in the garments of 
wit and humour, with a profound capacity for affection strong 
enough to be described by the word love. In the records of 
Chinese thought throughout the long ages which have distin- 
guished Chinese culture and civilization he found a very great 
deal which stimulated this dual reaction to manifestation of 
human symj^athy and to the expression of human wit and wisdom. 

It was, I think, this duality in his make-up which prevented 
van Manen from remaining an orthodox Christian. Before he 
reached middle life his appreciation of the mysterious forces 
which seem at once to surround and permeate mankind led him 
towards one of the most recent forms in which the religious 
sense had manifested itself — ^Theosophy. The cult had then 
but recently been much advertised by the notoriety which 
suri'ounded the late Madame Blavatsky and the late Colonel 
Olcott in respect of their claims to special forms of so-called 
‘occult’ power. Van Manen, however, was led to make some 
study of Tlieosophy which was the same as then being expounded 
by Mrs. Anni(3 Besant. Desiring greater practical acquaintance 
with its methods of approach to everyday problems, van Manen 
joined Mrs. Besant and her followers in their well-known settle- 
n;ent at Adyar near Madras. Amongst them van Manen lived 
for several years and may be said, incidentally, to have borne 
some pjy’t in the gnidual evolution of the present offshoot from 
that school, associated with the name of Krishnamurti. Had 
he been minded, at the point of death, to make some confession 
of Eaith he might have been heard to say, I think, that he 
regarded Krishnamurti as probably nearer than is any other 
living person to the ability for setting forth a system— not 
perhaps a philosophy — capable of guiding the ordinary man and 
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woman nearer than such persons have yet come to by other means 
towards ultimate spiritual truth. 

In late years when his work had for long lain in other 
directions — ^namely, in more active work in the world than was 
possible for him at Adyar, and during the period when he had 
become most closely associated with the Asiatic Society of Bengal, 
he evinced a growing interest in Tibetan lore and language. 1 
think, however, it was the Chinese influence on Tibet which had 
di*awn him towards these later studies. 

During the last ten years of his life van Manen came across 
an orphaned Chinese child, a boy who had passed his infancy 
on the fringe of Tibef — the Indo-Tibetan border. He seemed to 
find in this clidd many of those special quaHties whicli from 
afar he himself had admired in the race from which tlie boy had 
sprung. \'an Manen ’s capacity for understanding the human 
mind and heart soon enabled him to overcome those difficulties 
which to a man less endowed would have prevented the relations 
between these two developing into anything beyond the ordinary 
ties of master and servant. Van Manen, however, set himself to 
draw out every experience between infamjy and the dawn of 
adolescence which this bos' could recall and describe ; and in the 
direction of })sychologicai reactions as displayed in this child’s 
life story van Manen believed himself to liave obtained results 
which seemed to him of permanent value. The boy’s slowly 
but carefully told narrative passed from one language into 
another and finally into English. It now covers several closely- 
typed volumes and is illustrated by the young man’s own 
drawings. It is said that an American publisher had already 
promised to give it the light of day. 

To sum up, van Manen w^as not what tlie ordinary 
academician calls a ‘Scholar’. On the other hand he was 
beyond question a very learned man. His learning had come to 
him not from the School, but had been acquired in the business 
of feeding an abundant curiosity as to tlie nature of truth. 
To him the acquisition of knowledge in any form was of inestim- 
able value ; its advancement something of inescapable concern to 
us all. He was so modest as to claim for himself very little 
cither in terms of acquisition or towards the common task of 
advancement for others. But those who really knew him may 
justly say that in both directions his personal labours acthieved 
more than we shall ever be able to record. That modesty of 
which I speak has defeated us. 

At the risk of writing something anti-climaxical I cannot 
withhold some expression of my regard for van Manen as a man. 
I knew him very intimately. Even the barest acquaintance 
could see how naturally friendly he was, and how much his 
approach to his everyday tasks was informed by a desire to help

others in need of tliat help. His private charities were ridi- 
culously disproportionate to his means ; and in cases of an appeal 
to the heart he was very frequently grossly deceived; but he was 
never consequentially embittered, for Pity was always at hand 
to play the advocate with him and to exc^ise the cheat. It 
was far less easy, however, to deceive him in other fields. He 
was not impressed b> the naked insignia of academic success. 
He was quick to perceive the ciharlatan, however strongly such 
a one might have been recommended vo his notice as a person 
otherwise distinguished, and he heartily despised those who used 
a university or a society such as ours less for tlic advaiun^ of 
learning than for the advancement of sell. Tlie lact that he 
made no secret of these sentiments brought him enemicr,. But 
his own capacity for friendship was such as gave him the means 
of an inward happiness which more than counterbalanced all 
this. I doubt, indeed, if anyone among us has more markedly 
deserved a corresponding loyalty from his friends.

8ir Ntlratan Sircar (1861-1943). 


Sir Nilratan’s death at the age of 82, removes an outstanding 
figure in tlie medical and educational world and in the public 
life of India. He was the ac^knowledged leader of the medical 
profession in India for over hall a century. 

He was born in 1861 in a humble but respectable family at 
Netra near Diamond Harbour in the district of 24-Parganna8 
in Bengal. He had his school education at the Joynagar 
(24.Pargannas) H.E. School from where he was made to appt^ar 
at the Entrance examination from the Preparatory class in 1876, 
in order to maintain the affiliation of the school to the University. 
In his school days, he was a resourceful, sprightly and brilliant 
child His circumstances at the time did not permit hun to 
secure hi<Ther University education and he was compelled to 
seek admission into the Campbell Medical, from where he passed 
out after a brilliant career in 1880. It is said that lie showed 
marked skill in mechanical engineering in his boyhood and 
everyone thought that he would choose an Engineering career in 
further education but the long-suffering disease to vdiich his 
mother succumbed while he was about to appear at the Entrance 
examination led him to choose the medical career. 


Not being satisfied with this performance, he passed the 
First Arts examination and graduated in 1884. 

After a short interval during which he worked as Head 
Master of a school, ho entered the Calcutta Medical C ollege m 
1885 and passed out in 1888 with brilhant records. While in 
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the senior classes of the Medical College, his unquenchable thirst 
for knowledge led to the publication of an erudite paper on 
Infantile Biliary cirrhosis in the then best medical journal, the 
Indiaii Medical Gazette (1887). During 1888-1889, he acted as 
a House Surgeon of the Chandney and Mayo Hospitals. While 
engaged in such onerous duties, he could find time and energy 
to take the M.A. in 1889 and M.D. of the Calcutta University in 
1890. Apart from his alertness of intelligence, he possessed a 
remarkably good memory. 

He settled down in practice in 1890 and from then onwards 
he had a meteoric rise in the profession and public life of the 
country by dint of sheer merit, honesty of purpose and high 
character. He has had' a rich and eventful life smce then. He 
became a Brahmo in 1884 and married in 1888. 

When he started the professional life, the European members 
of the Indian Medical Service led the profession, but in Sir 
Nilratan’s life-time the initiative and leadership had already 
passed, chiefly through him, into Indian liands, and leading 
Indian doctors began to command higher fees than their 
European colleagues. He set high ethical standards in the 
practice of his profession which will serve as a beaconlight for the 
future generations. He was an efficient and popular tea(flier. 
Physiology and cardiology were two of his favourite subjects. He 
had a large bbrary of medical and allied sciences and had an 
up-to-date electrical and recording machinery for the investiga- 
tion of heart diseases. 

He entered the Calcutta University as an elected Fellow 
in 1893, worked as its Vice-Chancellor from 1917-19 and was 
rewarded with a knighthood in 1917. He was the Dean of tlie 
Faculty of Medicine from 1939-41, of the Faculty of Science from 
1933-39, President of the Council of Post-graduate Teaching in 
Arts from 1924-27 and in Science from 1924-42 and thus 
devoted his energies not only to the spread of medical education 
but also of general education. In 1920, he went as a delegate 
of the Calcutta University to the Empire Universities Congress 
at London and was honoured with the degree of D.C.L. of the 
University of Oxford and of LL.D. of the Edinburgh University. 
He took an active interest in the Student Welfare section of the 
Calcutta University. His own alrm mater honoured him with the 
degree of D.Sc, in the year 1941. The University of Calcutta is 
to be coixgratulated in commemorating his memory by naming 
the University Chair of Zoology after him. 

He strove hard for the development of scientific and 
industrial education in the country. His mature views on the 
subject are contained in his Convocation Address at the Andhra 
University delivered on the 7th October, 1939, shortly before his 
health began to decline. He expressed the view therein that a 
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national system of education should make use of three main 
methods, viz. the literary curriculum, the scientific curriculum 
and the technical curriculum and that each of these curricula 
should include the other two. 

In other words, education should turn out the pupil with 
something he knew well and something he could do well. He 
expressed the view that research was the sap of the plant of 
science and that every teaching institution must encourage 
research work among its teachers and students. 

This spirit of his has been perpetuated by his admirers and 
professional brethren by the establishment of a Research 
Institute named after him at the Carmichael Medical College in 
1940. Ho was also associated with the late Sir Ashutosh 
Mookerjee in the establishment of the University College of 
Science, and of the National Council of Education and the 
College of Technology and Engineering at Jadabpur. He was 
also a Trustee of the Indian Museum for some time. In fact, he 
had helped with his advice and guidance every institution 
intended for the uphft of humaruty. 

He was one of the founders of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and later on the Carmichael Medical College, which is 
the first non-official University-grade Medical College in India. 
The affiliation of this College to the University of Calcutta was 
due no doubt to the quahty of the staff and the equipment it 
possessed but also to the great influence which Sir Nflratan had 
with Lord Carmichael, the then Governor of Bengal, which was 
responsible for overcoming the opposition of the Indian Medical 
Service to the recognition of non-official medical colleges in 
India. 

The following extract from the Centenary Volume of the 
Calcutta Medical College (1935) will furnish the story of non- 
official efforts to modernize western medical science in which 
Sir Nflratan Sircar took a prominent part: — 

‘The piibli(^ation of vernacular text-books and j)erit)dicals 
and the need for doctors in rural areas, and in tea gardens 
stimulated tJio beginning of several non-official medical schools 
in Calcutta about the year 1888 89. A vernacular medical 
school, called the Calcutta Medical School, was started about 
1888-89 on the grounds now occupied by the Mechua Bazar 
Tram Dex>ot. Shortly afterwards, an English section, called 
‘ the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Bengal, was started 
on the grounds now occupied by the Brahmo Girls’ School, 
The vernacular School was transferred to Belgachia in 1903, a 
Hospital being attached to it, called the Albert Victor Hospital 
(1899-1902). About 1911, these two institutions were 
amalgamated and later on affiliated to the Calcutta University 
under the name of the Carmichael Medical College and Hospital 
(1915-16).’

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When Sir Nilratan Sircar started his career, the moderniza- 
tion of the western medical science had just begun with the 
ej)och-making discoveries of Pasteur, Lister and Koch. From 
then on up to the present day, enormous advances in every 
branch of the medical science have taken place. It is not a 
small achievement^ for a man to adjust his ideas to successive 
rapid advances in science in his own life-time and this Sir 
Nilratan carried to perfection. He was deeply read not only 
in the medical and allied sciences, but also in geology, literature, 
philosophy and religion. 

He was opposed to the j^erpetuation of the Ayurvedic, 
Unaiii and Homeopathic sj-stems as such, without the apjdication 
of the basic sciences, as he pointed out that the basic scif'iiees of 
chemistry, ph 5 ^sics, biology, physiology, pharmacolog 3 ^ pathology 
and bacteriology were the same all over the world. He wanted 
to see one medical science which had Ix^en worked out by the 
scientists all over the world, incorporating however into it Avhat- 
ever good that might be proved correct in the indigenous medic al 
sciences in the country. 

He wanted to see a public health orientation to the present 
medical education and .sociology being taught in theory and 
practice in the medical institutions. These, he thought, would 
supply a student with n proper outlook about his r(‘sponsil)ilities 
to the community without which he was likely to be a misfit. 

He wa.s an exponent, along with many notable thinkers of 
his time, of the use of the mother tongue as the medium of 
instruction, in place of the English language. 

He was very keen to see military training ])eing given to 
University students as he thought that no autonomy or self- 
government could be real so long as the people con(‘erricd were 
not able to defend their country' and their liberty against bostdo 
as.sault and encroachment. 

8ir Nilratan pn^sidc^d over the deliberations of the All- India 
Medical Conference onc<* in 1918 and again in 1932. Until 
recently he was the Editor-in-Chief of the .Journal of the Indian 
Medical Association and Presidejit of various hospitals, craft 
associations and academic bodies. His relation.s with pro- 
fessional brethren had always been most cordial and honourable. 

He upheld all that was good and noble in the profession and 
ill private life. Nobody had seen him lose his temper. His 
general temperament and readiness to place Ids services and 
erudition in the cause of all that is good and noble accountod for 
his wide popularity. Although a great physician, he was 
extraordinarily efi&eient in nursing and cooking, including invalid 
dietary,

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Sii’ Nilratan was a great industrialist and encouraged, 
patronized and sponsored several industrial enterprises, such as 
tanning, soap -making, tea and pharmaceutical industry. In 
fact, he was one of the pioneers in the early industrialization of 
Bengal. He was not actuated by the profit motive in these 
ventures and had actually lost large sums of money at times in 
order to initiate his countrymen into industrial undertakings. 
His services to the distressed, the ailing and the suffering were 
not confined to the bedside but his sympathy extended to the 
dumb millions of the country. 

His charities were manifold and the left hand did not know 
what the right hand gave. There are many scholars in India and 
abroad today who had received help from him for the prosecution 
of studies in India and abroad. 

He was an ardent patriot and sclfiess nationalist. He never 
wanted to be in the limelight. He was a member of the old 
Biuigal Legislative Council from 1912-1927. 

His life was one of childlike simphcity, with varied interests 
which are not commonly met vdth. Very few people know that 
he was a good carpenter, a good designer, a good cook and a 
good nurse and that he took great delight in reciting the ancient 
folk-lore and folk songs of Bengal. His innate humility arose 
out of an ardent faitli in living religion, which ho practised. He 
believed in the Fatherhood of God and tlio Brotherhood of man. 
He presided at more than one religious conference. While 
presiding at the All-India Theistic Conference ho declared: 
‘No form of religion has any life value today which fails to yield 
a living inspiration and social service, more especially the service 
of the lowly and the overburdened, the afflicted, the down( a-st, the 
oppressed and the fallen : and devotional religion in our bamajes, 
if it be not a more luxurious sensation, must go out among the 
depressed classes in living humility and patient life-giving service.’ 
He iiiinself lived this life. His richly strengthened religious life 
must have been the fountain-spring of his exceptionally composed 
nature, in pr(\sonce of the difficulties and dangers with which he 
was confronted from time to time. Very few people know that 
he was deo]>ly read in the religious philosophies and was well 
versed in Sanskrit literature. One can get a glimpse of his 
erudition from tin* first two pages of his Convocation Address 
at .the Andhra University, delivered on the 7th October, 1939. 

He has been a member of the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal 
from 1924 till his death. It is in the fitness of things that the 
Society devotes its meeting on the 7th of June, 1943 (today) to 
condoie the death of one of its distinguished and noble members.

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Sir Chhajuram Chowdhry. 

With the passing away of Sir Chhajuram Chowdhry on the 
7th April, 1943, at his Calcutta residence, India has lost one of 
her great sons. Born in the year 1860 of poor Jat parents in a 
small village in the District of Hissar, Punjab, he rose by sheer 
force of his character, strict honesty, dogged perseverance and 
unfailing energy to be one of the commercial magnates of Calcutta. 

After studj^ing up to the Matriculation standard in the 
Government High School, Rewari, he came at an early age to 
Calcutta. Ho began his career as an ordinary clerk with Messrs. 
Hoare Miller & Co., Ltd. and after serving with them for two 
years he gave up the job and started business as a broker in the 
Hessian Market. Tlie jute industry had just started. He was 
destined to take a big part in it. Having come in contact with 
the pioneers of the jute industry he soon built up his fortune. 
But every farthing of his earnings he spent to help his countrymen 
at the great famine of 1899-1900. 

Fortune again favoured the noble heart and he flourished in 
business. Though he had many ups and dovms in his life, his 
honesty of character always won for him influential friends like 
the late Sir David Yule. His worth was so highly ap})reciated 
in the business circle that he was taken on the Board of Directors 
of several Companies, both Indian and European, e.g. Belvedere 
Jute Mills Co. Ltd., Budge Budge Jute Mills Co. Ltd., Orient 
Jute Mills Co. Ltd., New Central Jute Mills Co. Ltd., Cheviot 
Mills Co. Ltd., Standard Jute Co. Ltd., Union Jute Co. Ltd., 
Bokaro & Ramgur Ltd., Birla Jute Mfg. Co. Ltd,, Concord of 
India Insurance Co. Ltd., Mahabir Insurance Co. Ltd., Deoria 
Sugar Mills, Mohini Sugar Mills, Rawanwara Collieries, Eastern 
Syndicate Ltd., Shree Gopal Paper Mills Ltd., Unao Distilleries 
Ltd., Karam Chand Thapar & Bros. Ltd., Karam Chand Thap^r 
& Sons Ltd., and Indian Steel & Wire Products, Ltd. He was 
one of those responsible for the inauguration of tlie Gunny 
Trades Association, of which he became President later, to look 
after the interests of the Indian Gunny Brokers and Merchants. 

His chief claim to our remembrance, however, lies, not in 
Sir Chhajuram's wealth, but in the way in which he used that 
wealth. His catholic and genc^rous heart made him open his . 
purse strings to all communities, Hindu, Christian and 
Mahommedan alike. Arya Somaj institutions and Jat institu- 
tions all over India are indebted to him. The Schools and 
Hospitals he had started in the Punjab are other standing 
monuments of his generosity. He was made a C.I.E. in 1925 
and knighted in 1931. No one who came in contact with him 
can ever forget his lovable personality. He was so simple and 
unostentatious that every one had easy access to him and to his 
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purse. His long lil'e of 83 years was really a boon to his country- 
men and his death is mourned by all.

T. B. Jameson. 

By the death of Mr. T. B. Jameson, C.T.E., M.C., I.C.S., 
the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal nas lost a member who in 
addition to his personal interests in inany branches of learning 
and science, had made his mark both as a judicial officer and an 
administrator of outstanding ability. As is well known to many 
of us in Bengal, he had to bear a large share of the responsibility 
for the administration of the district and subsequently the 
Division of Chittagong at a time when they were under apparently 
imminent threat of Japanese invasion, and the fact that he never 
spared himself in the arduous and responsible duties thus falling 
upon him may well have contributed to his fatal illness. 

After serving throughout the last war in the British Army, 
during which period he was awarded the Military Cross, he joined 
the Indian Civil Service in 1921 and from then onwards tiU the 
time of his death filled a number of Executive and Judicial posts 
in Bengal ; he became a meml)er of our Society towards the end 
of 1926 and during the time when he was resident in Calcutta 
frequently attended its meetings, evincing keen interest in the 
discussions which took place. 

During his periods of district work he developed interests in 
the countryside and village life of Bengal which combined with 
his marked literary bent might well have found expression in a 
lasting form had he been spared to enjoy the requisite leisure.

Sir Bryce Cudleigh Burt, Kt. 

This meeting of the Roj^al Asiatic Society of Bengal records 
its deep sense of sorrow and loss at the death in England of Sir 
Bryce Burt , Vice-Chairman of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research for many years, first president of the Indian Central 
Jute Committee and one associated with numerous learned 
societies and institutions. 

The number of those who can claim the same share of credit 
of effective contribution to the development of Indian Agriculture 
as the late Sir Bryce Burt is very limited. 

He graduated with first Honoxirs from the University College, 
London, in 1901 and was for some time Assistant Lecturer in 
Chemistry of the Liverpool University. He was Assistant

Government Chemist and Lecturer of Tropical Agriculture, 
Trinidad, before coming to India in 1908 from whidi time till 
his retirement in 1939 he has served Indian Agriculture in 
numerous capacities. He filled successively the offices of Deputy 
Director of Agriculture, Cawnj)ore, from 1908-1921 ; first 
Secretary of the Indian Central Cotton Committee from 1921 to 
1928; and Director of Agriculture in Bihar and Orissa from 
1928 to 1929. So when the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research was created and started its most useful career lie 
could bring to bear since its inception his ripe experience in the 
discharge of the duties of his new office of Agricudtural Expert 
to the Imperial Council which he held from 1929 to 1935. Sir 
T. Vijayaraghavachariar, the first Vice-Chairman of the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research, and Sir Bryce C. Burt (then 
Mr. B. C. Burt) were mainly responsible for building up this 
important organization in its early stages. And when in 1935 
he succeeded Sir Vijayaraghavachariar as Vice-Chairman of the 
Council he continued to direct its developimmt and by the tinu^ 
he retired in 1939 the Council got itself established on its feet. 
As Vi(.*e-Ch airman of the Imperial Coiincil of Agricultural 
Research he was ex-officio ehainnan of sevvml ‘daugliter’ 
institutions, viz., th(‘ Indian Central Jute Committee^, tlie Indian 
Central Cotton Committee, the Indian Lac Cess Committee and 
the Indian Coffee Cess Committee. He served all of th(un with 
great devotion, energy and distinction. Indian agricultural 
interests and agricultural research in particular had no doubt 
lost their great champion at the demise of Sir Bryce C. Burt. 

The writer has personal reasons to remember liim as a friend 
and comrade in science at whose r(‘qu(‘st he took up his researcfh 
work on soils and whose strong sup})ort and appreciation he 
gratefully remem ])ers. The title given to this scheme of rc'search , 
namely, colloid soil constituents was his own (dioice. He was 
ably supported in all liis work by his wife Lady Burt whom' 
most persons couTiected with Indian Agric ulture will remember 
for her genial hospitality. After return from India Sir Bryce 
C. Burt took up active work in eonneedion with the war effort 
relating to the food qin^stion in Great Britain. He had a genial 
personality and never hesitated to take up a definite attitude in 
what he considered to be proper. His loss will be mourned by 
a large curcle of friends and admirers. He was a member of the 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal since 1943.

Sir Jehangtb Coovarjee Coyajee 
(1875-1943) 

With the passing away on July 14, 1943, of Sir Jehangir 
Coovarjee Coyajee, or, to give him his more familiar name, of 
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Prof. J. C. Coyajoe, India has lost one of her foremost economists. 
Born on September 11, 1875, he received his early education at 
Rajkot and latet on joined the Elph instone College, Bombay. 
After taking his B.A. from the Bombay University, he taught 
for nearly a decade ‘a variety of si:l)jects — ^including such a 
diversified assortment as Economics, History and Persian — ^ai 
different colleges of th e Bombay Presidency ’ . He then proceeded 
to Cambridge, where with Keynes as his Tutor he secured a first 
in Economics Tripos in 1910. Next year on March 17, he 
joined the Presidency College (Calcutta) as the Professor of 
Economic'S. 

With the organization of post-graduate teaching in the 
University of Calcutta, he actively participated in the work of 
the University Department of Economics also. This bald 
statement does less than justice to the tact, kindliness and 
sympathy of Prof. Co^^ajee, who had to work in double harness 
in the University and the Presidency College, whose respective 
functions were as yet vague and undefined. The times also were 
excec'dingly difficult. There was a rousing of national con- 
sciousness. There was the storm and stress of the Great War. 
There was impatience and want of tact in many quarters, where 
better counsels should have prevailed. At this distance of time, 
it is possible to review all the unhappy events of the period 
dispassionately and one cannot withhold his tribute of admiration 
to Prof. Coyajee. 

As the chief official expert on economic matters in those 
times, Prof. Coyajee was frequently consulted by the Bengal 
Government. Most of his ‘notes' must be tucked away some- 
where in the dusty shelves of the Bengal Secretariat. One of them 
however has been known In 1918, the Government of Bengal 
appointed a Committee to enquire into the difficulties in connec- 
•,tion with the circulation of one-rupee notes under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. J. A. L. vSwan, the other members being 
Prof. Co^^ajee, the Hon'ble Raja Reshee Case Law, the 
Commissioner, Presidency Ihvision, the Accountant-General, 
Bengal and the Postmaster- General, Bengal. This was the first 
of the series of Commissions and Committees served by Prof. 
Coyajee, the others being (a) Indian Fiscal Commission, 1921-22, 
{h) Royal Commission on Indian Currency and Finance, 1925-26 
^and (cj Indian Coal Committee, 1936-37. He was knighted in 
1928. He served as a delegate to the League of Nations at 
Geneva for three years (1926-31). 

During the last year of his service in the Presidency College, 
he was the Principal of the College, from October 30, 1930 to 
August 5, 1931. He then retired but not to rest. From 1932 
to 1935, he was both Principal and Professor of Economics at 
Andhra University, where he also acted as the Vice-Chancellor for 
a time. As early as 1930, he had been nominated to the Council 
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of State. He actively collaborated with the late Sir Sorabji 
Pochkhanwala, Managing Director of the Central Bank of 
India, Ltd. in organizing the Parsi Statistical Bureau for relieving 
unemployment among Parsis. 

As correspondent for India of the Royal Economic Society 
of London for many years, Prof. Coyajee wrote extensively on 
economic subjects. But his interest in other subjects, although 
not so well known, deserves mention. He joined the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Bengal , in 1925 and continued as a member 
until 1934, He also served on its Council from 1929 to 1932. 
He contributed as many as eight papers to the Journal from 1926 
to 1930 (in Volumes XXII, XXIV and XXVI) and published the 
book CttUs and Legends of Ancient Iran and, China. In 1939 he 
was elected to the Government Research Fellowship of the 
K. R. C^ma Oriental Institute and published under its auspices 
Studies in the Shanamah, 

In 1916 appeared the Bengal Ecxynomic Journal under the 
joint editorship) of Prof. Coyajee and Prof. C. J. Hamilton, then 
Minto Professor of Economies, Calcutta University. With tlio 
growth and development of economic studies and researches in 
different Universities in India, it was |elt desirable to reconstitute 
the Bengal Economic Association (founded in 1916), the Bengal 
Economic Conference (first session on 3rd and 4t}i January, 1918), 
and the Bengal Economic Jourmil on an all-India basis, th(‘ir 
places now being respectively taken up) by the Indimi Economic 
Association (founded in 1918), Indian Economic Conference (first 
session in Dec^ember, 1917) and hidian Jourjial of Economics 
(started in 1916). But tlie ])ioneer eflbrts of Prof. Coyaj(?e and 
his (collaborators such as Prof. C. J. Hamilton cannot bo 
overlooked. Ih*of, Coyajee contributed not only to the Bengal 
Economic Journal but also to Iiidian Journal of Economics ^ 
Capital (Calcutta), StaicJiman (Calcutta), Presidency College 
Magazine (Calcutta) and several journals on co-operation. 
I^obably his earliest contribution on co-op)eration was the chap)ter 
on Urban Banks in India in Indian Co-operation Studies, a 
symposium edited by Mr. R. B. Ewbank. His work on the 
Indian Fiscal Commission (1921-22) mentioned above was 
responsible for his Presidential Address before the sixth session 
of the Indian Economic Conference at Lahore in January,, 1923, on 
Protectionism in India and for his book on Indian Fiscal Problem, 
being a collection of seven lectures delivered at the Patna 
University as the Banaili Reader in Economics in August, 1923. 
Similarly after his work on the Royal Commission on Indian 
Currency and Finance, he delivered the Sir William Meyer 
Lectures for 1929 before the University of Madras, and published 
them as The Indian Currency System 1835-1926, affectionately 
dedicated to the memory of Alfred Marshall. This was quite in 
the fitness of things, not only because he had sat at the feet of 
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Marshall, but also bot ause he had tried to apply the theories of 
International Trade taught b;> hiin in the Calcutta University 
to the problems of Indian currency and exchange. Again it was 
after his work at Geneva that he wrote his Ivdia and the League 
of Nations. It should also be noted that as a delegate from 
India he got the resolution passed recommending a study of the 
Economic Depression which resulted in Prof. Ohlin*s The Courss 
and Phases of the World Economic Depression. 

Prof. Coyajee’s strength in his economic writings lies in his 
absence of a partisan spirit and in his clear exposition of com- 
plicated and, at times, controversial issues. There ajje many 
Indians, who think that the policy of discriminating protection 
advocated by him does not go far enough, but there are none, 
who will not endorse Marshall’s opinion on Indian Fiscal Problem 
as ‘strong, well-balanced and suggestive’. It should be re- 
membered that Prof. Coyajee was educated at Cambridge, 
where free trade was all article of faith, when the End of Laissez- 
faire was yet to come, in fact, during the earliest years of 
economic studies in India, there was undiluted Cambridge 
School of E( onomics, sponsored b3^ Prof. Co^^ajee on the one 
hand and by Prof. Manoliar Lai (now the Hon’ldc Sir Manoliar 
Lai), Ihe first Minto Professor of Economics on the other. It is 
no wonder therefore that Prof. Coyajc^e must have felt very 
hesitant in advocating even a policy of discriminating protection. 

Great as has been Prof. Coyajee’s contribution to Indian 
economic literature, his influence was greater still through his 
students both in the Presidency College and in the Calcutta 
University and later on in the Andlira Universit}^, — for nearty a 
generation. It is a little difficult to define wherein lay his 
immense influence on his pupils. One must have heard him in 
order to appreciate it. His thoroughness, the extent of his 
knowledge and tlie serious manner in which he tackled his subject 
attracted enthusiasm and admiration from his class. He pro- 
vided a s.yllabuB containing headings and references, and tried 
to help his students as much as possible. What one appreciated 
most was his veneration for Marshall. His students were some- 
times of a different opinion, who seemed to think that there were 
other points of view and Marshall’s was certainly not the last 
word on any subject, yet Prof. Coyajee’s admiration for his old 
teacher was so touching that his own students could not remain 
"Hinaffected and had to love Prof. Coyajee in spite of what they 
thought was his blind adoration. To a long line of students 
among whom there are not only professional economists, but also 
many persons eminent in administrative services, whether 
executive or judicial, railway or financial, and in many other 
professions such as law or business, Prof. Coyajee will live long 
as the doyen among Indian economists. j q Sinha.

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K. C. De. 

The death of Mr. K. C. De has deprived the Royal Asiatic 
Society of a member of very long standing, for he had become a 
life member as long ago as 1895. He was a man of broad 
cultural outlook and of very great administrative experience 
having held as a member of the Indian Civil Service a number of 
posts of importance under the Government of Bengal culminating 
in his tenure of the Membership of the Board of Revenue which 
he held with some interv^alk from 1923 till his retirement in 1928. 

The witer of this obituary notice had the j^rivilege of serving 
under him as Secretary to the Board of Revenue in 1927 and 
1928, and can speak from experience of Mr. De’s outstanding 
capacity for grasping a series of com])licated facts and the 
care and patience which he displayed in unravelling intricacies 
and difficulties with a view to arriving at a right and equitable 
decision. ' 

He was a very prominent Freemason — and towards the end 
of his life held one of the highest posts to which a Calcutta mason 
can aspire namely that of Assistant District Grand Master. 

By his death the Society and indeed Bengal as a whole has 
sustained the loss of a man of great personality and distinction, 
and together with our sense of loss our deep symj)athy naturally 
goes out to Mrs. De and the surviving members of his family.

Colonel Sir Sidney Burrard, Bart., K.O.S.T., F.R.S., 
Honorary Centenary Member of the Ro^ al Asiatic 
Society of Bengal. 

It was my j)rivilege to meet Lt.-Col. Sidney Gerald Burrard, 
Royal Engineers, in 1907 a few" months before joining the 
Survey of India in wiiich he was then Superintendent of the 
Trigonometrical Survey. His scientific })restige was by that 
time w"ell established and he seemed to embody the high esteem 
in which the great Trigonometrical Survey of India was inter- 
nationally held. His name seemed to follow naturally in the series, 
Lambtoii, Everest, Walker, Burrard, which c*overed rnon? than tj 
century of geodetic progress. This ])rogress had not been one 
steady surge and one (;an recognize distinct salicmts. Lambton 
had initiated the Trigonometrical Survey in 1800. Starting 
from nothing — no equipment, no trained staff — ^lie visualized 
and brought into l>eing a network of triangulation covering 
Southern India. Following on this and with expanded ambitions, 
his successor Everest envisaged and duly completed the great 
arc of meridian from Cape Comorin to the Himalaya, and was 
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Cionfronted with the task of determining the figure of the earth — 
then ill-assessed — as a primary necessity. To this day, the great 
Indian system of triangulation rests on Everest’s figure. 
Extending from Everest’s work, a grid-iron system of triangula- 
tion gradually covered the whole of India. Then came the 
great, business of adjustuig this to one consistent whole on 
Everest’s figure. With this phase one associates the name of 
J. T. Walker. 

Along wdth the triangiilation had gone astronomical deter- 
minations of latitude whose association with trigonometrically 
determined latitude should yield the curvature of meridian. 
The discrepancies were (‘aUed ‘deviations of the vertical’ or 
'deflections of the plumb line’. As mor^ of these became known, 
greater became the embarrassment of tho->e who tried to under- 
stand them. It is in this field that Burrard worked to such 
good purpose and found order out of chaos. He showed that 
the earlier compensation hypothesis of Pratt (Archdeacon of 
Calcutta in the mid nineteenth century) required a further 
hyi^thesis of grand-scale underground features and postulated 
a great ‘Hidden Pi/ange’ of high density traversing India from 
West to East. Burrard ’s work drew wide attention and it was 
later recognized by Ha^Tord of the United States Coastal Geodetic 
Siirvey, who did so much to launch the modern theory of 
‘Isostasy’, as an all-important link in the development. 
Tsostasists today would do w^eU to recall the Hidden Range of 
Burrard and not to make claims of isostasy beyond its powers of 
satisfaction. 

I fancy that when Burrard joined the Survey of India in 
1884, he must have found rather a state of geodetic stalemate 
in the Trigonometrical Branch. The great computational tourde 
force of simultaneous adjustment of the triangulation net-work 
had been the centre of interest and this had been recently 
completed with success. Those responsible may have felt dis- 
posed to rest on their oars and not to turn to the new vista 
along which geodesy was to make important developments. 
There w^as need of scientific initiation and this came with Burrard. 
Longitude arcjs based on electric telegraph had been observed 
and results had been disappointing. It was perhaps for this 
reason — I do not know with certainty — that these results w^ere 
■upt included in the simultaneous adjustment, a matter to be 
regretted. Burrard took part in some later longitude work and 
his interest naturally went to the bad closing errors of the arcs. 
Finally, he discovere d the reason (dependent on the collimators) — 
and — here he was more fortunate than many who discovered 
mistakes in earliei* work — ^he was able to indicate how the old 
observations could he correctly reduced. This indeed was done 
with great success and the results then attained their proper 
significance. Burrard did not leave the matter there ; at a later 
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period, he discussed all the longitude results and showed how 
to incorporate them into the main system of triangulation and 
thereby released a large amount of further data for ‘Figure of 
the ilarth' problems. He also with Lenox Conyngham, deter- 
mined the fundamental longitude of India with reference to 
Greenwich. 

Biirrard was a deliglitful chief under whom to work. Some 
said that he was too much given to asking opinions from or 
consulting his juniors; but in scientific matters I cannot think 
that is wrong. It should stimulate the younger — ^and I am sure 
that Burrard was very stimulating in that way — and encourage 
the team spirit. I know of no case where Burrard was not 
very much looked up to and loved by those who worked with 
him on scientific problems. It was a matter of great regret to 
myself when his becoming the Surveyor-General of India in 
1911 ne(‘easitated his departure from Debra Dun. Of course, 
he retained his interests in geodesy and spent a few months in 
each year at Dehra Dun. At that time his interests in the 
formation of the Indo-Gangetic plain, as revealed by tluj geodetic 
deflections, was very great. He accepted the (then new) idea of 
Heyford’s Isostasy and became involved in friendly controversy 
vnth Oldliam of the Geological Survey. In 191 6, lie was President 
of the Indian Sc ience Congress at Lucknow and the subject of 
his Presidential Address was ‘The Plains of Northern India and 
their relationship to Ihe Himalayan Mountains’. Burrard was 
a great Himalayan geographer and publislu^d in 199H in collabora- 
tion with H. H. Hayden ‘A Sketch of the Geograjihy and 0(‘ology 
of the Himala^^a Mountains and Idlxd/, a (classical work whi(di 
twenty-five >'ears later he revised, this time in collaboration with 
A. M. Heron. 

One result of tlK‘ first World War was that Burrard’s services 
as Survey or- General were retained until 1919, several j^ears 
after the normal time for his retirement. During his later days 
in India, he sufiered vcwy considerably from his eyesight and 
that trouble never left him. On retirement, he bought a house 
in Famborough, Hants, and from that time he rather withdrew 
from scientific work, to the regret of his admirers. Nonethe- 
less, he kept up corresiiondence with many of us and his letters 
were always a pleasure to receive. He always had a delightful 
sense of humour and a fund of interesting knowledge. Ho was 
something of an artist but very modest of this attainment. Fol* ^ 
his wife’s artistic skill, he had profound admiration. 

Burrard’s geodetic work was recognized by election to the 
Fellowship of the Royal Society in 1904. In 1913 the Victoria 
Medal of the Royal Geographical Society was awarded to him 
for his distinguished contributions to geography and geodesy. 
In 1914, he became K.C.S.I., and in 1919 at the time of his 
retirement the Government of India expressed their ‘appreciation 
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of the long and valuable service rendered by Col. Sir S. 6. Burrard 
in the administration of the Survey of In^a and. in maintaining 
the high traditions of the Department in the domain of scientific 
study; and also of the untiring and excellerd work done by him 
for the armies in India and in the field during his tenure of the 
office of Surveyor- General’ . In 1935, he was made a Special 
Honorary Centenary Member of the Royal Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. He succeeded a cousin as seventh Baronet in 1933. 
Born on the 12th of August 1860, he died on IGtli of March 1943 
in his 83rd year. His memory will long continue, particularly 
in the Survey of India, which he served so well.

Sir Aurel Stein (1862-1943). 

Hungarian by birth but of British domicile and citizenship 
Sir x\urcl Stein served the cause of Geographical Exploration 
and Archaeology for nearly half a century. At the very beginning 
of his career in India and the Far East we find him connected 
with the Calcutta Madrasa as Principal (1899) and before that 
with the Punjab University and Oriental College, Lahore. From 
the Punjab he began paying visits to Kashmir and stud3dng 
Sanskrit under tlie celebrated Kashmiri Pandit, Anand Kaul, 
to whom he paid a scholarly tribute. Already in 1892 we find 
him publishing the Sanskrit Text of Kalh ana’s Rajatarangiiii 
and the English translation thereof was completed by 1900. 
In 1894 he prepared a valuable catalogue of the Sanskrit 
manuscripts in the Raghunath Temple LibjUjv of Jammu. 
That was the time when the Asiatic SocietJ^p Bengal was 
.preparing the edition and translation of the famous Bower 
^Manuscript discovered by Captain Bower from Central Asia; 
and that might have given a definite turn to the archaeological 
activities of Stein. In 1898 he published a report of an 
archaeological tour with the Bonur field forces, Swat Valley. 
He opened the twentieth century with his Preliminary Report 
on a journey of archaeological and geographical explorations in 
Chinese Turkistan (1901). In 1903 he published the Sand 
Buried Ruins of Khotan, followed by two big volumes of Aiicient 
^Khotan (1907). In 1912 appeared his Ruins of Desert Cathay, 
followed by his monumental works entitled Serindia and the 
Orotto of the Thousand Buddhas (1921). In 1923 he published a 
Memoir on the Maps of Chinese Turkistan and between 1925 and 
1928 he completed tlie Innermost Asia which, like Serindia, was 
richly illustrated with texts, maps and plates of rare paintings 
and sculptures discovered in the sandy desert of Central Asia. 
In 1933 he published a catalogue of Wall Paintings from Ancient 
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Shrines of Central Asia, but owing to unsettled conditions in 
China he was obliged to divert his attention to Iran and the 
intervening regions between India and Persia. In 1929 he pub- 
lished papers on Alexander’s Track to the Indus, an archaeological 
tour in Waziristan and in Gedrosia. Between 1936 and 1940 
he published his papers on his archaeological tours in Ancient 
Persia, North-Western India and South-Eastern Iran and dis- 
covered the old routes of Western Iran. In that connection he 
brought very valuable materials with regard to the prevalence 
of chalcohthic culture from the Indus VaUey right ux> to Iran 
(3000-2000 B.C.). Geography was his speciality and through 
geography he entered the field of archaeology and through 
archaeology to fine ai'ts. He added a new chapter, that of 
Serindia or cultural collaboration between China and India, in the 
study of Asiatic history and culture. Indian scholars will ever 
be grateful to Sir Aurel for his indefatigable researches in Central 
Asian history, which is now known to be so intimately connected 
with the expansion of Indian civilization througli Central Asia to 
China and other nations of the Far East. In the very last days 
we find him in Afghanistan, probably travelling his way back 
to India when he suddenly died in Kabul, lamented by thousands 
of his admirers in India and abroad. He was elected a member 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal in 1891 and subsequently 
nominated Honorary Fellow in 1920. As early as 1896 he 
published in our Journal his Notes on the Ancient Topography 
of the Pir Pantsal Route, in 1898 his Notes on New Inscriptions 
discovered by Major Deane and in 1899 his Memoir on Maps 
illustrating the Ancient Geography of Kashmir.

Lokd Meston (1865-1943). 

James Scorgic Meston, born 12th June, 1865, in Aberdeen, 
completed his higher education in the University of Aberdeen 
and Balliol College, Oxford. He entered the Indian Civil 
Service at the age of 20 in 1885. In his official career we find 
him as Financial Secretary to the U.P. Government (1899-1903); 
Advisor to the Governments of Cape Colony and Transvaal on 
Civil Service Reform (1904-1906); Secretary to Finance Depart-^* 
ment, Government of India (1906-1912) and finally Govenior 
of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh (1912-1918). He 
represented India at the Imperial War Cabinet and Conference 
in 1917, and after retiring in 1919 served as Vice-Chairman of the 
Supervisory Commission, League of Nations. In 1920 he was 
appointed Rede Lecturer to the University of Cambridge. Ho 
was the Honorary Fellow of the University College, London 
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and an Honorary M.D. of Zurich University (1929). In 1928 his 
own University of Aberdeen elected him Chancellor and in 1932 
he was President of the Royal Statistical Society. In 1931 he 
published a valuable book, Nationhood for India, and in the last 
days of his eventful life he was intimately connected with the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs, personally attending to 
its research department and to the review section of its valuable 
Journal.
